A GENERAL LOCKOUT 


To Be at Ouee Inangurated by the Mill 
Owners of Olneyville, 


Crisis In the Great Labor 
Conflict Is at Hand. 


Condition of Affairs Causing Worriment Among 
Business Men. 


PROVIDENCE, May 1.—Olneyville isin a 
fever of excitement and all the mill oper 
atives will await the developments of the 
next 24 hours with the greatest anxiety. 

Although the Manufacturers’ club met 
Monday night and it was definitely stated 
that the Olneyville mills were to be closed, 
this did not frighten the operatives. Now, 
however, they seem anxious to know just 
what the effect of a general lockout would 
be. 

‘This change im sentiment was due to the 
fact that the owners of Olneyyille mills 
met yesterday afternoon, It was a meet- 
ing of the representatives of Olneyville 
corporations, They claim that they had 
decided to take the matter into their own 
hands and to treat the labor troubles in 
the local mills in the manner that seemed 
to promise the 

Best Results In the End, 

One of the manufacturers, after the 
meeting, said that the present condition of 
affairs in the Olneyville mills was thor- 
oughly discussed. Every phase of the 
strikes at the Atlantic and the Providence 
National mills was considered, af. i the 
question of the possibility of making a 
general raise in wages was discussed. 

After this was done, a vote was taken 
to close the mills for an indefinite period, 
and it was decided to post the notices of 
the lockout within 24 hours. This action 
was taken by a unanimous vote, and there 
Was every reason to believe that it would 
be faithfully carried out, 

Although the loss for the long period of 
idleness will bea great burden for the 
mill owners to bear, they were agreed 
that they must meet the issue and stand 
by their agreement to the end. 

Ic mattered little to them what might 
come, the future prosperity of the manu- 
facturing interests of Olneyville were at 
stake and the matter was 

Too Important to Be Neglected. 

The business men are much worried 
over the threatening condition of affairs. 
Nearly all of the storekeepers are still car- 
rying the accounts that were contracted 
by the operatives during the strike of 1893, 
and they are notin a condition to stand 
another long period of idleness. 

Times have been so hard in Olneyville 
for inore than a year that many of the 
business men have done but little more 
than make their expenses, and they look 
with dread upon another season of even 
worse financial depression. 

What makes the matter still worse is 
that the fear of loss has reached the whole- 
sale dealers in meats and provisions, and 
more than one house has intimated that it 
will be necessary to refuse credit to Olney- 
Ville dealers if a general lockout is or- 
dered. 

On Beacon Hill. 

Boston, May 1.—The legislature sanc- 
tioned child insurance, when the house— 
149 to v3—rejected the bill to prohibit the 
placing of a policy on the life of any child 
under the age of 10. It showed during 
the debate that 100,000 infants were in- 
sured in Massachusetts last year. The 
senate rejected a bill providing for the 
election by the people of legislative pre- 
siding officers. The committee on the 
treasury allows Lowell a second addi- 
tional appropriation of $25,000 for its new 
normal school. The bill allowing Fitch- 
burg alike sum was rejected. The gov- 
ernor signed the bill giving each of the 
four normal schools the $25,000 additional 
first asked for. The committee on rules 
reported against the admission of the bill 
to repeal the charter of the Meigs Elevated 
Railway company.

FOR THE THIRD TIME 


Buchanan Cheats the Electrocution 
Chair Out of a Victim, 


Life Is Probably Safe For Six 
Months Longer. 


An impressive Scene at Sing Sing Prison 
When the News Wes Received. 


1895. 


ALBANY, May 1.—Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Hasbrouck has notifled Warden Sage 
of Sing Sing prison to defer Dr, Buchan- 
on’s electrocution until the appeal claimed 
to have been taken to the United States 
supreme court shall have been dismissed 
or determined, 

It was afew minutes after 6 last night 
when the telephone in the warden’s office 
rang and Stenographer Yorke, who was at 
the otherend in the attorney general’s 
office at Albany, told Warden Sage the 
opinion of the attorney general that the 
execution had better be delayed. 

There was a picturesque group about 
the telephone—reporters, officials of the 
prison, the lawyers of the convicted man, 
and, leaning in the doorway between the 
office and parlor, Mrs. Buchanan, her 
blonde hair somewhat disordered and her 
eyes red with weeping—when the warden 
announced the message. 

Lawyer Gibbons and his conferree rushed 
over and shook hands with Mrs. Bu- 
chanan, while the tears streamed down 
her cheeks, and Mrs. Coleman, her com- 
panion, hugged her rapturously. Warden 
Sage went i:nmediately to the death house 
and had hardly halted before the door of 
the condemned man’s cell when Buchanan 
said: “Any news, Mr. Sage?’ and then 
cowered back in the farther corner of the 
cell, as if he were 

Fearful of the Answer. 

“I have news,"’ said the warden, “and 
you will not be executed tomorrow.” The 
condemned man sprang to his feet, came 
to the frontof the cell and said, ‘Is that 
true, Mr. Warden?’ “Yes; and I will 
send your wife to you.” 

Ina few minutes Mrs. Buchanan ap- 
peared at the door and a strange scene oc- 
curred, as she pressed her face to the wire 
screen and repeated to her husband the 
news the warden had brought. It seemed 
difficult for Buchanan to believe the story 
of his good luck, for he had told the 
guards yesterday that he had made up his 
mind to die. 

For three hours the wife stayed talking 
to her husband, and when she left him at 
9 o'clock she had him buoyed up with the 
hope that he would finally escape. His 
counsel also bade him hope that they 
would be ultimately successful. Mrs. 
Buchanan, Lawyer Roche and Mrs. Cole- 
man left for New York at 9:40. 

Means Six Months’ Respite. 

Mrs. Buchanan was tired out, for she 
had worked all day in New York to ob 
tain a stay of proceedings or reprieve for 
her husband, in case the decision of the 
attorney general was not favorable. She 
called upon Governor Morton before she 
left the city, and, while not securing an 
audience with him, left a letterin which 
she asked for further leniency and recited 
his good qualities as a husband. The 
general opinion here at the prison and of 
the lawyers for Dr. Buchanan is that it 
will be at least six months before the 
execution can possibly take place. 

It is to be noted that Dr. Buchanan has 
cheated the executioner more times than 
any other criminal condemned under the 
electrocution act. Three times has the 
date been set and as many times has the 
law been evaded. 

At 9:50 last night, Mr. Yorke, who was 
the messenger sent to Albany by the 
warden, arrived at the prison with the 
original opinion of the attorney general. 
Warden Sage had made the most elaborate 
preparations for the execution. A special 
detail of men had been selected to watch 
the dynamos and electric wires during the 
night and extra precautions had been 
taken in the death house. Even the elec- 
trical chair was guarded. A few of the 
witnesses arrived yesterday afternoon, but 
returned home tods Ly. 
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Considered Cuban Crisis. 

Maprip, May %.—In the chamber of 
deputies yesterday, Senor Labra advised 
the adoption of reforms for Cuba. He ob- 
jected to the appointment of De Campos 
as commander of the army in Cuba. The 
Cuban elections, he declared, ought not to 
be postponed. Senor Castellano said that 
the execution of necessary reforms in 
Cuba was trammelled by material diffi- 
culties. In regard to reforms the govern- 
ment desired to meet the views of Da 
Campos. If, however, these reforms were 

not effected by June the government 
would have recourse to legislation. 


To A Accept New Position. 
WASHINGTON, May 1.—Theodore Roose- 
velt has presented his resignation to the 
president. Speaking on the subject, he 
said: “Mayor Strong has requested me 
to take the position of police commis- 
sioner, and I have accepted. Whatever 
ability [have I shall give to the work, 
and, as police commissioner, I shall act 
solely with a view to the well-being of the 
city and the interests of the service, and 
shall take account only of the efficiency, 

honesty and record of the men." 


Extending the Military Park. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The Chicka 
mauga park commission has completed 
the purchase of General Sherman’s battle- 
ground at the north end of Mission Ridge, 
Chattanooga, and it now becomes a part 
of the national military park. The tract 
embraces the ground of the assault of the 
Army of the Tennesseé under the posi- 
tions about Tunnel hill, defended by Gen- 
eral Bragg’s army.

THE STONE BILL. 


It is Refused a Third Reading in the 
House. 


The first matter in the orders of the day 
in the Massachusetts House, Tuesday, was 
the bill to require all stone except broken 
stone to be worked or dressed in the State 
when used on state works, and within the 
municipality when for municipal work. 
The debate is reported by the Advertiser as 
as follows: 

Mr. Woodfall of Rockport said that New 
York and Pennsylvania have already passed 
a similiar law, which prevents Massachu- 
setts from selling in those States, but at 
present stone from the State of Maine is 
coming into Massachusetts and interfering 
with the workmen of the latter State. 

Mr. Hammond of Quincy moved an 
amendment Including paving stones. 

Mr. Melaven of Worcester said that had 
such a law as proposed been on the stat- 
ute books last winter, many persons would 
have been able to earn their living instead 
of being as they were, a charge on the 
State. 

Mr. Lowell of Boston opposed the bill and 
referred to the new public library building 
in Boston, saying tbat it is absurd to sup- 
pose that all the beautiful stone work in 
that building could have been brought here 
in a rough state and worked here, 

Mr. Moran of Fall River said in favor of 
the bill that it is demanded by laboring 
men and laboring organizations. 

Mr. Quirk of Boston urged the substitu- 
tion of a bill of hisown which contained 
substantially the same provisions as the 
bill before the house, with the exception 
that it does not require the work to be done 
on the ground where it is to be used. The 
house refused to substitute, 33 to 92, and 
the bill was refused a third reading, 23 to 
95.

The course of study is a broad one, as its 
careful perusal will show. The object of 
the Basiness Course is not merely to pro- 
duce technical experts, but so to train the 
mind that when a girl is given work to do, 
she may readily grasp the requirements of 
her employer, and become an intelligent, 
trust-worthy helper. 

The school does not aim to take the 
place of a college, although it offers an 
extended course of study. It does aim, 
incidentally, to fit for college, but especially 
to prepare for the University of Life, and 
to this end, it will be ready to extend its 
course more and more as its income and 
facilities allow. 

The school needs additional accommoda- 
tions. It lacks a large study-hall, chemical 
and pbysical laboratories, drawing-room 
and studio, rooms for telegraphy, book- 
keeping and banking, a gymnasium, and a 
library,—all of which are imperative neces- 
sities. The present building has six small 
class-rooms, 25x28 feet. The pupils as- 
semble for morning exercises in the central 
passage-way on the second floor. The 
dark lower hall is used as a library and 
reading-room; sometimes even the stair- 
ways are utilized for this purpose. 

Only a dozen more pupils can be received 
next September, unless action be taken 
immediately to provide for a larger num- 
ber. Judging from the first year’s record, 
the rate of increase can safely be reckoned 
as forty or fifty pupils. 

The Managers of Fund and Property 
had plans prepared for an addition but as 
the estimated cost was $35,000 to $40,000 
they were on January 1 preparing plans 
for asmaller addition which they ‘ hope 
will allow sufficient accommodations and 
at the same time, by not depleting the 
fund leave an income sufficient to main- 
tain the schoo] iu a suitable manner.’

COTTON AND SILVER. | 


HOW CHEAP ASIATIC LABOR IS AF- 
FECTING THE EUROPEAN MILLS. 


Wages In the East Are Stationary, While In 
Europe They Have Appreciated—Cotton 
Spinners Want a Silver Standard to Off- 
set This—The Effect of the Chinese War. 


The partig] transference of cotton 
manufacturing from Europe to Asia, 
which has so alarmed the Manchester 
mill owners that they are clamoring for 
the adoption of the silver standard as a 
means of arresting its further progress, 
may also be the beginning of an indus- 
trial revolution which, for extent and 
importance, can be compared only to 
those caused by the discovery of America 
and by the invention of the steam en- 
gine. The abundance and the cheapness 
of human labor in Asiatic countries have 
long been proverbial, but they have not 
until lately availed to counterbalance 
the superior energy and skill of European 
artisans and the greater productiveness 
of European machinery. 

Within a few years, however, the fall 
of silver, relatively to gold, has greatly 
reduced the wages paid in the east in 
silver as compared with the wages still 
paid in Europe in gold, or, to state 
the fact in another way, wages in Eu- 
rope have practically risen while wages 
in Asia haye remained stationary. 

The Hindoo laborer gets no more rn- 
pees than he did 20 years ago, the Chi- 
nese no more dollars, the Japanese no 
more yen, but the European laborer gets 
as many shillings or francs or marks as 
he did, and even more, so that, while the 
goods the Asiatic makes sell at the same 
nominal price as European goods of a 
similar character, they actually cost only 
about half as much. Hence cotton mills 
are springing up in India, China and Ja- 
pan, which are taking the market away 
from the mills of Europe, and the same 
stimulus is bringing into activity works 
for the production of iron and coal 

Obviously, the way for Europe to meet 
this competition is either to improve its 
machinery or to reduce the wages it pays, 
but the oriental, now that he has started 
in the business, can improve his ma- 
chinery as fast as the European can his, 
and the only thing left is a reduction of 
wages. Against this reduction, however, 
the labor unions of Europe will stand as 
an impassable barrier so long as the at- 
tempt to effect it takes the shape of a 
reduction in the amount of money paid. 

If, however, the money itself conld be 
debased by substituting the silver stand- 
ard for the present gold standard, the 
wages, though nominally remaining un- 
altered, would in reality come down te 
the Asiatic level It is for this reason 
that the Manchester cotton spinners are 
so ardent in their advocacy of what they 
eall bimetallism, bnt which is really the 
substitution of the silver for the gold 
standard. 

The success of bimetallism is yet a 
long way off, and the preponderance of 
the indications is that it will never in 
our time be achieved. While the discus- 
sion of it goes on the Asiatics are every 
day enlarging their mannfacturing en- 
terprises and fixing them upon a firmer 
basis, so that very soon it will be im- 
possible to overthrow them, if, indeed, 
it is not impossible already. 

Appetite grows by what it feeds on, 
and now that a few thousand of Hindoos, 
Chinese and Japanese have tasted of the 
profits of these new employments they 
will not meekly renounce them. The re- 
sult of the recent triumph of Japan over 
China cannot fail to be a vastly freer ad- 
mission into China of modern ideas and 
modern improvements than has hitherto 
been permitted, and when to 800,000,- 
000 Hindoos, accustomed to earn 10 
cents a day and less, shall be added 400,- 
000,000 Chinese, whose notions of com- 
pensation are equally meager, they will 
constitute a new mine of human labor 
as extensive and as valuable as were the 
fertile lands of America when it was 
first discovered, or the goldfields of Cali- 
fornia and of Australia. 

European talent will not be wanting, 
if native skill proves inadequate, to 
teach those myriads of hands how to em- 
ploy themselves to the best advantage, 
and the ruin that has overtaken Assyria, 
Babylonia, Persia, Egypt and Turkey, 
from the transference of their industrial, 
commercial and military supremacy to 


| other countries may yet be shared by 


Europe. Years, and probably centuries, 
must elapse before this catastrophe ar- 
rives, and unforeseen causes may avert 
it altogether, but it is not a chimera to 
be waved aside as impossible. —Matthew 
Marshall in New York Sun.

BADGER AND SUCKER. 


The Way Illinois and Wisconsin Came ta 
Get Their Nicknames. 

“If there had been no badgers in 
Wisconsin,’’ said a native of that state, 
‘*‘Wisconsin would not be known as the 
Badger State, and yet it did not receive 
the name because badgers were there. 
There were very few white people in 
Wisconsin territory in its early days, 
the population being confined to the 
military posts, the missionary and trad- 
Ing stations, and the lead mining re- 
gions in the southwestern part of the 
territory. The miners were of two 
classes, men who worked the mines all 
the year round and men who came up 
from the Illinois country in the spring 
and worked unti: the fall, when they 
returned to their prairies and groves. 
The miners who were permanent dwell- 
ers in the region didn’t bother to put up 
cabins or even huts. In fact, material 
for such dwellings was not abundant. 
They simply dug holes in the sides of 
the hills large enough to give them 
room to sleep and cookin. Nowadays 
those burrows would perhaps be called 
dugouts, but as they closely resembled 
the subterranean homes of the badgers 
they were promptly called badger holes, 
and the miners who occupied them were 
called badgers. 

‘‘Any one who cares to tramp through 
that part of Wisconsin today will come 
upon deep excavations in the rocks— 
regular quarry holes bearing every evi- 
dence of having been made long ago. 
And so they were. Some of them were 
excavated 60 years agoand more. They 
were the work of the lead miners who 
went up from Illinois in the spring to the 
mining region. They, being there only 
for a short season, did not mine by dig- 
ging shafts, as the permanent miners 
did, nor did they live in burrows. They 
blasted the surface rock, making large 
pits by their work, seeking what was 
called the float lead and ore that was 
easily obtained near the top. They oc- 
cupied the pits they made, as the other 
miners did their hillside burrows. 

‘‘Owing to the similarity of the mi- 
grations of these quarry miners to those 
of that familiar fish which goes up 
stream in the spring and down again in 
the fall, they soon became known as 
suckers, and their pits in the rocks were 
called sucker holes. In the course of 
years the names badger and sucker came 
to be applied to the entire people of 
Wisconsin and Illinois. Many of the 
original badgers and suckers became the 
leading citizens of their respective lo- 
calities and helped make the country’s 
history. When Wisconsin was admitted 
to the Union, the badger was placed on 
her coat of arms in recognition of this 
fact, and it was from the miners who 
quarried in the rocks of Wisconsin that 
Illinois got her name of the Sucker 
State.’’—New York Sun.

PORT WAS DESERTED. 


Great Britain Gained Nothing by the 
Seizure of Corinto. 


Nicaraguans Growing More 
Bitter Toward Enemies. 


Negotiations on Foot For ¥erminating the 
Trouble by Compromise. 


Nicaraaua, via Galveston, May 1.— 
When the British took possession of Co- 
rinto they found that the town had not 
only been practically abandoned by its 
residents, but that every effort had been 
made to prevent any but real property 
falling in their hands. 

All the goods, etc., that had been en- 
tered and stored at the warehouse in the 
port had been removed and no article of 
export could be found, their receipt having 
been stopped when it became positive 
they knew that the British would take 
possession of the place. All trade at the 
port has been abandoned. 

Nicaragua was well within her rights 
when she adopted this course, and the 
possession by the British of a deserted 
town, where nota dollar’s worth of mari- 
time business is belng done, affords amuse- 
ment to those who are not interested in 
the dispute except as observers, 

Martial law was proclaimed by the gov- 
ernment on Wednesday last, and on Sat- 
urday morning the British occupied the 
town, landing altogether 400 armed offi- 
cers and men at four different places on 
the island, only to find, as stated above, 
that they had seized a deserted port. 

Considerable comment has been caused 
by the seming indisposition of the United 
States to more actively intervene in the 
dispute, some prominent persons hold- 
ing that she should have gone far in 
support of the Monroe doctrine, but 
the general feeling is, that if the trouble 
is settled honorably to both disputants, 
thanks will be 

Owing to the United States, 

Many prominent citizens have conferred 
with President Zelaya on this aspect of the 
situation and also upon the possible neces- 
sity of submitting to Great Britain’s de- 
mands should she decline to entertain the 
proposal for a compromise. A majority 
are anxious to continue the efforts to ad- 
just the trouble through arbitration and 
regain possession of the territory now 
under the British flag. 

Europeans are endeavoring to create 
prejudice against the United States, ad- 
vancing as an argument that she is indif- 
ferent to Nicaragua’s subjugation and to 
the Monroe doctrine. 

A popular loan has been started for the 
purpose of furnishing the government 
with money to pay the British demands. 

The British have prohibited intercourse 
between the island of Corinto and the 
mainland. 

A fact of importance to the United 
States is contained in a statement thata 
party of British engineers have been 
landed without opposition at San Juan 
del Sur and that they are engaged in 
making sketches and taking photographs 
of that place and of the canal route to- 
ward Brito. 

No Definite Information 
has been given out here 4s to the attitude 
of Great Britain on the proposal that her 
warships be withdrawn from the port of 
Corinto as a condition present to the pay- 
mentin London 15 days later by Nicara- 
gua of $77,500 demanded by Great Britain. 

It is known, however, that communica- 
tions are actively passing between the 
Managua and Washington governments 
looking to secure Great Britain's assent to 
the prompt evacuation of Corinto. The 
actual terms for the bringing about of 
thisend have not yet been settled, but, 
according to the information at hand, it 
can be stated that Nicaragua is willing to 
settle the trouble by accepting the propo- 
sition for a compromise on the lines above 
set forth. 

The attitude of the United States in 
endeavoring to bring about a settlement of 
the delicate questions involved is highly 
appreciated by those who have the best 
interests of Nicaragua at heart, and it is 
believed that eventually, through the ex- 
ertion of her good offices, the matter will 

Be Settled Peaceably, With Honor, 

Among the lower classes of Nicaraguans 
the feeling of bitterness against what they 
term the arrogant and insolent attitude 
of Great Britain increases daily, and the 
local authorities at Paso de Caballos and 
San Juan del Sur have had some difii- 
culty in preventing overt demonstration i. 
It is believed, however, that the disorderly 
element is now well in hand. The au- 
thorities will do everything in their powe 
to prevent any further trouble arising 
from the animosity against the British.

Russian Interference in the Eastern War Is 
Deemed Unwarranted. 

LonpDox, May 1.—The Times today pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Kobe, dated April

fact that there is evidence of serious 
crisis in the relations between Japan and 
Russia.

They deny 
Russia’s right to interfere, and even 
contemplate a defiance of Russia, believ- 
ing that the Russian military forces in the 
East are not powerful enough to enforce 

her demands.

GREELEY AS A BOY. 


HE LOVED TRUTH AND WAS WAL- 
LOPED FOR HIS INTEGRITY. 


The Famous Journalist Acquired Knowl- 
edge Early Through Great Tribulation. 
Scaggs, “a Child of the Devil,” Was Kind 
to the Boy Who Wanted to Learn. 


The oft teld and praiseworthy story 
about the sterling quulity of George 
Washington’s truthfulness when a lad 
and the straightforward confession, ‘‘I 
cannot tell a lie, father; I did it with 
my little hatchet,’’ that have made the 
Father of His Country the idol of boyish 
hearts stands not alone as an example 
of American youthful integrity. 

Another lad, when punishment as 
keenly dreaded confronted him anda 
father more irate than George’s parent 
is ever pictured to have been, stood bold- 
ly forth when questioned and acknowl- 
edged himself the culprit. This other 
boy was Horace Greeley, and the story 
is an interesting one. 

It happened in the town of Erie, Pa., 
where Horace spent a great part of his 
boyhood. The lad was unusually preco- 
cious and at the age of 10 years was 
considered the prodigy of the town. He 
was a great reader and eagerly devoured 
anything in the way of useful literature 
that came in his way. His father was a 
poor man, and Horace had not many 
chances for mental culture, but so keen 
was the boy’s love of study and ambi- 
tion for knowledge that he used to visit 
by stealth an old neighbor who possessed 
a handsome and finely stocked library. 
This old fellow was, to the mind of 
Horace’s father, the essence of all that 
was irreligious. His name was Scaggs 
—Nathaniel Scaggs—and despite his 
quiet method of living and his acknow]- 
edged honesty of character he remained, 
to Mr. Greeley’s mind, a vile and hard- 
ened sinner. Old Scaggs rarely attended 
any place of worship and on pleasant 
Sunday afternoons could always be seen 
sitting in his front garden boldly smok- 
ing his corncob pipe. These were the 
causes of Mr. Greeley’s condemnation, 
and he dubbed the old scholar ‘‘a child 
of the devil.”’ 

But Scaggs had taken a fancy to the 
bright faced Horace and invited the boy 
to his home. After the first visit and a 
glimpse of that wonderful storehouse of 
books Horace could not stay away. He 
knew his father hated old Scaggs and 
called him a ‘‘lost soul,’’ and he real- 
ized if his visits to their neighbor reach- 
ed his ears that his father would in- 
stantly prohibit his calls. 

At the same time old Scaggs’ kind- 
ness had won his heart. His wisdom 
had gained his admiration, and he felt 
the injustice of his father’s dislike to- 
ward his old friend. Besides the old 
man was teaching him Latin and open- 
ing daily to the boyish mind fields of 
thought and speculation and pointing 
out with care and patience philosophic 
truths so eagerly listened to by young 
Horace. 

Once in the middle of a sentence of 
Cicero, while the two were engaged in 
their daily reading the boy stopped short 
and exclaimed: ‘‘Mr. Scaggs, my father 
doesn’t like you. He says you are a 
child of the deyil.”’ 

The old man was silent fora moment 
and then burst out laughing. 

‘“‘Why does your father dislike me, 
Horace?’’ he asked. 

‘“*Well, you don’t go to meeting, you 
know, sir, and then you smoke your 
pipe on Sunday.”’ 

“*Yes, I do, my boy, but I did not 
know that was a great sin. I am sorry 
your father dislikes me, myson. Let us 
go on with Cicero.’’ And the reading 
continued. That night Horace Greeley 
made up his mind to speak to his father 
and make a plea for old Scaggs’ friend- 
ship. Accordingly, just before bedtime 
Horace accosted his father: 

‘Father, is not God forbearing?’’ he 
asked. 

“Yes, my son. Why do you ask?” 

**Does he not forgive much to those 
who are kind and intelligent?’’ 

‘‘Why do you ask?”’ still inquired the 
father. 

“Well, I think Mr. Scaggs is both 
kind and intellectual, and I somehow 
hoped the good Lord would overlook his 
smoking ard not going to meeting.”’ 
The old man at once grew stern, ques- 
tioned young Horace regarding his so- 
licitude for their neighbor, and eventu- 
ally the secret of the boy’s visits and 
studies was brought to light. Mr. Gree- 
ley forbade his son to go near old Scaggs 
again, denounced Latin books as im- 
pious reading and threatened the lad 
with the strap. 

Horace Greeley, after he got to be the 
editor of a big New York newspaper, 
used to tell the story with much feeling. 

“After being forbidden old Scaggs’ 
companionship,’’ he said, ‘‘I went and 
told the old man about it. He seemed 
grieved, but told me to obey my father. 
The next day I was with my teacher at 
the usual hour, and after promising 
him I would tell my father of my visit 
our lesson went on as usual. Then | 
went home and told my dad, and he wal- 
loped me! For a whole week I contin- 
ued my visits to my old preceptor, and 
each night I received a thrashing—mors 
severe each time! At the end of the 
week I had to eat my meals standing up. 
Then my father locked me up for a few 
days, and we left Erie for Vermont in 
less than a fortnight. Yes. I slipped 
out and bade old Scaggs goodby. 
The old man was tearful and gave me 
the worn volume of Cicero as a parting 
gift. Of course I got a licking for that 
visit also, but I had seen my old friend 
and had my beloved Latin reader but- 
toned tightly beneath my waistcoat, I 
honored my father always, ’’ Mr. Greeley 
concluded, ‘but I never forgave him 
those lashings. He was a blue Presby- 
terian and could not tolerate Sabbath 
breaking. He was a mighty good man, 
but when I think of those whippings”’ 
—and then Mr. Greeley used to squirm, 
much to the delight of his listeners, —

GROWING EVERY HOUR, 


Strike Situation In Rhode Island Be- 
comes Still More Alarming, 


Operatives In Many Mills 
Jain Strikers’ Forces. 


Strikers Claim They Can Hold Out as Long as 
Manufacturers Can. 


PROVIDENCE, May 2.—The situation in 
the textile manufacturing industry of 
Rhode Island is a very serious one, over 
7000 operatives now being out of employ- 
ment. 

In addition to the weavers and dye- 
house employes of the Manton mills, the 
weavers and spinners of the Enfield mills 
of Smithfield and the 200 weavers of the 
Weybosset mills, the operatives of the 
Taft & Weeden mill and 250 operatives at 
the Riverside mills struck yesterday after- 
noon, 

The primal cause of the general strike 
is the failure of the manufacturers to re- 
store the reduction of wages made over a 
yearago. The strikers claim that they 
are prepared to stay out as long as the 
manufacturers hold together. 

It is expected that the operatives in the 
Saxon, Saranac and the remaining em- 
ployesin the Riverside mills will come 
out and swell the ranks of the strikers by 
at least 1000. It is only with the greatest 
difficulty that the officials at the Saxon 
mills persuaded their employes to remain 
at work yesterday. 

The Atlantic mill strikers had a public 
display yesterday afternoon. All went to 
the mills in a body and waited for James 
Whipple, one of their number who went 
back to the dyehouse to work. When he 
came out they followed him and hooted at 
him for several blocks, No bodily injury 
Was attempted. 

The strikers held several parades anda 
mass meeting. 


On Beacon Hill. 

Boston, May 2.—A sensation in the 
legislature was an order for an investiga- 
tion of the affairs of the Brookline Gas 
company, with especial reference to 
moneys paid to attorneys for legislative 
purposes. It is only recently that under 
the instructions of the senate the gas com- 
missioners investigated the affairs of this 
company and made a satisfactory report. 
The order went over. ‘The senate by a 
unanimous vote rejected the anti-cigaret 
bill passed in the house. The house en- 
grossed the bill providing for a police com- 
mission for Holyoke, to be appointed by 
the governor. The house substituted a 
bill authorizing Boston to borrow $1,000,- 
000 outside the debt limit to complete the 
work on the strandway. Ought not to 
pass is reported on the bill for the estab- 
lishment of textile schools The bill 
granting Lowell $25,000 additional for her 
normal school building was passed to a 
third reading. The bill for a board of 
telephone commissioners was rejected. 


General Porter Remains President. 

Boston, May 2.—At yesterday after- 
noon’s session of the Sons of the Revolution 
it was recommended that the next con- 
gress of the national society be held in St. 
Paul. General Porter was re-elected presl- 
dent; General J. C. Breckinridge, Wash- 
ington; Colonel Thomas M. Anderson, 
Vancouver barracks, Washington; Edwin 
S. Barrett, Concord; John Whitehead, 
Morristown, N. J., were elected vice presi- 
dents; Franklin Murphy, Newark, N. J., 
secretary; C. W. Haskins, New York, 
treasurer; A. H. Clark, Washington, 
registrar; Henry Hall, New York, histo- 
rian; Charles Edward Cheneym, D.D., 
Chicago, chaplain general. 


The Collegiate Forensic Arena. 
Boston, May 2.—The first intercolle- 
giate debate between Catholic colleges in 
this country took place here last night be- 
tween representatives of Georgetown unl- 
versity of Washington and Boston college 
on the question: ‘Resolved, That the in- 
come tax law as passed by the last con- 
gress is equitable.” Georgetown took the 
negative and Boston college the affirma- 
tive, and the judges awarded the debate

LEFT TRACK OF RUIN, 


Kansas Cyclone Traveled Over Six- 
teen Miles of Ground. 


At Least Six Persons Were 
Killed Outright. 


House Picked Up by the Wind and Smashed 
into Kindling Wood. 


HALSTEAD, Kas., May &—A fearful 
cyclone yesterday afternoon devastated a 
strip of country several hundred yards 
wide and at least 16 miles in length, kiN- 
ing six persons outright and seriously in- 
juring several others, while many have re- 
ceived slight injuries. 

The cyclone struck the house of Mrs. 
Frie, a widow who lived about nine miles 
from Halstead, destroying it and injuring 
Mrs. Frie. 

It picked up the house of John Schultz- 
back and scattered it in every direction. 

The two-story house of Joseph Weir was 
entirely swept away, killing Mrs. Weir, 
Grace Weir, Herman Weir and a five- 
weekseold baby. Mr. Weir had pre 
viously left the house, and when the 
cyclone struck it was about 50 yards away, 
He was badly injured by flying debris and 
will die, 

The home of F. C. Caldwell was un- 
roofed, and one side torn away. The fam- 
ily escaped by taking to the cellar, 

The next house in the path of the storm 
was William Armstrong’s, which was 
completely 

Wiped From the Face of the Earth, 
Mr. Armstrong was killed, Mrs. Arm. 
strong fatally injured and Grandma 
Chapin was killed. 

The large two-story residence of B, F. 
Frizzell was picked up, as was also a large 
two-story building of P. J. Frizzell, and 
both together, with all the out- buildings, 
were completely swept away. The faml- 
les of both the Frizzells escaped serious 
injury. 

The next place visited was the home o 
William Whice, which was only partly 
destroyed, one wing of the house being 
torn away. 

The house of Cyrus Hinkston was en- 
tirely carried away. Mr Hinkston re- 
ceived painful injuries, 

Spencer Ross’ house was on the line of 
the tornado and was carried away, as 
were also the houses of A. S. Powell, J. 
A. Comas, Andrew Thompson and Menno 
Hege. Miss Daisy Neff was badly injured, 
as was Mrs. J. Comas. 

At the Hege district school the children 
had just been dismissed. Hege saw the 
storm approaching, and fearing its results 
hurried the s:holars 

To His Cyclone Cellar. 
His precaution prevented an awful catas- 
trophe, for just as the last child had been 
safely stowed away in the cellar the cy- 
clone struck the house over them and de- 
molished it. As it was not one of them 
was even slightly injured. 

Near the Frizzell home dead horses, cat- 
tle, hogs and chickens were scattered all 
over the fleld. Those who first saw the 
disaster coming say that it made very slow 
progress, traveling not faster than a man 
couldrun. Icseemed to waver, first in 
one direction and then in another. 

As far as heard from, covering a dis- 
tance of 18 miles across the country, from 
southwest to northwest, 20 residences, 
nearly all of them large ones, were com: 
pletely destroyed. The loss will fall not 
less than #20),000, beside the six deaths 
and the injured, three or four of whom 
will probably die. 

Physicians from Wichita went to the 
relief of the injured, and local assistance 
is given to the suffering families. Every- 
body in the track of the storm lost every- 
thing, and outside aid will have to be 
called for.

A FORECLOSURE SALE 


Ordered In the Case of the New York 
and New England Railroad, 


Company Defaulted by Fail- 
ure to Pay Mortgagees. 


Sale Will Occur Under Commissioner Lowery’s 
Supervision at Hartford. 


New York, May 2.—Jadge Wallace, in 
the United States circuit court of the 
southern district of New York, rendered 
a decision yesterday against the New 
York and New Ejfgland Railroad com- 
pany in the matter of the foreclosure of a 
$5,000,000 mortgage. 

The mortgage was executed on June 22, 
1882. The plaintiffsin the present case 
were William L Hart, Frederick J. Kings- 
bury and Eustace C. Fitz, who were trus- 
tees of said mortgage and deed of trust 

The decree recites that the mortgage 
made by the iefendant railroad company 
isa valid and subsisting mortgage, and 
constitutes a lien upon the mortgage in 
the premises and property described ia 
said mortgage. It is further decreed th t 
the lien of the said mortgage is prior to 
any other lien upon said property, except 
that it is subject to the prior lien ofa 
mortgage to the Boston Safe Deposit com- 
pany, under date of Jan. 1, 1876, known 
as the first mortgage bonds, for the aggre 
gate of $10,000,000. 

It is further decreed that at the time of 
the filing of said bill of complaint the 
trustees of the mortgage, Hart, Kings- 
bury and Fitz, were entitled to take pos- 
session of all the property covered by the 
mortgage and receive the income thereof, 
to be applied 'n accordance with the pro- 
visions of said mortgage. That prior to 
the filing of said bill of complaint the de- 
fendant railroad company had default | 
and was then in default by their failure to 
pay interest which became due on Feb. 1, 
1894. 

To Be Sold as an Entirety. 

Said railroad company failed to pay in- 
terest due Ang. 1, 1894 and on Feb. 1, 
1895. The com dlainants, as trustees, are 
entitled to the relief prayed for by them in 
their complaint and to foreclose said mort- 
gage and sell the mortgaged premises and 
property. It is decreed that the property, 
rights and franchises covered by the said 
mortgage to Hart and others as trustees 
should be sold as an entirety, 

It is further decreed that the principal 
of said $5,000,000 is due and payable. That 
$450,000 interest isnow due. Itis further 
ordered that within 20 days of the entry of 
this decree the said defendant railroad 
company pay to the complainants for the 
benefit of the parties entitled the principal 
of $5,000,000 with interest due; also a suffi- 
cient sum to pay the costs of complain- 
ants in the case, and that unless each of 
the said payments be made within 20 days 
the lien existing by virtue of said mort- 
gage shall be foreclosed and all the mort- 
gaged premises be sold without apprais- 
ment or right of redemption at public auc 
tion at the Federal building at Hartford. 
That at least 30 days’ notice of the sale 
shall be given by publication. 

The sale may be postponed at the desire 
of the trustees or by order of acourt. No 
bid shall be received at the sale, unless 
the bidders deposit #100,000 in some re- 
sponsible bank. If any accepted bidder 
fails to comply with the terms of the sale, 
his money shall be forfeited. 

Francis P. Lowrey is appointed com- 
missioner to make the sale. 

Thomas C, Platt and Marsden J. Perry 
have been receivers for the New York and 
New England company for nearly two 
years. 


Crathie Escapes Entire Responsibility. 

Loxpon, May 2.—The Elbe investiga- 
tion was ended at Lowestoft yesterday. 
The jury returned a verdict that, in their 
opinion, the collision was due to gross 
negligence on the part of the mate and 
lookout man of the Crathie. Owing to 
the absence of evidence from any of the 
crew of the Elbe, the jury were of the 
opinion that there was not sufficient proof 
that the Crathie was solely to blame for 
the disaster to justify a verdict to that 
effect. The captain of the Crathie was 
exonerated. 


For Spaniards or Cubans? 

CINCINNATI, May 2.—Two men repre- 
senting the powder mills at Goes station 
came to Cincinnati yesterday and entered 
into negotiations to take a train load of 
powder from Xeniato Norfolk. The pow- 
der was to be taken from Norfolk to Cuba 
by vessel. They refused to state whether 
the powder was for the insurgents or the 
Cuban government. They have not yet 
succeeded in making a rate. 


Killed For Cowardice. 

HAVANA, May 2.—Lieutenant Gallego, 
who surrendered 50 Spanish soldiers to the 
rebels and who was tried by court-martial 
and sentenced to be shot, was executed 
yesterday in the fortress of Cabanahoc. 
Marshal de Campos said that it was the 
first timein the history of his military 
life that he had known a Spanish officer 
to be executed asa coward.

TAMPA, Fla, May 3.—Passengers arriy- 
ing last night from Cuba say that insur 
gent forces, numbering 2500 infantry and 
200 cavalry met General Saloedo with 8500 
troops at Jaragueta.

New York, May 8—A movement has 
been set on foot to hold a vonvention of 
Irish-Americans in one of the large cities 
atanearly date. The promoters of the 
new movement have been driven, they 
declare, to adopt the alternative suggested 
by Mr. Gladstone, and will try to make 
the demands of Ireland asubjeot for inter- 
national question.

“I beve been at sea s great many 
years and bave had queer experiences, | 
but this one beats them all hollow,” | 
Geclared Captain Chester. ‘“‘I thought 
the vessel was doomed and never look- 
ed for such a happy termination of | 
our troubles When the schooner start- | 
ed to slide, there was no stopping her, | 


and she bounded off like a thing of life 
She looked just as if she were gliding 
down the ways of a shipyard on her 
launching day. I never saw anything | 
prettier. You can rest assured that no | 
happier mortals ever climbed aboard a 

ship than were we when we pulled over | 
to the Elwood. We hovered around the 
straits that night, and when we took on 
the remainder of our ice cargo we took 
care not to approach too near the ice- 
berg. We carried the chunks over in 
our small boasts, keeping the schooner |

AN ARTIFICIAL CHEEK. 


By Skin Grafting St. Louis Surgeons Are 
Performing a Rare Operation. 

On Tuesday, the 2d inst., there ar- 
rived in St. Louis a little girl, 6 years 
old, who had come unattended all the 
way from Oklahoma territory. She had 
@ tag attached to a cord around her neck, 
on which was inscribed the following: 
“Little Cora Marks, 6 years old, from 
the Brethren at Britton, Oklahoma ter- 
ritory.’’ The tag was directed to the St. 
Louis Protestant hospital, and on her 
arrival she was directed to that institu- 
tion. 

The little one is about to undergo a 
difficult operation. On the left side of 
her face is an opening about 2 inches in 
diameter, exposing to full view the back 
teeth, tongue and’a portion of the inte- 
rior of the left nostril A little piece of 
skin about a quarter of an inch wide ex- 
tends across the cavity, forming a bridge, 
as it were, over the opening. There are 
no signs of blood, nor are the edges raw. 
There is a very thin tissue covering the 
surface of the cavity, which prevents the 
flow of blood. 

“They won’t know me whenI get 
back,’’ she said joyously, ‘‘and I wish it 
was time to go homenow.’”’ Little Cora 
isan orphan and an inmate of an or- 
phans’ home in Oklahoma territory. 
The cause of her affliction is said to be 
due to overdoses of calomel given her 
when a baby. 

The first of a series of plastic opera- 
tions has just been performed. It is pro- 
posed by a process of skin grafting to 
make an entire new cheek for Cora, so 
that when the operations are completed 
the cavity will have been covered over 
with a new skin, and it probably will be 
difficult to detect any signs of her pres- 
ent disfigurement.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

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ATTITUDE OF RUSSIA 


Toward Victors In the Late War Re- 
mains a Matter of Speculation. 


Statements That Japan Will 
Not Yield to Demands 


Offset by Assertions That Some Concessions 
Whi Be Made 


Loxpom May 8—The Times’ corre- 
spondent at Paris says that the papers of 
that city are trying desperately hard to 
complicate the question of the attitude of 
the powers in regard to the Chinese-Japan- 
ese treaty of peace. The correspondent 
adds: 

“From an excellent source I am in- 
formed that the rumors of an ultimatum, 
collective notes, etc., are not founded on 
fact. Russia, in fact, is not so determined 
as is generally supposed to push matters 
to the practical issue of open hostility. 
The military resources of Siberia are not 
such as to justify such an enterprise. 

“Germany, while apparently firmly de- 
termined to afford moral support by diplo- 
matic pressure, has given no grounds for 
supposing that she will actively intervene. 
France, while faithfully keeping Russia 
company, has certainly not entered upon 
any agreement by which she will embark 
on adventurous complications. Finally, 
it is not true that Great Britain is inciting 
Japan to resist. Indeed, ic is quite the 
contrary. Great Britain urges Japan to 
meet the susceptibilities of Europe with 
all the concessions compatible with 
Japan's dignity and permanent interests. 
This advice will not be given in vain. 

“It is expected that Japan will give the 
European powers a mark of defense and 
moderation, and will renounce a definite 
occupation of the Liao-Tung peninsula, 
consenting to allow her occupation to 
cease with the fulfillment of the other 
clauses of the treaty. Ido not believe that 
Europe will demand more than this, and 
I do not believe that Japan will refuse to 
go asfaras this. This arrangement may 
be taken as probable, and it will shortly 
come about.” 

From Russia. 


THE CHITRAL CAMPAIGN 


Showed the Fighting Qualities in the British 
Command at That Place. 

Lonpoy, May 3.—The Times publishes 
lengthy dispatch from Chitral describing 
the siege of the fort at that place, in which 
the British agent at Gilgit, Sergeant Major 
Robertson, shut himself up, with his es 
cort of 300 British and native troops, when 
Sher Afzul captured Chitral. 

The garrison, it appears, had supplies 
which, on short rations, would have lasted 
until the middle of June, but they had 
little or no meat and were reduced to eat- 
ing horseflesh. The Sepoys, when re 
lieved, looked like corpses, and the officers 
were pale and worn, but they were confi- 
dent of being able to last it out, although 
they could have only done se with terrible 
privation. 

The discipline and steadiness, as well as 
the enthusiasm of the Sikhs, are described 
as magnificent. Upon one occasion those 
who were in the hospital rushed out to 
take part in the defense, 

After a detailed report of the measures 
taken for the defense and describing the 
attacks made upon the fort, the dispatch 
pictures the main action, which was 
fought on April 17. Captain Townshend, 
the chief military officer, noticed that the 
enemy had been playing tom-toms ina 
summer house, outside of the fort, which 
they had captured, and it struck the cap- 
tain that this might have been done to 
drown the noise of mining. 

After careful listening, a faint sound of 
a pick was heard about 10 feet from the 
southwest tower. Thereupon, Lieutenant 
Harley and a party consisting of 40 Sikhs 
and 60 Kashmir troops was tolled off for a 
sally. Taking with them 150 pounds of 
gunpowder with which to blow up the 
mine, the door of the garden gate on the 
east side of the fort was opened quietly 
and the sallying party rushed out with 
fixed bayonets. 

There were a few straggling shots and 
the summer house was taken. Thirty-five 
ofthe enemy were bayoneted as they came 
out of the mine. The powder bags were 
then laid and the mine was blown up. 
The sallying party afterward hurried 
back to the fort, having lost eight killed 
and 13 wounded. The enemy lost 60 men, 
nearly all of whom were killed.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning May 5. 
Comment by Rev. 8S. H. Doyle. 
Top1c.—The lessons of Gethsemane.—Mark 
xiv, 2-32. 

The garden of Gethsemane is one of 
the sacred spots in the history of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Whenever we enter 
its sacred inclosure, we instinctively 
feel that we must do so reverently and 
humbly because the ground whereon we 
stand is holy ground. 

Gethsemane is fruitful of important 
subjects and lessons that may be drawn 
from them, but the all important, over- 
shadowing subject that it suggests is 
that of the agony of Christ. Here it was 
that His soul was exoeeding sorrowful, 
even unto death; here it was that he 
‘‘sweat as it were great drops of blood, 
falling tothe ground;’’ here it was that 
He prayed unto God that the cup, if 
possible, might pass from Him. Who 
can contemplate such agony and suffer- 
ing without inquiring what was the 
cause of it? It was not death, for Christ 
had power over death. It was pot the 
fear of death, for He knew that death 
would only bring release from His pain 
and agony. It was not the thought of 
separation from His loved ones, for He 
knew that even after death He would 
still abide with them. What was it 
then? It was the fact thatin Gethsem- 
ane Christ began to bear the burden 
of man’s sin. Here it was that He who 
knew no sin was made sin for us all. 
Here our iniquity was laid upon Him. 
The cup which filled His soul with such 
unutterable dread was the cup of God's 
anger, filled to the brim with its strange 
red wine, the wine of His wrath. How 
this agony of Christ should teach us the 
enormity of sin and its consequences! If 
He could scarcely bare it, how can we 
stand up under its burden? Let us be 
warned, then, to accept His suffering as 
ours, that ‘‘by His stripes we may be 
healed.’”’ . 

The intensity of Christ’s suffering 
and agony is best seen perhaps in the 
fact that He prayed to God that, if pos- 
sible, it might pass from Him. Had the 
burden of sin not been almost intoler- 
able inits intensity the Son of God 
would never have uttered this agoniz- 
ing prayer. God answered His prayer, 
but not in the way asked. The cup was 
not removed, but ‘‘there appeared unto 
Him an angel from heaven strengthen- 
ing Him.’’ Another important lesson. 
We, too, may have our cups of sorrow, 
of pain and affliction and may pray to 
God that they pass from us, and al- 
though they may not pass away He will 
give us strength to drink them, which 
is equivalent to the same thing. 

The intensity of His agony must have 
been increased also by the faithlessness 
of the disciples. What pain in the ex- 
clunnation ‘‘What! Could ye not watch 
one hour?’’ Another lesson. When we 
are faithless, we grieve the Son of God. 
Will we pain Him, who bore the bur- 
den of sin for us?

Lives of Five Employes of a Powder Manu- 
facturing Concern Sacrificed. 

ACTON, Mass, May 4.—Three of the 
buildings belonging to the plant of the 
American Powder company were blewn 
up yesterday forenoon, and five of the em- 
ployes perished. The property destroyed 
consisted of two kernelling mills and one 
press mill. a 

The victims of the disaster were Nelson 
Morton, aged 55, who leaves a widow and 
four children; Fred Winslow, 35, who 
leaves a widow and one son; Albert Esty, 
60, whois survived by & widow and six 
young children; Charles Esty, 40, who 
leaves a mother, and Charles O Neill, Jr., 
80, single. The bodies of Morton and 
Winslow were found about 500 feet 
from the mill, Thee remains of the 
others cannot be found and they were 
probably blown to atoms. 

The property loss by the explosion is 
about $15,000. The buildings were small, 
cheap affairs, built with a view to the 
dangers of thefbusiness.

IRISHMEN iN AMERICA 


Express Their Determination to Take Up the 
Cause of Their Native Land. 


New York, May 4—The inauguration 
of anew movement for the holding of an 
Irish convention in one of the large cen- 
tral cities of the Union at an early date 
has been widely disoussed among Irish- 
men in this city. The decision arrived at 
is the result of the deliberations of prom- 
inent Irishmen of various schools of politi- 
cal thought who have come to the con- 
clusion that the time has arrived to adopt 
a new and bolder policy than that of pas- 
sive resistance in the interest of Irish na- 
tional independence. S 

John P. Sutton, secretary of the Na 
tional League of America, when asked in 
relation to the new movement, said: ‘‘We 
of the Irish race in America have known 
for some time past that the present condi- 
tion of the Irish movement has been 4 
source of disappointment and shame to 
our expatriated kin. 

“From one end of the Union to the 
other there is a unanimous feeling among 
men associated with the Irish cause that 
as a means to the achievement of Irish in- 
dependence, parliamentarism has been 
fully tried and found wanting. They 
found it was a hopeless cause, and be- 
lieved the time has comg, when, in the in- 
terest of Ireland, the dfarest associations 
of youth and the generous aspirations of 
early manhood should be thrown aside as 
dead garlands and withered hopes. Peace 
and honor had beckoned many of them 
from affiliation with Irish affairs in the 
hope that the constitutional movement 
would result in the granting of home 
rule. 

“An agitation at home and a physical 
development of a possible fighting force 
abroad will impress English statesmen 
more deeply than wordy warfare on the 
floor of the British house of commons. 
Complications may arise any day, involv- 
ing perhaps all the great European powers. 
In such an event, England will be more 
inclined to listen to the demands of a dis- 
affected Ireland and to an organized hos- 
tile Irish race. 

“It is not at all beyond the bounds otf 
probability that England would find it to 
her advantage to yield to the new develop- 
ment of Irish force, as she did of old to 
the force behind Henry Grattan.” 


PARTNER IS MISSING. 


Had Been Connected With Cotton Brokers’ 
House For Eighteen Years. 

NEw York, May 4—Shortly before the 
Cotton Exchange closed yesterday after- 
noon the president announced that the 
firm of A. N. Selter & Co,, cotton brokers, 
requested all parties having contracts 
with them to turn them into the firm's 
office, in the Cotton Exchange building, 
so that they could be examined and com- 


pared with the firm’s books. This an- 
nouncement caused considerable excite- 
ment, and vague rumors were soon in 


circulation. 

The firm was formerly known as Chap- 
man & Selter, and some 18 years ago 
John Boyle was employed by them as an 
office boy. Step by step the firm advanced 
him until flVe years ago, when the firm 
separated. A.M. Selter took Boylein as 
& partner, with power to sign checks, but 
not notes, nur was he allowgd to incur 
debts of any kind on the firm’s account. 

George A. Chapman, the former partner 
of Mr. Selter, met the reporters and suid: 
“Mr. Selter feels this matter very deeply, 
although it will not embarrass him finan- 
cially. The truth is that Boyle, his 
partner, drew a check on the Corn Ex- 
change bank for $25,000 and another on 
the Merchants’ National bank for $5000, 
as well as some smaller checks to the 
amount of $2000, and is now missing. He 
had the checks certified before noon 
Thursday, and as we learned later he 
purchased from Whann & Schlesinger 
$30,000 worth of United States fours, new 
series bonds, which were procured through 
Harvey Fisk Sons. Since then we have 
not heard anything of him.” 

Perhaps Half a Hundred Victims. 

Sioux City, May 4.—Dispatches from 
Sioux Centre, 45 miles north, tell of a ter- 
rible cyclone near there, in which many 
people were killed and injured and much 
property destroyed. The whole country 
in the path of the storm is devastated, 
Three schoolhouses and at least 20 houses 
and barns were swept away. It is re 
ported thatat least 50 people have been 
killed. A number of bodies have already 
been recovered, although the exact num- 
ber cannot be learned. Everyone in the 
vicinity is excited ana definite accounts 
cannot be obtained. The wires are all 
down, The railroad tracks are washed 
out and the wagon roads cannot safely be 
traveled, owing to the manner in which 
they were gullied by the rain.

“The life to come cannot be a bodiless 
existence. Nature knows no bodiless ex- 
istence; everything that lives clothes itself 
in some form or other, more or less fine 
matter composing these forms, but matter 
of some sort or other, there is clothing for 
everything living. Wemay be sure that 
the dead, living still, live not merely in 
some disembodied existence—they have 
bodies of their own, though our eyes may 
not ordinarily see them. That is clear in 
the story of the risen Jesus, 

“The body that shall be, will not be some 
wholly new body, else the continuity of 
life will be broken. It is an absolute 
necessity that in the life beyond personal 
identity shall continue. That means in 
some way or another there shall be a con- 
tinuance of that which is truly vital and 

essential in our present existence.

Queer Work of Lightning. 


People whose houses and stores are illu- 
minated by electricity bad their wits 
frightened out of them Saturday night dur- 
ing the storm, as the lights were all sud- 
denly extinguished. In some places the 
lightning followed the wires into houses 
where it exploded with a loud report and 
in an instant all was darkness. Some 
thought the world had come to an end. 

And then the rain came down in torrents 
and it seemed as though the flood yates of 
heaven had been opened and let the water 
out with a rush, for miniature rivers were 
almost instantly formed in the streets and 
sidewalks, that were but a few hours before 
dry and thick with dust. 

Fortunately the storm did not last a great 
while, and only one place, as far as known 
was struck in Quincy. 

During the heaviest of the storm Satur- 
day nigit, the house of Henry Chubbuck 
on Elm place was struck by lightning and 
quite a little damage done. Fortunately at 
the time Mr. and Mrs. Chubbuck were 
seated inthe kitchen. The bolt came down 
the lightning rod to where the two pieces 
of the rod join under a glass insulator, 
when it entered the house and followed a 
gilt picture moulding, burning off the gilt. 
It then struck a picture, burning off the 
gilt cord and sped downward, melting a 
looking glass. It then went through “the 

‘floor and followed the water pipe. 

When the bolt struck the floor it tore an 
oil matting under the stove and threw 
pieces of it all over the room, one small 
piece landing on the top of a door casing. 
The room was filled with smoke and the 
lights were extinguished, and the gilt 
moulding all over the room was discolored, 
and there were several holes in the wall! 
back of the stove. 

A few minutes before the house was 
struck Mr. Chubbuck stood almost over 
the spot where the bolt went through the 
floor and his escape was a narrow one. 

The pest house off Sea street was struck 
by lightning Saturday night, the bolt 
entering through the roof and going out 
the window.

Watch Competitions. 

Very few people know that there are, 
in connection with the Geneva watch 
trade, competitions involving very large 
sums of money, a goodly proportion of 
which finds its way into England. 

A certain number of watchmakers at 
Geneva nominate certain dealers in 
England who shall hold competition 
watches made by the former, and the 
names of such dealers are agreed to by 
the whole of the said makers. Prizes 
ranging from £300 downward are given 
to the makers whose particular watches 
shall keep the best time and remain in 
the finest condition during 12 months. 

The English dealers who hold the 
watches during the 12 months have to 
keep a daily record in regard to the loss 
or gain of time evidenced by their 
charges, and they are of course in abso- 
lute honor bound to keep a correct one 
and not to tamper with the watches be- 
yond winding them. No given maker's 
watch in the competition bears any 
name or distinctive mark other than pe- 
culiarities of construction by which the 
name of the maker can be identified by 
the holder. The watches are of the 
usual kind manufactured for trading 
purposes and not mere ‘‘exhibition’’ 
watches, and the holder of each prize 
winner receives one-half of the award. 
—London Standard.

A DEFENSIVE ALLIANCE 


Thought Likely to Be Established by 
Central American States. 


Salvador Proves Her Friend- 
ship For Nicaragua. 


British Squadron Obeys Omers to Evacuate 
the Port ef Corinto.

MANAGUA, via Galveston, May 6.—Nio- 
aragua has authorized Senor G@urisanto 
Medina, Salvadoran minister to London 
and Paris and acting Nicaraguan min- 
ister in London, to accept the modified 
ultimatuin of Great Britain. 

The action of San Salvador in guarantee- 
ing the payment of the indemnity, as, in 
fact, her course throughout the whole dis- 
pute, is very favorably commented upon, 
and it is believed that an entente will be 
established that Will lead to results benefi- 
cial to both countries, 

It would not be at all surprising if this 
trouble with Great Britain should result 
in the formation of an alliance between 
the several Central American states for 
defensive purposes, 

There is no denying the fact that the 
attitude of Great Britain in her treatment 
of Nicaragua and in her dealings with 
other small powers has caused an awaken- 
ing among the Central American republics 
to the danger to which they are exposed 
from Britishaggression. There isa strong 
belief here that Great Britain will neve 
submit any question that may arise be- 
tween herself and the Central American 
states to arbitration, but that she will her- 
self sit in judgment upon the question 
and then proceed by force of arms to en- 
force her own decree. 

England Compared With a Hawk, 


Not for years has there been such 
unanimity of opinion among the Spanish- 
Americanj republics, and the situation 
may be best summed up by comparing it 
to the flurry among a group of chickens 
when a hawk dashes down among them 
and despoils the flock. Great Britain has | 
successfully play@l the role of a hawk, 
and the flurry caused by her action shows 
no signs of subsidence. 

The governments of all the Central 
American states and those of several of the 
southwestern countries have telegraphed 
to President Zelaya suggesting the forma 
tion of acommercial union against the 
productions ef Great Britain, and also 
against the transportation of Central ane | 
South American products in British bot 
toms. Ifsuch a union could be definitely 
arranged and the terms could be put in 
force, quite a severe blow would be dealt 
to British trade, and eventually the British 
government would find that its treatinent | 
of Nicaragua had cost her a sum of inoney 
far in excess of the smart moucy that she 
demanded from Nicaragua, 

Orders to Depart. 


Orders were cabled from London to Rear 
Admiral Stephenson, commanding the 
British squadron at Corinto, directing h.m 
to evacuate the port yesterday. The war- 
slips presented a scene of orderly bustle 
yesterday morning. Bouts passed fre- 
quently between the shore and the vesseis, 
the midshipmen in charge wearing an air | 
of greater linportance than usual. Thy 
were evidently bearers of communications 
to Captain Trench, of the Royal Arthur, 
who, upon the seizure of Corinto, had been 
appointed by Admiral Stephenson as goy- 
ernor of the port. 

The force originally landed by the Brit- 
ish to hold the place were 40 blue-jackets 
and marines, but on Friday, when it be- | 
came known that the tension had becon.e 
relaxed, all of them, with the exception of 
58 marines and their officers, were with 
drawn, 


Goodby to Corinto, 

Shortly after the flag denoting that relig 
ious services were in progress on board | 
the warships was hauled down, the ma- | 
rines, Who had been drawn up in front of 
the custom house, were ordered to return | 
to their ships. A few minutes later the | 
British flag was hauled down from the | 
government building and soon the soil of | 
Nicaragua was rid of the British inyaders, | 
and the sailors were rowing to the war- | 
ships lying in the harbor. Hundreds of 
persons assembled along the shore to see | 
the embarkation of the marines, and a 
cheer went up as the noses of the boats | 
headed harborward. 

The warships were soon riding at short 
cables, but their departure was delayed by | 
the tide, which did not serve until the af. 
ternoon. It was expected that the flagship 
would depart with the other two vessels of | 
the fleet, but when the water was high | 
enough on the bar to permit of the passage | 
of the vessels, only the Wild Swan and | 
the Satellite got under way and stood out | 
tosea. The flagship, the Royal Arthur, 
paid out her cable again, 


Bombardment Avoided, 

Nicaragua has agreed to pay the $77,50 
demanded by Great Britain for the ex- 
pulsion of Pro-Consul Hatch, and for 
other alleged damages to British subjects 
arising from the recent troublesin the 
Mosquito reservation, but instead of pay- 
ing the money at the cannon’s mouth, as 
the British government demanded should | 
be done, she will pay it in London 15 days 
after the last vesselof the British fleet 
withdraws from Corinto. There are other 
questions of damages to British subjects to | 
be settled, but Nicaragua believes that if 
the questions are submitted to an im- 
partial commission the judgment wiil be 
rendered in her favor. 

Well-authenticated reports have reached 
here that Chief Clarence, the deposed ruler 
of the Mosquito reservation, who is now 
in Kingston, Jam., is the recipient of £6 
aday from the British government, and 
these reports do not tend to allay the pop- 
ular animosity against Great Britain, it 
being held that she would not take such 
an interest in Clarence if she did not have | 
ulterior designs regarding him. 


| 
Uulted States Might Interfere. | 


There is much doubt here as to what 
the exact attitude of the government at | 
Washington has been during the whole of 
the dispute. Many conflicting statements 
are made, some of which are to the effect 
that the United States, if they protest at 
allagainst the occupation of Nicaraguan | 
territory, did so ina perfunctory manner, | 
while on the other hand it is claimed | 
that it was through their efforts and ina 
measure under their direction that Senor 
Medina, the Salvadorean minister at Lon- 
don, took such a successful part in the ne- | 
getiations that ledtothe acceptance by 
the Earl of Kimberley, the British foreign | 
secretary, of the proposal that the “smart 
money” be paid in London, instead of to 
Admiral Stephenson at Corinto. 


REAL MURDERER SHIELDED. 


The Opinion In a Case Where en American Was ; 
Killed in Egypt. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 6.—Mr. Terrell, 
the United States minister, has lodged a 
protest with the porte against the decision 
of the court of cassation in quashing the 
sentence of death passed on Mustapha, 
who is alleged to have run amuck in the 
Pancaldi quarter, for the murder of Mr. 
Stripe, a naturalized American citizen, in 
January last.

The court’s decision has created & very un- 
favorable impression in diplomatic circles 
and in the European colony, as tending te 
strengthen the belief current ever since 
the affair took place that the real mur- 
derer has not been got hold of. The action 
of the court of cassation, moreover, is re- 
garded as an attempt to save Mustapha, 
who is believed to be mixed up in another 
stabbing affair, but had nothing to do 
with the murder of Mr. Stripe and 
the other victims. The impression 
continues to prevail that the real mur- 
derer belongs tothe better class, and, being 
protected, hus therefore escaped punigh- 
ment. 


Caus-d by Woman's Wickedness. 

NEw ORLEANS, May 6.—Dr. Samuel P. 
Schwing killed Dr. Emil Heriat yesterday. 
Both are prominent citizens of Plaque- 
mine. Heriat, who hasa wife and five 
children, became infatuated with Mrs. 
Schwing, and their love led to astreet duel 
several weeks ago, Heriat being wounded. 
Schwing brought his family here and 
went away ona short business trip. The 
woman and Heriat then went to another 
boarding house together. Schwing arrived 
yesterday and went to their apartments 
and opened fire, and Heriat returned the 
fire. There were eight shots fired, the 
only one taking effect killed Heriat in- 
stantly. The woman was sitting on the 
bed with ker child and miraculously es- 
caped injury. Schwing was arrested. 


Still Talking It Over. 

Parts, May 6.—The Temps has a tele- 
gram from St. Petersburg stating that 
Japan has replied to the friendly protest 
of Russia, Germany and France. Japan 
agrees to renounce possession of the Liao- 
Tung peninsula, but says she will retaln 
Port Arthur. ‘This compromise leaves 
intact all the dangers that the powers 
wished to ayoid. Fresh representations 
have been made to Japan and the negotia- 
tions are actively proceeding. Japan will 
probably yield Port Arthur, though de- 
manding to hold the place temporarily, 
Which the powers will concede,

Against Anti-Revolution Bill. 

BERLIN, May 6,— Sixty-one German 
cities, represented in a congress of com- 
munical bodies, yesterday adopted a reso- 
lution declaring that the anti-revolution 
bill now before the reichstag is aimed at 
the restricting of the freedom of public 
criticism, upon which depends the develop- 
ment of public life, especially communal 
self-government, and urging the reichstag 
to reject the Dill. 


Keeping Tabs on Pittsburg, 

CoLuMbus, O., May 6.—The joint con 
ference of miners and operators adjourned 
sine die, without fixing the price of min- 
ing. About 24,000 miners in the state sus- 
pended work May 1, pending settlement.

Adjourned at 8.50. 


WELL KNOWN CITIZEN DEAD. 


Mr. E. B. Pratt, Leather Merchant 


and ex-Representative Passes Away. 


Mr. Edwin B. Pratt, one of Quincy’s 
most distinguished citizens, died at his 
residence on Hancock street, on Monday, 
about 4 p.m, after a sickness of several 
weeks’ duration. 

His death, though it comes with sudden- 
ness at Jast, was apprehended as an event 
not far in the future by those who had met 
him recently. His health; which for 
some time had been failing, was more 
seriously affected than ever at the begin- 
ning of the winter. He was talking of a 
trip to Europe when the fatal period, 
which resulted in the end of his life, was 
reached, 

Edwin B. Pratt was born in Weymouth 
in April, 1832. 

In 1855 he founded the firm of E. B. 
Pratt & Co., leather dealers. Mr, Pratt 
has not however, taken an active part in 
management of its affairs for upwards of 
a dcezen years, that having devolved upon 
the junior partner, Mr. J. C. Morse. 

He was considered an extremely ableand 
conservative financier. In 1871, he, with 
several other moneyed men founded the 
National Bank of the Commonwealth of 
Boston. He was a director from the date 
of its organization until! 1892, when he 
retired. He was for several years vice 
president of the institution and upon the 
death of President Sherman, was offered 
the presidency, which owiug to his other 
large busiaess interests, he declined. 

His advice was often sougit by bankers 
and mercbantson financial qnestions in- 
volving large sums of money. He was ex- 
tremely conservative and far sighted in 
his judgment. 

He was a director for several years in 
the National Mt. Wollaston Bank of this 
city, and for several years its president, 

Mr. Pratt was aiso a director in the 
Quincy Mutual Fire [Insurance company. 

Although he never sought political 
honors he was twice elected to the General 
Court. 

Mr. Pratt was a man of a singularly 
retiring disposition. He never courted 
publicity, and bore the honors of the 
various high offices 
modestly asa child. Wealth never turned 
his head. His wishes and tastes were as 
simple when he became rich as they were 
when he started in business forty years 
ago, in a little store on Blackstone street. 

His charities were large, but his right 
hand never knew what his left hand gave, 

To the public he was taciturn, but in 
private life his wit sparkled and scintillated 
like rare old champague. He was a clever 
conversationalist, His large fund of 
stories gained by extensive travel over this 
continent and Europe made him one of the 
Most companionable of men. He told a 
story in which he figured as the victim 
with even more gusto than others. 

Mr. Pratt was a notable man,—for being 
a gentleman of the old school of merchants, 
whose word in financial and business 
circles was as good ashis bond, for ma ny 
manly qualities of character, for a peculiar 
genial and kindly disposition toward men 
and for a fascinating wit and humor, which 
added greatly to his other interesting 
qualities. He was much loved and prized 
among his associates, 

Those who knew Edwin B. Pratt will 
feel the loss of a sincere friend, a noble, 
upright and thoroughly manly companion, 
He was a loving father. He isa great loss 
in all these relations. He will be tenderly 
and regretfully remembered as long as these 
traits of character find appreciation. 

Mr. Pratt is survived by two daughters,— 
Miss Minnie J. and Miss Bessie L. 
and a son, Mr. Edwin B. Pratt, Jr.,

The Slow Old Process by Which the Fancy 
Edges Are Made,

During three hours on the morning 
of a bright October day, observations | 
were noted of the times of passing the 
stations of nine different flocks. pon 
comparing watches it was found that 
the average time was 2 minutes and 42 
seconds, thus showing the speed per 
hour to be 6624 miles, or one mile in 54 
seconds. As showing how uniform was 
their flight, a difference was found of 
only five seconds between the greatest 
and the least intervals of time. 

As numerous flocks of wild geese | 
were daily flying in the same neighbor- 
hood observations were also taken to test 
their hourly speed. Two points twenty- 
nine and one-third miles apart were se- 
lected, both of which were connected by 
telegraph. We succeeded in identifying 
four out of seven flocks which passed 
over both places during the four days 
we were on the watch.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


“Jd Fashioned Winter” Proved to Be 
Beneficial to Farmers, 


Spring Work Was Somewhat 
Delayed by Cold. 


Northern Grass Lands Seeded Last Year Need 
Warm Rains. 


Boston, May 7.—The New England 
weather service issues the following bul- 
letin for the week ending May 6: 

The weather in New England for the 
past winter was generally favorable for 
grass and grain roots and for fruits of all 
kinds, although it was continued cold with 
more snow than usual in southern sec- 
tions, and was generally called a hard, 
“old-fashioned winter.’ An abundance of 
rain fellin October, and there were few 
severe frosts until the first week in Novem- 
ber. The early snowstorm in November 
protected the ground and small fruits from 
the extreme cold following, and was on 
the whole beneficial, although many late 
crops were caught uagathered. 

Noyembes was dricr than usual oyet 
the greater part of New England; Decem- 
ber and January lacked moisture, except 
in the south, and February and March 
were extremely dry, so that many wella 
and streams were lowest ever known at the 
end of March, especially in the north. But, 
with the remarkable equable temperature, 
there were no winter thaws, and, most of 
the precipitation coming in the form of 
snow, it accumulated and kept a snow 
covering throughout the winter. 

The extreme cold spell of Feb 5-7 did 
some slight damage to fruit trees, and in 
places in Massachusetts considerable in- 
jury resulted to the berry canes that pro- 
jected above the snow. April was cold 
and backward and very wet. It gave pw 6 
ouly an abundance of rain in all districts, 
but one of the worst and most damaging 
floods on record in north central districts. 
At North Conway, N. H., the rainfall for 
the week ending April 14 was 9.90 inches, 
while over six inches fell from the mora- 
ing of the 13th to the morning of the 15th. 
The floods delayed work on intervales, but 
the rain was of great benefit to pastures 
and fields, and it started the frost and 
snowbanks rapidly in the northern dis 
tricts. At the end of April very little 
farm work had been done in the north, 
and it was backward in the south, with 
some seeding and planting done. 

Frosts Hurt Grass Lands. 

During the past week the weather has 
been generally fair in the northern states, 
with warm days, but cold, frosty nights 
In Maine, considerable plowing has been 
done, and a little seeding and planting, 
but this work will not be general for a 
week yet. The frosty nights have injured 
grass lands last year. A good, 
wari rain is needed. 

A Good Start, 

The freeze on May 2 killed many buds in 
southeastern New Hampshire, but most 
correspondents report little or no damage 
from it; most fruit buds were not far 
enough advanced to be injured. There is 
still some snow in the woods in the north, 
but farm work is progressing and a little 
planting has been done. In the southern 
counti® oats and peas are mostly in, and 
on dry fields a large acreage of potatoes 
has been planted. Trees are leaving out 
slowly. Grassis reported to be starting 
finely, and sheep and young stock can get 
nearly their living.

Dry Weather, 

The weather has been extremely favor 
able for farm work in Vermont, but most 
correspondents report a need of warm rain 
The roads are dusty, and all grass and win- 
ter grains need water, although they are 
starting well. Most sowing of oats, bar 
ley and wheat have been done on the ear. 
lier fields in southern counties, and pota 
toes are being putin. Thereis a fear ex- 
pressed that fruit buds are being hurried 
along too fast by the warm sunshine, and 
that later frosts will injure them. One cor. 
respondent states that “dry weather scares 
people, while wet weather starves them in 
Vermont.” 

Early Crops Above Ground, 

The soil isin good shape for work in 
Massachusetts and ajl farm work has been 
rapidly carried on. The groundis dry in 
places and more rain is needed. Grass ia 
looking unusually well, and there are ver 
few reports of winter killed places. Apri- 
cots are beginning to blossom; cherry and 
peach buds are opening, and occasionally 
a strawberry isin full bloom. Early peas 
and radishes, coming above 
ground, The only danimge reported from 
the frost of the 2nd was to asparagus, 
and that has since grown rapidly and cut- 
ting has begun on early fields. The cran- 
berry vines were badly winter-killed on 
bogs not covered with water. The web 
worm is at work.

Rapld Changes In Temperature, 

No damage is reported from the frost in 
Rhode Island, though the rapid changes 
in temperature are pot altogether favor- 
able. Farm work is progressing fayor- 


} ably, and vegetation is coming forward 
| rapidly. 


Abundant Fruit Crop Promised. 
spring is reported rather backward 
onnecticut, but the recent warm days 
advanced everything rapidly. Rain is 
badly needed, especially in Fairfleld 
county, where there is considerable com- 
plaint of slow growing vegetation, with 
grass coming along thin and grains start- 
ing unevenly. The weather has been fa- 
vorable for farm work, and that has been 
pushed ahead. Much seeding has been 
done, and although potato planting will go 
on for some time in most sections, yet on 
the earlier fields in southern counties 
many have been put in; there is an in- 
creased acreage indicated in this crop. Not 
much has been done on the corn ground, 
though planting will begin soon. Tobacco 
beds are duing well. Cherry and peach 
trees are in bloom or just breaking the 
buds, and an abundant crop of the latter is 
indicated. Onion seeding is nearly com- 
pleted in vicinity of Greenfield Hill, Fair 
fleld county. damage has been re- 
ported from the frosts.

LABOR AND POLITICS, 


Socialist-Labor Party Supported by 
Textile Workers’ Convention. 


Unofficial Endorsement of the 
Olneyville Strike. 


Officers Elected For Ensuing Year and Much 
Other Business Transacted. 


PROVIDENCE, May 8.—As was feared by 
many of the operatives, the Textile union 
convention decided to take formal action 
in support of the Socialist-Labor party. 

The resolutions which were adopted 
provided that as “‘workingmen must unite 
politically, im order to combat their op 
pressors, the capitalists, it is resolved that 
the National Union of Textile Workers of 
America do hereby encourage and call 
upon our fellow craftsmen to give the sup- 
port of their suffrages to the Socialist- 

bor party.’ 

adoption of the resolutions was only 
obtained after a long discussion, and they 
were finally carried by the combined 
Vote of the Olneyville Delegates, 

During the session a large number of 
constitutional amendments were taken 
up, the first being a proposition to increase 
the per capita tax. While this has been 
but 8 cents a quarter, it was proposed to 
make it 80 cents, but the great objection to 
such a material ingrease persuaded the 
delegates to compromise upon 10 centsa 
quarter, and this resolution was carried 
almost without opposition. 

It was then voted to pay all the salaries 
of the executive officers, as well as their 
expenses while at the convention, and the 
constitution was amended to provide that 
all such officers be regarded as members of 
the textile convention and be allowed to 
have a voice in the transaction of business, 
even if not elected as delegates to that 
body. 

The Olneyville Strike. 

The convention considered the Olney 
ville strike at length, and although it was 
decided that it was impossible, in accord- 
ance with the constitution of the organiza 
tion, to sanction the strike, it was decided 
to endorse it unofficially, and to promise 
the strikers to do everything possible to 
obtain material assistance fur them from 
the other locals of the union.

VETERANS TURNED OUT 


To Show Esteem In Which They Held 
the Fighting General, 


A Red Letter Day In the His- 
tory of Hadley. 


Little Town Prides itself Upon Being the 
Birthplace of Joe Hooker. 


HADLEY, Mass., May 8—The great 
Hooker reunion was held yesterday in the 
big canvas tent on the green, just across 
from the quaint eld gambrel-roofed farm- 
house where General Hooker was born. 
The day was ideal and the parade was 
brilliant and impressive. The day’s ex- 
erercises began at Northampton. 

The margh was to begin promptly as 
7:30, but it was fully an hour later before 
the line was formed. In front of the Nor- 
wood was the place of assembly, and 
Bridge street, on the other side, was 
crowded with spectators. The sight was 
a picturesque one, The generals and offi- 
cers, seated on the spacious piazza of the 
Norwood, watched with interest the pre- 
paration for the march. Commencing at 
the Bridge street crossing, the various com- 
panies and escorts extended to the resi- 
dence of General B. F. Cook. 

Several of the veterans took the op 
tunity of visiting General Cook, and an 
informal reception was held on his piazza. 
General Thomas H. Dunham was marsbal 
of the procession. The guests of honor fol- 
lowed the corps in carriages. 

At the depot, awaiting the arrival of the 
posts, were scenes of bustle. Two trains of 
10 cars were waiting for the civilians, which 
necessarily included the wives and children 
of veterans, and many frieads of the Grand 
Army men, as they arrived, looking to 
see if their families were properly seated. 

As the flood of humanity poured into 
Hadley, the hot, summerlike sun had al- 
most succeeded in dispersing the fog, aid 
but a slight haze dimmed the atmospheres. 
It proved welcome before long, tempering 
the heat, and the exercises at Hadley 

Opened Most Auspiciously, 

Never before has old Hadley presented 
such a gala appearance. The arrival of 
the first special train found the streets 
crowded with people, the public buildings 
and private residences profusely decorated 
with flags and bunting and the ever- 
looming up lemonade and refreshment 
men lining many of the sidewalks with’ 
their booths or tents. The centers of at- 
traction were, of course, the old Hooker 
homestead, in which General Hooker was:

FISH IN THE STREETS. 


Hartford Citizens Had Fun During the 
Recent Floods. 

In the phenomenal freshet that visited 
Hartford just recently, with a yellow 
flood roaring and curling about some of 
the principal streets of the town, many 
citizens enjoyed the rare and novel sport 
of taking fish in their kitchen gardens, 
in city lots and sometimes in the public 
highways. ‘The handsomest catch prob- 
ably was taken by W. E. Smith of 
Wethersfield avenue, who bagged a 
splendid seven pound river pike in his 
back yard near a line of currant bushes. 

Althongh the place isa mile and a 
half from the river ordinarily, still 
there was water enough there even for 
a craft of the pike’s draft, since it was 
two feet deep. 

Unquestionably it was the severest 
freshet since the extraordinary one of 
1858. Hundreds of dwellings were half 
filled with dirty water, and for more 
than a week it was impossible to reach 
them except by swimming or in boats. 
It was certainly decidedly novel to see a 
fleet of small boats plying through pop- 
ulous avenues, ferrying people hither 
and thither, as if with gondolas, to and 
from their homes. 

And in what a terribly filthy condi- 
tion the houses are left by the receding 
waters! With a cellar and every room 
of the first story of dwellings saturated 
with river mud the premises cannot be 
cleaned except with great toil and ex- 
pense, while the probability is that these 
drenched rooms will retain an unwhole- 
some dampness far into the latter part 
of the summer. Itis likely there will be 
many deaths directly on account of the 
after effects of the inundation.—New 
York Sun. 


CANNING HORSES. 


Purchasers In Oregon Said to Be Buying 
Them Cheap For Fall Use. 

Advices from eastern Oregon are to 
the effect that several thousand horses 
had been sold to Portland parties to be 
slaughtered gnd the meat to be canned 
and offered for sale, but who the parties 
are cannot be ascertained. Members of 
all butchering firms in Portland were 
asked about the matter, but all denied 
having any knowledge of the sale of the 
horses or the purpose of the parties to 
slaughter them for profit. 

It is not probable that the slaughter 
of horses will be undertaken on any ex- 
tended scale until fall, when they will 
be in good condition. Parties are buy- 
ing them at present because they may 
be obtained for a very small price. 

On the range now they are being sold 
at $1 and $2 per head in order to make 
room for cattle. 

Mr. Seaton, a large cattleman of 
Crook county, confirmed the story of the 
sale of horses to be killed and packed. 
Seaton himself sold 5,000 horses at $38 
ahead and understood when the deal 
was made what use was to be made of 
the horses. He refuses to divulge the 
names of the purchasers and will only 
say that one of them is an eastern man. 
The parties, he says, are looking for 
more horses and intend fattening them 
on the range until late in the year, when 
they will be slaughtered.—New York 
Telegram.

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TROUBLE IN ECUADOR 


Growing Out of the Sale of Cruiser 
Esmeralda to Japan. 


Accusations of Oorruption 
Are Freely Made. 


American War Vessel Receives Instructions to 
Protect Americans’ Interests. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—The fact leaked 
out at the navy department yesterday, 
after having been hidden from the publie 
for a week, that the U.S. S. Ranger had 
been ordered from Buena Ventura, Colom- 
bia, on May 2, to Esmeraldas, a in 
northern Ecuador, where she probably has 
been for the last four 8, the voyage be- 
ing only about 45 miles ip length. 

This order was issued at the request of 
the state department, where it was stated 
that the request was made because the 
department bad been convinced by repre- 
sentations made by Americans having 
interests in Ecuador that it would be wise 
todoso. No further statement as to the 
nature of the trouble that has arisen in 
Ecuador could be gathered at the state de- 
partment, but from other sources it is 
learned that a revolution is believed to be 
impending in that country, as the outcome 
of the bitter dissatisfacyon engendered by 
the use of the Ecuadorean flag to cover the 
transfer to Japan of the Chilian cruiser 
Esmeralda last winter. 

Some American merchants have large 
interests in silver mines and other proper- 
ties in Ecuador, and it was upon their 
representations that the state department 
acted, although it has no assuranee that a 
revolution has actually broken out. 

Beginning of the Trouble, 

On April 24 President Cordero of Ecua- 
dor resigned, the vice president taking his 
place. The cabinet was reorganized with 
Louis Salvador as minisjer of the interior; 
Dr. Nunez, minister of finance; General 
Sarasti, minister of war, and Dr. Espinoza, 
minister of justice. 

The first sign of the present trouble was 
the scandal attending the sale of the 
cruiser Esmeralda, which was bought by 
Ecuador from Chili and then turned over 
to Japan. Accusations of corruption in 
the management of this affair have been 
freely made. Three weeks ago, General 
Aloy Alfaro, the leader of the radical 
party, who has been living in exile in Nic- 
aragua, sent out a proclamation in which 
he said that the honor of the government 
was at stake, and that the only way to set 
the country right before the other nations 
would be to depose those who were re- 
sponsible. 

At last accounts, General Alfaro was on 
his way to Ecuador to head the discon- 
tented party, and the revolution may have 
been consummated before his arrival. 
From sources friendly @ the movement it 
is stated that his adherents number from 
5000 to 10,000, and that they recently cap- 
tured Ibarra, a town of about 2000 inhabi- 
tants, situated near Quito, and Esmeraldas, 
a maritime town, the capital of the de- 
partinent of the same name. 


Thirty Stitches to Close Wounds. 

Boston, May 8.—An assault, with an ax 
as a& weapon, occurred last night in 
Charlestown. About 8:30 0’clock Officer 
Goggin found Patrick Murphy lying upon 
the sidewalk on Chelsea street, bleeding 
profusely from several wounds on the 
head. Dr. Duff sewed up Murphy’s cuts, 
being obliged to take nearly 80 stitch: 3. 
Murphy stated that he had been struck 
with an ax wielded by Timothy Flynn, 
who lives at the same house with him. 
Flynn, he said, accused him of interfering 
in his domestic affairs, which he denied, 
and che word led to another, Flynn finally 
grasping an ax and striking him several 
times. Flynn was locked up. 


Games May Go On. 

CAMBRIDGE, May 8.—The question of 
intercollegiate football was brought up 
again yesterday in the first meeting of the 
Harvard faculty since the return of Presi- 
dent Eliot from his trip abroad. A motion 
prohibiting s*udents from taking part in 
intercollegiat> football contests failed to 
pass. This means that there will be no 
more discussion of the football question 
by the faculty this year, and that the ath- 
letic committee will be unhampered in its 
efforts to have football played under re- 
form rules, 


Badly Demoralized. 

HALIFAX, May 8.—The American fishing 
schooner Bertha B. Nickerson, bound to 
the Grand Banks from Boothbay, Me., 
met with a heavy storm, during which her 
foremasthead, jibboom, jib and foresail 
were carried away. The vessel was 
strained and is leaking badly. 


On Good Terms But—

NOW IS THE TIME. 


Graat Britain Should Not L Longer Delay investi- 
gation of Armenian Affairs, 

LONDON, May 8.—A meeting to protest 
against the Armenian outrages was held 
here last evening. The Duke of Argyll 
presided, and the hall was crowded to its 
utmost capacity. On one of the walls of 
the hall was a large placard on which was 
inscribed the text of article 61 of the treaty 
of Berlin, reading: 

“The sublime porte undertakes to carry 
out, without further delay, the improve- 
ments and reforms demanded by local re- 
quirements in the provinces inhabited by 
the Armenians and to guarantee their se- 
curity against the Circassians and Kurds. 
It will periodically make known the steps 
taken to this effect to the powers, who will 
a ntend their application.” 

his speech opening the meeting, the 
Duke of Argyll said it was a hopeless task 
to overcome the causes of corruption in 
Turkey. It was now the absolute duty of 
the British government to assume an ac- 
tive executive part on the Armenian ques- 
tion. It was its duty to open the windows 
and let in the light. 

A letter from Mr. Gladstone to the Duke 
of Argyll was read. In it Mr. Gladstone 
said: “I hope that the meeting you have 
bravely undertaken to preside over will 
produce an effect proportioned to the 
gravity of the causes which joccasioned it. 
It is with the most sincere @rief that now, 
when it appears that the extremes of 
shameful outrages in Armenia cannot any 
longer be treated as a matter of doubt, I 
contemplate the infatuation of the Turk- 
ish government, determined, it would 
seem, to do e very thing possible to pro- 
duce its own ruin.’ 

After remarking that it might be ex- 
pected that the seclusion of the Bulgarian 
horrors might have had the effeot of pre- 
venting a repetition, Mr. Gladstone de- 
clared that “Europe’s duty is to place 
no reliance upon mere words, but to adopt 
effective steps to prevent a recurrence. I 
am confident chat England will not shrink 
from her duty, and I trust she will have 
the firm co-operation of France and Rus- 
sia. If the other powers refrain, it is to 
be regretted on their own account.” 

The letter concludes with expressing the 
hope that moral pressure will suffice to in- 
duce the sultan and his advisers to ‘“‘sup- 
press these deeds of shame.” 


Opening of the A. P. A.’s Convention. 
MILWAUKEE, May 8.—The supreme coun- 
cil of the A. P. A. begun its sixth annual 
session this morning. Supreme President 
Traynor’s position is that political wisdom 
liesin the members affiliating with the 
party which will champion the best of its 
principles, and if neither of the old parties 
will do that, and a new party is organized 
outside of the order which will embrace 
those principles in its platform, he would 
counsel action with such a party, and that 
it is time for the order to take decisive ac- 
tion along these lines.

EX-GOVERNOR WESTON. 


Close of the Successful Life of an Honored 
New Hampshire Man. 

MANCHESTER, N. H., May 9.—Ex-Goy- 
ernor James A. Weston died here yester- 
day morning. 

Ex-Governor Weston had the distinction 
of being the first native-born citizen of 
Manohester to be elected governor of the 
gtate, or mayor of Manchester. He was 
born in Manchester, Aug. 27, 1827. In 
his youth Mr. Weston began the study of 
civil engineering. teaching school winters. 
At the age of 19 he had aoguired a singu- 
lar proficiency in his chosen profession. 

In politics, Mr. Weston was always a 
Democrat. He was the first Democrat 
ele¢ted mayor of Manchester, in 1862. He 
ran for mayor six times, being elected 
three times. On other oocasions of bis de- 
feat his opponents never had more than 50 
plurality. Mr. Weston was called upon to 
stand as the gubernatorial candidate of his 
party at the election in March, 1871. The 
election resultéd in no choice by the pao- 
ple. A Demooratic legislature was elect: 
and in joint convention the legislature 
elected Mr. Weston governor, the first 
Democratic governor since 1855. 

Governor Weston was renominated, but 
was defeated by Ezekiel A. Straw. Both 
men ran again in 1878, Mr. Straw being 
reelected. Forthe fourth time Mr. Wes- 

| ton was nominated for governor, and at 
the election in March, 1874, was far ahead 
of his opponent, but the scattering vote 
defeated a choice. The Democratic legis- 
lature chosen at that time again selected 
Mr. Weston for governor. In June, 1875, 
he retired from office, after wh 
did not again aspire for politica

PARK ASSESSMENTS. 


City Solicitor Blackmur Argues They 
Should be According to Benefits. 


City Solicitor Blackmur in his final argu- 
ment, Tuesday, before the Supreme Court 
Commissioners who are apportioning the 
cost and maintenance of the Metropolitan 
park system among the thirty-seven cities 
and towns,advocated the adoption of a prin- 
ciple of assessment based partially on valu- 
ation and partially on special benefits. 

He argued that this district was one large 
Metropolitan unit, that all the cities and 
towns should be assessed on the same 
principle that individuals are assessed in a 
school district, or as a town or city assesses 
the whole of its taxpayers for the building 
of a road or schoo! house or sewer which 
may only directly benefit one portion of 
the municipality. 

No one ever heard of an assessment for 
public improvements, on the basis of 
populatioa, assessments were always made 
on valuation. A man’s liability to pay for 
luxuries in the shape of parks certainly 
shouldn’t be measured by the size of his

The theory of assessments for public im- 
provements is that thecity or government 
pays damages for the taking of land, for a 
highway for instance, before it assesses, 
benefits or betterments. 

The Commissioners should certainly al- 
low Quincy for the 62 per cent. of the entire 
Blue Hill Reservation furnished by her, 
which bad been taken for the benefit of 
others, many of whom had contributed 
nothing—27 per cent. or 2530 acres of our 
taxable area on which we loose our taxes 
for all time. 

If our remaining land contiguous to the 
reservation had been benefited as Milton 
had, there might then be a direct assess- 
ment for benetits to offset it, but our ad- 
joining land was not benefited. The land 
taken was assessed for $75,000, yet there 
was a falling off in taxable valuation of the 
ward from which the land was taken of 
$100,000. The reason is obvious, no per- 
son can contend that granite quarries be- 
come more valuable by being bounded by a 
park, 

Mr. Blackmur then discussed the evi- 
dence in detail.

A VIOLATION OF LAW. 


South Carolina Must Not Prevent the 
Importation of Liquors. 


Practical Annulment of State 
Dispensary System. 


Court Decides That Individuals Have Same 
Rights as Commonwealth. 


CoLumstA, S. C., May 9.—Judges Simon- 
ton and Goff have decided that the provi- 
sion of the state dispensary law preventing 
importations of liquor for private use into 
this state is contrary to the interstate com- 
merce regulations and is null and void. 
An injunction has been issued restraining 
the seizure of such liquor. 

A great crowd gathered at the United 

States room to hear the decision. People 
were packed like sardines in its somewhat 
limited space and in the corridor leading 
to it. 
Judges Goff and Simonton of the United 
States circuit court were both on the 
bench. When the registration decision was 
read the spectators expressed their joy so 
noisily that they had to be called to order. 
The case brought by Pope and Caldwell to 
prevent the holding of the constitutional 
convention was thrown out of court, as 
well as the dispensary case. 

The decisions rendered upon the dis- 
pensary case were brought by J. P. K. 
Bryan of Charleston, and the registration

Washington. Judge Simonton read the 
decision in the dispensary case. After re- 
viewing it, he held that it was not a suit 
against the state and that the court sitting 
in equity had jurisdiction over it. He said: 
Judge Simonton’s Summing Up. 

‘Tt is not necessary to go into a minute 
and detailed examination of all the provi- 
sions of the dispensary law. It is sufficient 
for the purposes of this case to say that in 
so far as the dispensary law forbids a citi- 
zen to purchase in other states, and, in that 
case, to import into the state alcoholic 
liquors for his own use and consumption, 
the products of other states, it discrimi- 
nates against the products of other states. 

“Such discriminations cannot be made 
under the guise of the police power, and, 
further, in so faras this act permits the 
chief dispenser to purchase in other states 
alcoholic liquor and to import it into this 
state for the purpose of selling it, for use 
and consumption at retail within the 
state, and forbids all other persons from 
so purchasing and importing for their in- 
dividual use and consumption, it discrimi- 
nates against all other-citizens of the state. 
It also makes a discrimination against all 
persons in the trade in other states who 
are not patronized by the state dispenser, 
forbidding them to seek customers within 
the state, and to enjoy accriminal features 
secured to others in this state.” 

A comprehensive order in conformity 
with the above decision was signed by 
Judge Simonton. 

Contempt Cases Dismissed. 

The contempt cases against State Liquor 
Commissioner Mixson and Constables 
Davis and Lafar were dismissed, it being 
considered that they had purged them- 
selves of contempt. 

The opponents of the dispensary system 
are highly elated, and the wires were kept 
hot ordering liquor from Augusta and 
other points outside of the state. 

The state authorities, while defeated, 
propose to continue the fight. Governor 
Evans says seizures will be made to test 
the injunction, but it had not been fully 
determined what course would be pursued. 
The Southern express officials called upon 
Governor Evans to find out whether they 
would be liable under the state law for 
bringing in articles that they would be 
compelled to do under the decision. 

The plan of the administration is to 
have a constable seize liquor, and, 
when arrested for contempt of court 
in having disobeyed Judge Goff’s order, 
take the case to the federal court on 
habeas corpus proceedings, 

As Judge Goff has not enjoined the 
holding of a constitutional convention, it 
will be held, probably without any resist- 
ance, the whites being confident that they 
can hold it. 


Tahsin Pasha to Blame. 

LONDON, May 9.— A dispatch to The 
Times from Erzingen says that a massa- 
cre of Christians at that place was pre- 
vented by the arrest of the chief conspira- 
torsin the plot. The dispatch adds that 
the evidence taken at Moosh by the Turk- 
ish commission of inquiry tends to fix the 
responsibility for the recent massacres on 
Tahsin Pasha, late governor of Bitlis, who 
stated in official dispatches that the Ar- 
menians had raised the standard of re- 
bellion, thus leading to the dispatch of 
Turkish troops to quell the alleged reyolt 
and to the subsequent massacre. 


Planning Retrenchment. 

St. Jonn’s, N. F., May 9.—The Daily 
News (independent) says it is an open 
secret that confederation with Canada has 
been practically abandoned. The govern- 
ment party has decided to repudiate the 
course of the delegates to Ottawa and will 
attempt to carry the colony by means of 
retrenchment. 


Miners are Quiet. 

BLUEFIELD, W. Va., May 9.—About 2000 
miners met near Maybury last evening. 
The assemblage was orderly, and the 
whole fleld is now a unit to accomplish 
success.

NEEDS OF CHRISTIANS 


And How They May Best Be Attained 
Discussed at Springfield, 


Spiritual Work the Real Basis 
of the Y. M.C. A. 


Educational and Physical Accomplishments 
Must Not Be Lost Sight Of. 


SPRINGFIELD, May 10.—The second day’s 
session of the international convention 
authorized Mr. Larson of Sweden to carry 
back to the Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation convention, to be held there June 6, 
greeting of this body. 

The first topic of discussion was ‘“‘Points 
of Encouragement and Points of Danger 
in the Development of State and Provin- 
cial Work.” 

Dr. L. C. Warner of New York said 
there was danger of putting too much de- 
pendence upon paid agents, and of being 
too much absorbed in secular matters. 

Russell Sturgis of Boston said we began 
wrong in the state to found the organiza- 
tion. We secured the co-operation of men 
and women, but the mainstay and the ob- 
ject should have been to get young men. 

T. J. Gillespie said that the association 
should do something for the development 
of Christian workers and to develop a 
spirit of Christian liberality. 

E. A. Sinclair read a papor giving a 
history of the growth of the order. Presi- 
dent Gates of Amherst college spoke upon 
“Opportunity, Obligation, Possibi lity. 

The Afternoon Session. 

Yesterday afternoon's session was di- 
vided into three sections—the spirituaj 
work, the educational work and the physi- 
cal work. Papers were read at all of these 
sessions, after which there was a general 
discussion of the subjects. 

The meeting in the interests of the 
spiritual work was held in the State Street 
Baptist church. F.S. Goodman of New 
York presided and spoke briefly on ‘‘The 
Real Supremacy of the Spiritual Work 
The spiritual work, he said, was the basis 
of the Y. M. C. A. and was the real reason 
for its existence. It furnishes the only 
adequate motive for the association, and 
it also serves as an inspiration for carry- 
ing the work on. 

The next speaker was J. F. Robinson of 
Pittsburg, and he confined himself to the 
subject, “How can this supremacy get 
its best expressions in all depart nents of 
the work?” He said that the spiritual 
should dominate in association work. 
The supremacy of the spiritual should 


have great weight in the selection of the 
physical direction and the teacher the 


educational work. 


The educational session was perhaps of | 


the greatest interest to the large share of 
the delegates. The first speaker was 5. H 
Berry of Brooklyn, who confined himself 
to the library and reading rooms of associ 
ations. He made very valuable 
tions as to the class and 
which should compose the li 
also spoke of the way these rooms should 
be conducted.

China Was Willing to Allow America 
to Arrange Peace Terms, 


Official Announcement of Rat- 
ification of Treaty. 


Victors Took Care to “Feather Their Nest” 
For Future Possibilities. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—The state de- 
partment has just published an appendix 
to the volume of foreign relations of 1894, 
comprising a history of the Chinese- 
Japanese war; the correspondence relative 
to the enforcement of regulations respect- 
ing fur seals; affairs at Blueflelds and the 
Mosquito territory; the old Mora claim; 
reciprocity correspondence with Colombia, 
Hayti and Venezuela, and correspondence 
concerning affairs in Samoa. 

With the exception of the first named, 
all of these subjects have been fully 
treated in documents supplied to con- 
gress in answer to resolutions during the 
last session.

IS ARGON THE LINK? 


THE NEW GAS SEEMS TO EXPLAIN 
THE MYSTERIES OF SCIENCE. 


it Causes the Wonderful “Aurora” aod 
Bears a Curious Relation to Electricity, 
Heat aod Light—May Be the Primal 
Cause of Life. 


The aurora borealis has now been 
explained as the work of argon, the 
element in the atmosphere revealed to 
the scientific world only a few months 
ago, and savants are asking in amaze- 
ment what further chemical discoveries 
are impending. Mysteries which for 
ages have puzzled men of science may, 
it is pointed out, find their solution in 
argon, @ basic element hitherto unsus- 
pected, which. is destroying all the old 
laws and setting up new anes. 

Who is to say where the frenzy of ex- 
periment which has now seized the sci- 
entific world over this new substance 
may not end? 

Who can tell what revolutions are im- 
pending asthe new gas is condensed 
and tested and as one-scientist after an- 
other contributes the results of his work 
to the general knowledge? 

But a few months ago and argon was 
unknown, and now the aurora, nature’s 
noblest phenomenon and a never ending 
puzzle to scientists, is explained by its 
action. A few months or even weeks 
hence no one can tell what other mys- 
teries may not also be solved, and from 
day to day the field is broadening in the 
pathway of discovery along which the 
thoughts of the scientific world are now 
directed. A gas present in stupendous 
quantity has been found which reveals 


| strange qualities and bears a relation- 


ship to light and heat that is yet mys- 
terious. Without it human life would 
be impossible, and under its influence 
electricity is curiously affected. 

Tested under the spectroscope, argon 
is found to have light giving qualities. 
It is also mysterivusly affected by heat 
and cold. At these phenomena the men 
of science are astounded. Here, it is ad- 
mitted, may be a discovery greater than 
that. of electricity, more revolutionary 
in its effects than that of steam itself. 

The primal and hitherto uondreamed 
of cause of many of the forces of nature 
may at last have been unearthed. There 
is hypnotism, for instance, a strange, 
mysterious force, well recognized, but 
unexplained by known laws. Argon, it 
is suggested, may lie at the bottom of 
this scientific mystery. By breathing it 
into the lungs in greater or less quanti- 
ty the human system may become 
charged with this new gas, which, hav- 
ing mesmeric influence of its own, may 
affect the wills of other individuals. 

In medicine this new gas, which, con- 
densed, looks like cheese, may play a 
most important: part; yielding to the 
physician drugs and fluids of the great- 
est potency. It may cure diseases, re- 
fresh exhausted natures and be the veri- 
table elixir of life which shall banish 
death. Affecting the brain, it may ex- 
cel opium or alcohol in exhilaration, 
and emotions like fear or love may be 
under its control. dn explosive force ar- 
gon may excel dynamite. Being lighter 
than air, argon may lift balloons to il- 
limitable heights and cause men to fly. 
The cause of the aurora, it may dispel 
the night. It may be the essential prin- 
ciple of electricity, the potential force 
of energy or that missing link of sci- 
ence, the primal cause of life. 

These are few of the outcomes of ar- 
gon which are now visible to the scien- 
tific mind as results attainable in the 
near future. No one can tell what dis- 
coyeries are at hand while the news of 
argon’s solution of the aurora is stili 
fresh from the laboratory. 

It was the eminent French scientist, 
Professor Berthelot, who sought to as- 
certain whether argon might not ex- 
plain the aurora and whose work has 
now been crowned with victory. He 
Says! 
‘During experiments in passing eleo- 
tric currents through argon mixed with 
benzine I obtained splendid displays of 
colors similar in every respect to those 
of the aurora borealis. Testing these 
with the spectroscope, the identification 
seemed fully confirmed. It will be neces- 
sary to investigate further with larger 
quantities of the new gas, but the re- 
sults already obtained certainly suggest 
that the aurora borealis is caused by the 
action of electric currents upon the ar- 
gon and other elements in the etmos- 
phere. ’’—New York World.

DUPONT FOR SENATOR. 


He Is Named as the (loice of Repub- 
licans of Delaware. 


Addicks and Higgins Are Both 
Out In the Cold. 


The Contest, However, Is by No Means Defi- 
nitely Settled as Yet. 


WILMINGTON, Del., May 10.—The gen- 
eral assembly of Delaware adjourned at 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, after being in 
session since Jan. 1. The session ended 
amid great disorder, and by expiration of 
the time set for ad,.urning. The house 
did not adjourn separately, and the jour- 
nals of both bodies are left in confusion. 

A successor to ex-lgnited States Senator 
Higgins was not chosen, although the 
Republicans claim that their leading can- 
didate, Henry Dwpont, was legally elected. 
The matter will probably be taken to the 
United States senate for a decision. 


J. E. ADDICKS, 


. The 211th ballot since the deadlock be- 
gan four months ago, and the last of the 
session, was taken a few minutes before 
3 o'clock. It resulted: Henry A. Dupont 
(Rep.), 15; J. Edward Addicks (Rep.), 4; 
Edward Ridgely (Dem.), 9; F. W. Tunnel! 
(Dem.), 1. 

During the day the Democrats filibus- 
tered with the object of preventing the 
balloting, and when the death-knell of 
the executive session of 1895 was sounded, 
the clerk was in the midst of a roll-call on 
a dilatory motion made by a Democrat. 

As soon as Governor Watson (Dem.), 
who, by reason of the fact that he was 
speaker of the senate previous to his ele- 
vation to the gubernatorial chair upon the 
death of Governor Marvil, presided over 
the joint session, announced the sine die 
adjournment, Speaker of the House Me- 
Mullin (Rep.) arose and formally declared 
Henry A. Dupont elected United States 
senator. This action had previously been 

Agreed Upon by Republican Leaders, 

The Delaware legislature is composed fo 
21 Republican representatives and 9 sen- 
ators, 16 being a majority on joint ballot. 
The Republicans claim that when Senator 
Watson, by virtue of his position as 
speaker of the senate, succeeded to the 
governorship on the death of Governor 
Marvil a month ago, the number of sena- 
tors was reduced to 18, and therefore there 
were only 28 on joint ballot, and that 15 
yotes constitute a majority. 

On the other hand, the Democrats and 
Governor Watson distinctly declare that 
the ‘speaker of the senate’ shall become 
governor. Therefore, if Mr. Watson with 
draws from the senate, he ceases to be 
“speaker of the senate,” and consequently 

Loses the Governorship, 

The senatorial question is likely to oc- 
cupy alarge amount of public attention 
for months to come. Whether the goy- 
ernor has a right to appoint is a disputed 
question. If he has, the appointment will 
be only until the next legislature, which 
meets in’ January, 189, 
sooner by the governor. 

Addicks has made good his threat, ut 
tered at the very beginning of the contest, 
to prevent the election of a Republican 
senator from Delaware if he could not se- 
cure the prize for himself. He has been 
aided in this by Senator Hanby, who from 
the first has conducted the Addicks can- 
vass, and Representatives Ball, Moore and 
Robbins. 

The deadlock practically began on the 
night of the caucus, Jan 14. Previous to 
the caucus, both the Higgins and Addicks 
factions had been making claims of an 
election on the ballot, but when the time 
for a caucus arrived the Addicks forces 
had retired. Higgins got three votes, 
Massey one, and there were two blanks, 

On Jan. 16 the first ballot fora United 
States senator was taken in joint session. 
Higgins received 10 of the 19 Republican 
votes; Addicks, 6,and Massey, 3. From 
that time until the close yesterday the 
legislature has been in session six days a 
week, it having been decided that at least 
one ballot must be taken each day until 
the deadlock was broken. - 

The feeling between the Higgins and 
Addicks factions increased as the ballot 
ing proceeded, the friends of the latter re- 
peatedly declaring they would not desert 
their candidate, even if it caused a vacancy 
in the United States senate. The Higgins 
followers also stuck firmly to their favyor- 
ite until within a few weeks past, when 
they began to show a disposition to agree 
upon some person acceptable to both fac- 


tions, but their overtures in this direction

Spurned by Addicks’ Friends, 


Not until Tuesday did the Addicks force 
desert him, but four men returned to him 
yesterday. He has never polled less than 
four votes during the contest. During the 
past two wecks Addicks has been polling 
six votes, Representative Money deserting 
Higgins for the former. Almost from the 
time the balloting began, there were ru- 
mors of a break from the ranks of one or 
the other of the two candidates. 

This is the third time there has been a 
vacancy in the United States senate from 
Delaware. 

Colonel Henry A. Dupont, who will 
make the contest for the senatorship, is a 
member of the famous Dupont family who! 
have been manufacturers of powder and 
other explosives in Wilmington for over a 
century.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning May 12. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyie. 

Toric.—How can we Endeavorers help our 
church?—I Cor. xii, 1-27. (Meeting to be led by 
the pastor.) 

In this chapter Paul, by analogy, rep- 
resents the relation that exists between 
Christ and the church as similar to that 
which exists between the head and the 
body, Christ being the head and the 
church the body, and going still further 
he represents the relation of the individ- 
ual members of the church to it by 
that which the members of -the body 
sustain to it. Endeavorers, therefore, 
as members of the church are members, 
organs, of the body of Christ, and in 
studying the relation of the members of 
the body to it we may see the relation 
of the members of the church to the 
church and consequently how they may 
help it. 

1. All the members of the body have 
something to do. Not one organ of the 
body has been created without an ob- 
ject. God intended it to do something, 
and if it does not doit it loses the power 
of doing it. The bljnd fishes in Mam- 
moth cave once had the power of sight, 
but by living in continual darkness 
they neglected to use it and consequent- 
ly lost it. To fulfill his relation to the 
church, to help the church, the Chris- 
tian, the Endeavorer, mast have some- 
thing to do. Inactivity, do-lessness, can 
never help the church. Christ warts the 
members of His body to be active in His 
service. We are to present our bodies a 
living sacrifice, not a dead one. We are 
to be living stones as a part of Christ’s 
temple. There is no place in the body 
of Christ for slothful, idle and indolent 
members. The branch that does not 
bear fruit is removed and cast into the 
fire. The one who does not use the tal- 
ent given to him loses it. Forfeiture is 
the penalty of neglect in all cases. 

2. Each member of the body has a 
definite, specific work to perform, and 
the success and harmony of the whole 
structure lies in its faithfully perform- 
ing it. All have work, but not all the 
same work. The eye is for seeing, the 
ear for hearing, the feet for walking. It 
is the same in the body of Christ. To 
each one God has given some talent— 
ability to dosome special work for Him. 
All are not apostles, all are not prophets, 
all are not teachers, but it takes the 
work of all to make a full rounded, sym- 
metrical, successful church. If you 
would help your church, find out what 
is the talent God has given you and use 
it. Becontent to fill alittle space if nec- 
essary that the Lord may be glorified and 
His church may prosper. 

8. All of the members of the human 
body work in harmony and unity. The 
eye is not jealous of the ear or the ear 
of the tongue. Endeavorers, do the work 
that God has given you the power to do 
in peace, harmony aud fellowship with 
one another, and you cannot but help 
your church.

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PRONOUNCED EVIDENCE 


Of a General and Substantial Improve- 
ment In the Business World. 


The Crop Prospects Have 
Greatly Improved. 


Shipments of Leather Grow Larger Despite 
Frequent Advances In Price. 


New York, May 11.—Bradstreet’s says: 
The present weck brings distinct, and in 
some instances even more pronounced, 
evidences of improvement in business, not- 
withstanding the increase of the wave of 
industrial discontent and strikes for 
higher wages, always the accompaniment 
of an upward tendency in prices. 

The movements of prices of staples are 
found to be based on broadened demand 
and a more buoyant feeling. Sole leather 
is up another 2 cents, and prices of shoes 
are following. Galvanized iron and wire 
nails are higher, as is bessemer pig, about 
10 cents; sugar, % cent; print cloths 1-16 
cent, and wheat flour 15 cents. 

In addition, prices have remained firm 
for lumber, tin and cotton; and while no 
actual advances are announced for steel 
billets, live cattle and rice this week, the 
tendency in each instance is upward. 

The heavy drop in wheat prices early in 
the week prevents wheat quotations from 
showing a net advance, notwithstanding 
the sharp upward turn in the past few 
days. 

Large receipts of hogs have put prices 
down 5 cents, and lard and pork have fol- 
lowed. Oats are also lower than a week 
ago. 

Railroad gross earnings for April show 
decided improvement over preceding 
months. 

Dun’s Review. 

R. G. Dun & Co., in their weekly review 
of trade, say: 

The event of the week is the demoraliza- 
tion of foreign exchange, caused by enor- 
mous sales of bonds. 

Besidesa sale of $10,000,000 Manhattan 
and other railroad bonds through the syn- 
dicate, large purchases on foreign account 
have been recorded for some weeks, so 
that the aggregate probably exceeds $50,- 
000,000 since the sale of governments. 
Safety for the summer means much for all 
business, and the syndicate deems it so 
fully assured that it distributed 40 per 
cent of the money advanced by the associ- 
ates, which relieves a large amount to 
stimulate operations in securities and 
products. 

Crop prospects also have greatly im- 
proved, and this is of still higher import- 


character and volume of all business after 
summer uncertainties are over. In addi- 
tion, business is reviving, though the gain 
in great industries is retarded by many 
strikes. 

The failures this week have been 227 in 
the United States, against 206 last year. 

The Industrial World, 

The industries were distinctly gaining 
when strikes began, which have spread 
quite widely. Garment workers in several 
cities and Pocahontas coke workers are 
still out, with several thousand woolen 
workers near Providence. Other woolen 
mills, and the furnaces in the Shenandoah 
and Mahoning valleys, which were making 
25,000 tons a week, have stopped, and the 
Illinois steel works, the largest western 
concern, so that works are directly affected 
which produced 23 per cent of the entire 
output Aprill. The Amalgamated asso- 
ciation also proposes @ struggle over the 
Lew wage scale. 

Leather, Wool and Cotton, 

Hides are in demand at 8% cents for 
western buff, and consequently leather 
still advances—oil and plow grain ¥¢ cent 
and hemlock sole 1 cent. In consequence, 
many makers of shoes are refusing to take 
orders, being unable to get the prices 
which will cover past advances and others 
liable tocome. But shipments from Bos- 
ton continue larger than in any previous 
year. 

Sales of wool for the week are less than 
in 1892, but larger than in the past two 
years, though prices do not rise. 

Rather more demand appears for men’s 
woolens, but cancellations are also more 
numerous, and imports of woolen goods, 
with withdrawals from warehouses, were 
about $19,000,000 in the first quarter of the 
year, against about $5,000,000 last year. 

Cotton goods continue strong, mills be- 
ing well employed, and they hold heavier 
stocks than ever of raw cotton bought at 
low prices. 

Over the Border, 

Bradstreet’s says: General trade reports 
from the Canadian Dominion are excep- 
tionally favorable, Toronto reports that 
advances in cotton, sugar, leather and 
wheat have increased demand, helped col- 
lections and created a buoyant feeling. 

The opening of navigation at Montreal 
and advances in sugar and whisky, due to 
tariff changes, are additional factors. 
Quebec city shoe manufacturers are doing 
a@ good business. Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick report a fair volume of trade 
and Newfoundland a successful seal fish- 
ery. Bank clearings at Winnipeg, Hamil- 
ton, Toronto, Montreal and Halifax equal 
$21,442,000 this week, a gain of about 16 
per cent over last week. 

The total of 27 business failures in Can- 
ada this week is contrasted with 36 last 
week.

MORTON'S SIGNATURE 


Affixed to a Measure Which Legislates Gotham 
Magistrates Out of Office. 

ALBANY, May 11.—Governor Morton has 

signed the New York city police magis- 


strates bill, which legislates the New 


York city police justices out of office. 

The bill, which wipes out the present 
board of police justices, provides for the 
appointment by Mayor Strong, by June 
20, of 14 magistrates, tive of whom shall be 
justices of the court of special sessions, at 
$9000 a year each, and the other nine city 
magistrates at salaries of $7000 a year each, 
They are to enter upon their duties on 
July 1. The terms are for four, seven and 
10 years; and appointees thereafter are to 
receive 10-year terms. A supplemental 
bill is now in the legislature, which pro- 
vides that no term shall be less than eight 
years, and some are to be extended until 
1908. 

Mayor Strong can reg#ppoint any present 
police justice to the office of magistrate or 
justice of and the Republican 
justices, Meade, Taintor and Donel, are all 
candidates. Except police justices reap- 
pointed, the appointees must be lawyers of 
10 years’ standing at thegbar to qualify as 
justice of sessions, and five years’ standing 
to become city magistrates.

WEAVING OF SAMPLES 


All That Will Be Done at Olneyville 
Mills For the Present. 


Operatives Have One More 
Chance to Return. 


They Are Given Until Next Friday to Make Up 
Their Minds. 


PROVIDENCE, May 13.—All the Olney- 
ville mills are now closed, but it is the in- 
tention of the manufacturers to continue 
to weave samples until the work is com- 
pleted. The work on the samples will be 
commenced at once, and will be done by 
the overseers, secondhands and the few 
loom fixers who have not left the mills. 

A special meeting of the Manufacturers’ 
club was held Saturday afternoon and the 
situation was discussed. It was decided 
that the weaving of samples did not con- 
flict with the agreement to keep the mills 
closed, as it would be impossible to obtai 
a lightweight market in the fall, if all 
samples were not ready at that time. 

It was voted to notify the operatives that 
Shere was still time to prevent a long 
period of idleness if the operatives voted to 
return in time to give the mill owners 
| Botice next Friday. The mills will prob- 
r ably be opened the following Monday, but 

if the notification is allowed to pass un- 
heeded, it will be too late to prevent the 
| closing of the mills until fall, as the New 
York commission houses will not consent 
to hold the market longer 

Operatives Will Fight It Out. 

The district council authorized a press 
committee to make a statement saying 
that the operatives had been waiting for 
the manufacturers to carry out their 
threat. They believe that the mill owners 
do not mean what they say. ~ hey would 
fight now just as well as they did in "93.

Ville today for Pascoag, Woonsocket, Paw- 
tucket and SLymanville, R. L.; Maynard, 
Mass., New Bedford, Fail River, Law- 
rence and Fitchburg; Hanover, N. H., 
Rockville, Me., and Lewiston, and Phila- 
delphia.

FOUND UNDER LOGS. 


Maine Mystery Solved by the Discovery of 
Henry Britton’s Body. 

PORTLAND, May 18.—The mystery of the 
disappearance of Henry Britton of Ray- 
mond was solyed yesterday morning, 
when aman named Butler, while moving 
a small jam of logs in the river about 80 
feet below the bridge, found Britton’s 
body under the logs. The moving of the 
logs dislodged the body and caused it to 
float. The body was uninjured and the 
clothes were just as they were when Brit- 
ton disappeared. All the articles which 
he was known to have, including $30 in 
cash, were found in the pockets. 

As soon as the finding of the body was 
known, there was a great deal of excite- 
ment in Raymond. Dr. Jordan made an 
examination of the body, and Dr. Thomp- 
son of this city was sent to make an au- 
topsy. So far as known, there are no 
marks of foul play. There are no bruises 
on the head, but there are some on the 
body, caused by logs. There is apparently 
little doubt that Britton accidentally fell 
off the bridge, as has been surmised, 


Horrible Butchery. 

New York, May 18.—The World has 
the following special advices from Tokio: 
The last battle of the war between Japan 
and China at Ten-Chwang-Tai, March 10, 
resulted in a butchery of equally the atro- 
cities of Port Arthur. Tcn-Chwang-Tal is 
in Manchuria, a few miles from New- 
Chwang. The Chinese, under General 
Sung, had fortified it. Forty thousand 
Japanese infantry and 50,000 cavalry and 
artillery attacked General Sung’s position 
March 9 from three sides. The Chinese 
were quickly routed, and the Japanese 
army fired the town and began the slaugh- 
ter. Though 38000 Chinese were killed, 
only one wounded Chinaman was taken 
prisoner. The wounded were dispatched 
on the field in American Indian style. 
Then the town was sacked and burned.

Tragedy In an Infirmary. 

FINDLAY, O., May 13.—At the country 
infirmary near this city, A. B. F. Wise, 
a semi-para' zed inmate, aged 40 years, 
and John Kurg, another inmate, aged 74, 
quarrelled over a trivial matter. Karg se- 
cured a butcher knife and attacked Wise. 
Wise, being paralyzed on one side, was at 
Karg’s mercy. Karg slashed him across 
the neck and head, drawing the knife across 
the back of his neck, nearly severing the 
head from the body. Wise managed to 
get down stairs, but died soon afterward. 
Karg was placed under arrest. 


Junior A. P. A. Organized. 

MILWAUKEE, May 13.—The supreme 
council of the A. P. A. closed its session in 
this city at 3 o’clock Sunday morning. 
The junior A. P. A. wag organized. Boys 
and girls aged from 14 to 18 will be eligible 
to membership. It was also decided to 
have a national political board. A com- 
mittee will have charge of the A. P. A. 
legislation that is to be urged before con- 
gress, inclue'ng the proposed 16th amend- 
ment, prohibiting the appropriation of pub- 
lic money for secular purposes, the citizen- 
ship act, ete. 

Cash For China. 


Panis, May 13.—In the negotiations for 
the Chinese loan, Germany has formed a 
powerful group which is inclined to issue 
the loan on condition that the customs 
and other receipts shall be controlled by 
Europeans. The great Paris houses have 
reached an agreement that the loan 
shall be $50,000,000 at the start, followed by 
successive issues at interest. It is agreed 
that it shall be issued in equal shares by 
Germany, Russia, France and England.

COVINGTON, Ky., May 18.—After devot- 
ing three days to the examination of wit- 
nesses in the case of Senator Goebel for 
killing John L. Sandford, the wealthy 
banker, the grand jury concluded its 
work without returning any indictment 
against the senator, 


Warfare In Algeria, 

ORAN, Algeria, May 18.—A battle was 
fought in the vicinity of the village of 
Oueda, 1000 men of the Anged and Vegad 
tribes having raided the Mooria and Benik- 
hand tribes. The fight lasted several 


hours, and 100 men and 800 animals were 
killed.

No Satisfaction Obtainable. 

“But a person was sent to Sivas, and in- 
formation given to Consul Jewett, and 
nothing was done either by him or the 
consul at Sassoun for two weeks. At the 
end of two weeks I was sent as a prisoner 
to Constantinople ina Turkish steamer, 
and upon arrival put into prison. The 
next day Minister Terrell was informed, 
andI was released and sent to him. It 
was some days after my arrest thata letter 
came from Consul Jewett, and both he 
and the consul at Sassoun confirmed the 
outrage and injury inflicted upon me by 
order of the vali. 

Ihad my wife and child come to Sas- 
soun, and, as no man was allowed to come 
with her, I had to take a steamer for Sas- 
soun again. I was dumfounded to find 
that she had no money whateyer, all the 
money that I had, about $350 in American 
money, and my watch, having been stolen 
by the Turkish soldiers who remained be 
hind and ransacked my house on the night 
they arrested me, 

“I sent an appeal by registered letter 
from Constantinople, Dec. 12, last to the

Governor Evans Uses Indiscreet Lan- 
guage In an Address, 


A Call For “Protection of 
Homes and Liberties.” 


Talks of “Jeffries,” “State Rights” and “White 
Men With Black Hearts.” 


C., May 15.—The recent 
decisions in the registration cases has 
brought forth a lengthy address from Gov- 
ernor J. Gary Evans, in which he treats 
the matter with no unsparing hand, and 
argues for the state's right “to manage 
and direct internal affairs without national 
interference.”

The governor Says, in conclusion: “The 
doors have been thrown open and the 
ballot again placed in the hands of every 
man, white or black, of the age of 21 years. 
The abuse and slander heaped upon the 
state by the counsel for the plaintiff were 
only surpassed by that of the judge, ina 
document styled a decree in equity. 

“But the pity of it, the humiliation and 
the shame of it, is yet to betold. Besides 
the ‘Jeffries’ on the bench sat an old man 
who was gray, who had fought on the field 
of battle for states rights, who had been 
speaker of the house of representatives of 
South Carolina, and in whose handwriting 
part of your registration laws exist in our 
archives. 

Scathing Denunciation. 
“There he sat, wearing the judicial er- 


| mine, hearing his state defamed, his com- 


rades in arms denounced as rebels, and his 
own handiwork adjudged as a crime. If 


his eyes moisten with tears of humilia- 

las, they were not. With a 
mephistophelian grin on his wrinkled face 
he nodded assent to the most infamous 
document ever emanating from a court in 
equity, while the black audience ex- 
claimed: “A Daniel has come to judg- 
ment; yea, a Daniel.”

AND DUTIES OF LOCAL BOARDS. 


Allowance for Water Furnished 
will Give Rebate of $4,000. 


Quincy is becoming quite metropolitan. 
Some think too metropolitan. A year or 
two ago metropolitan parks were launched; 
now its metropolitan water; and metro- 
politan sewers, metropolitan police, metro- 
politan fire department, etc., may follow. 
Allis wellif Quincy can stand it. The 
cost and maintainance of local parks will 
call for quite an expenditure. For twenty 
odd years the maturing water debt of 
Quincy, for which the city must continue to 
provide, is over $25,000 annually. 

The metropolitan water bill now under 
discussion authorizes the expenditure of 
$27,000,000 and it has been estimated that 
Quincy’s net assessment when the system 
is in full operation will be $25,200. 

Twenty-five thousand annually for the 
Quincy water debt and $25,000 annually 
toward the metropolitan system promise 
to be burdensome. 

It will be noticed in the extracts which 
follow that a rebate of $12 per million 
gallons is proposed for water furnished by 
local systems. In 1894, according to the 
recent report of the superintendent, the 
consumption was 291 millions. The re- 
bate on this would be $3,492, which would 
not pay the expenses of the pumping 
station. These expenses in 1894 were $5,- 
039.14. The total maintenance in 1894 
cost nearly $14,000. 

Extracts as to the apportionment of the 
cost, and the duties of the city and local 
board of water commissioners, follow: 

Apportionment of Expenses. 

Sect. 19, Said treasurer sha!) in each 
year estimate the amount, in addition to 
the premiums from sales of said bonds, and 
the proceeds from the operations of said 
board, exclusive of the proceeds from sales 
of property, required during the year to 
pay the interest, sinking fund require- 
ments, expenses of maintenance and opera- 
tion of said water works, and any ex- 
penses for which the Commonwealth shal! 
be liable by reason of the defeating of 
pauper settlements in Boylston and West 
Boylston, and shall apportion to the city 
of Boston the proportion of such amount 
that the valuation of said city for the pre- 
ceding year bears to the total of all such 
valuations of all cities and towns in said 
water district, except that there shall be 
| included only one-sixth of the total valua- 
tion of any such city and town as has not 
reached the safe capacity of its present 
sources of supply in a dry year, as deter- 
mined by said water board and certified to 
said treasurer, and has not made applica- 
tion to said board for water, and the re- 
mainder to the other cities and towns in 
said district, one-third in proportion to 
their respective valuation and the re- 
maining two-thirds in the proportion of 
their respective populations, including, 
however, only one-sixth of the total valua- 
tion and one-sixth of the total population 
of any such city and town as has not 
reached the safe capacity of its sources as 
aforesaid. 

Provided, however, that any city or town 
assessed upon its full valuation and popn- 
lation which furnishes a part of its water 
supply from its own works, shall be allowed 
and credited in its apportionment with a 
|} sum equal to twelve dollars for each mil- 
lion gallons of water furnished from its 
own works as aforesaid, as determined by 
said water board and certified to said 
treasurer; and 

Provided, further, that no such amount 
shall be so apportioned until the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, and in 
said year only the amount of five bundred 
thousand dollars shall be apportioned, aud 
in the succeeding years the same amount 
and three nundred thousand dollars addi- 
tional for each year thereafter shall be 
apportioned until the entire amount re- 
| quired as aforesaid is reached, and there- 
after such entire amount shall be appor- 
tioned. Said treasurer shall in the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight appor- 
tion to the-several cities and towns in said 
district in addition to the amount herein 
provided, the sums of money expended by 
the state board of health under chapter 
| four hundred and fifty-nine of the acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-three 
| and chapter four of the resolves of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-five in the 
manner therein provided. Said treasurer 


shall in each year notify each city and town 
of the amount of its assessment, and the 
same shall be paid by the city or town into 
the treasury of the Commonwealth at the 
time required for the payment, and as part 
of its state tax. 
City and Town Water Officers. 
Sect, 20, The water board, water com- 


town in the metropolitan water district, 
shall for their respective cities or towns, on 
and after January first, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five, have the charge and con-

NEW WATER BILL. 


[Continued from second page.] 


other work as said water board, water com- 
missioners or superintendent may deem | 
expedient, shall keep the pipes, fixtures 
and other works under their charge in 
good condition and repair, but shall not 
expend in any year more than the amount 
appropriated by the city or town therefor. 
Said water board, water commissioners or 
superintendent with the approval of the 
mayor or selectmen sba!l determine the 
rateto be paid for water by the owner of 
the premises to which the water is fur- 
nished or by the person or persons using 
the water; provided, however, that the 
minimum rates to be paid for water, and 
the premises to which the high service 
supply shall be furnished shall be subject 
to the approval! of said metropolitan water 
board. Any water board, water commis- 
sioner or superintendent as aforesaid sball 
for the water works under bis charge do all 
the acts and things relating to buildings, 
machinery, roads, conduits, -aqueducts, 
pipes and drains, wh'ch said metropolitan 
water board is authorized to do for the 
water works under their charge, and may 
take lands therefor, in fee or otherwise, 
and shal! do all such acts and things and 
make al! such takings in the manner in 
which said metropolitan water board are 
authorized to do similar things, and the 
damages sustained shall be recovered of, 
and paid by, the city or town for whicb 
such water board, water commissioners or 
superintendents are appointed or elected 
in the same manner as damages caused by 
similar acts of said metropolitan water 
board are recsvered of, and paid by, eel 
Commonwealth. 

Secr. 21. The income received in each | 
city or tows from tae water works under | 
the charge of its commissioner shall be 
applied to the payment of the expenses of | 
maintenance and operation incurred by | 


said commissioner; the interest and sinking 
fund requiremeuts of al! bonds, notes or 
scrip of the city or town issued on account 
of the wa‘er works of such city or town; 
the assessment of the city or town to be 
paid to the treasurer of the Commonwealth 
as here’nbefore provided; the expenses of 
the extension of the works; and the 
balance, if any, as the city or town may 
determine. If such income in any year 
shat] not be sufficient fcr said payments 
the balance required therefor shall be 
raised by taxa‘ion or by loan, as the city or 
town may determine; and the city or town 
is hereby authorized to make such taxa 
tions and Joans without further authority | 
from the legisla ure.

WOMAN’S WORLD. 


WYOMING’S STATE SCHOOL SUPERIN- 
TENDENT TALKS OF HER CAMPAIGN. 


Woman's Influence on the Drama—For 
the Summer Girl—The New Child—A 
Remedy Against Flies—The Latest—New 
Wall Papers—A Red Letter Day. 


A chat with a real, for sure political 
woman of the west is all the more inter- 
esting in view of extravagant assertions 
regarding fair suffragists of Wyoming 
and Colorado—the two states where wo- 
men have full franchise—that intermit- 
tently appear in eastern newspapers. 
The woman first honored with the office 
of state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, Miss Estelle Reel of Wyoming, is 
in Chicago. She talked enthusiastically 
of various phases of suffrage to a report- 
er at the Auditorium yesterday after- 
noon. 

Miss Reel, who, by the way, is a 
daughter of Dlinois, is a young and at- 
tractive looking woman. Naturally she 
is proud of the unique honor conferred

upon her by the pioneer suffrage state 
last autumn. Soon after, however, Colo- 
rado followed the example of Wyoming 
by naming awoman—Mrs. Peayy—toa 
similar position in that state. 

The novel experience of Miss Reel 
makes an interesting story, not devoid 
of many ludicrous features. In answer 
to the query, ‘‘How did you manage the 


| campaign?’’ she said: 


“The fact that I am a woman did not 
keep me from bearing my share of the 
burdens of the campaign, financial or 
otherwise. I traveled over most of the 
great state of Wyoming, which has an 
area of 97,000 square miles, much of 
the distance being covered by stage- 
coach or wagon. I did not make any at- 
tempts at oratory in my speeches and 
did not try to discuss the political issues 
of the day, but confined the remarks to 
explaining the duties of the office for 
which I was a candidate, telling why I 
thought I conld perform them with sat- 
isfaction. I was treated with the great- 
est courtesy in all parts of the state and 


| by the press of whatever political faith. 
| Of course some of the eastern papers 


tried to manufacture a funny side to 
the campaign, and_« paragraph went 
the rounds to the effect that I had agreed 
with my opponent to marry him in the 
event of his election and my defeat. As 
the man already had a wife, this cam- 
paign story did not carry much weight 
when it reached Wyoming. Another 
story was circulated to the effect that I 
secured my large vote—I had the largest 
vote of any candidate, by the way—by 
having sent my photograph to every 
man in the state. The only foundation 
for this story was the fact that I, in 
common with other candidates on the 
ticket, sent out considerable campaign 
literature bearing our none too flatter- 
ing pictures. Wildly exaggerated tales 
of perfumed notes being sent to cowboys 
who rode 100 miles to vote for me as 
well as to wave six shooters in the faces 
of those who voted against me also went 
the rounds. Well, to make a long story 
short, the battle was won, and I am 
satisfactorily pushing my work.” 

‘‘Is there any dissatisfaction in regard 
to woman suffrage in Wyoming?’’ was 
asked. 

‘‘There is not,’? was the decisive re- 
joinder. ‘‘On the contrary, the institu- 
tion seems to give general satisfaction 
to all political parties and to both 
sexes. ”?—Chicago Tribune. 


Woman's Influence on the Drama. 

There are 24 theaters in New York 
city now open. In 16 of these theaters 
regular performances of plays are given. 
In eight diversified or continuous per- 
formances make up the bill Thecurrent 
attractions at the regular theaters are 
made up almost exclusively of light 
operatic or farcical plays and comedies 
of manners and fashion, plays appealing 
particularly to the favor of women. At 
three theaters only, theaters of the cheap- 
er class, are melodramas or sensational 
pieces presented. At noestablishment is 
there a tragedy on the bilL At one house 
is a comedy written bya woman. There 
has been of late years a visible change 
in the standard of public entertainments. 
Some theater goers, in discussing the al- 
leged evils of ‘‘the theater hat’’ and the 
laws proposed to abate them, declare 
that it almost seems as if a majority of 
the audience were women. They are. 
This applies particularly to the high 
priced orchestra or balcony seats. So 
long as it was ag«inst the prevailing 
custom for a woman to go toa theater 
without male escort, men predominated, 
but since the fashion in this respect has 
changed it is no uncommon thing for 
two women to go toa theater together. 

The increased number of women in 
audiences and the relatively decreased 


| number of men in theaters of the first 
| class have been reflected in the changed 


standard of taste in these theaters in 


| New York. The boisterous and blood 


curdling melodrames of other days, 
with duels, abductiors, combats and sur- 


prises, have given way to gentler plays, | 


studies of conventicnal life and char- 
acter, permitting the introduction of ele- 
gant furniture, fashionable gowns and 
fine accessories. Patriotic plays, plays 
recalling important episodes in Ameri- 
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can history, are, it must be added, no 
longer as popular as in the olden time. 
—New York Sun. 


For the Summer Girl. 

The very latest tea table is designed 
expressly for the summer girl It takes 
the shape of her beloved racket and is 
in every way adapted for tea upon the 
lawn or in the piazza corner. It has the 
merit of being serviceable as well as 
unique. It is made of handsome wood 
and is two shelved, so that there is am- 
ple space, and the hostess need not fear 
being called on to sacrifice comfort for a 
fad. The general shape is that of a 
racket,’ meant to represent the land 
strings. The price asked for the model 
is $13.50. Itis new and it is ample 
enough to do real service; but, on the 
other hand, fantastic shapes seldom hold 
any permanent place, and the outlay 
entailed seems rather large for a mere 
whim.

A Red Letter Day. 

Under the heading, ‘‘A Red Letter 
Day For Woman Suffrage,’’ Zion’s Her- 
ald says: 

The friends of this cause will not 
soon forget April 18. For on that day 
the Rhode Island senate committee on 
special legislation reported back a bill 
granting the right of suffrage to women 
on all questions that can legally come 
before town, ward or district meetings. 
On the same day in Salt Lake City a 
motion in the constitutional convention 
to reconsider the clause adopting woman 
suffrage was killed by a decisive major- 
ity, thus finally disposing of the matter. 
More important than all, however, on 
the same day the New York senate, by 
avote of 20 to 5, passed a resolution 
which proposes to submit to the vote of 
the people of that state a constitutional 
amendment giving to women the right 
of suffrage. The same resolution had 
passed the assembly by a large majority. 


This triple victory on a single day will} 


inspire with fresh courage the cham- 
pions of this reform.

British Concessions to Canadian 
Sealers Considered Unwarranted, 


Opportunities to Slaughter 
Herds by Firearms. 


A Crisis Which May Result In the Abrogation 
of a Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.— The pending 
negotiations between the United States 
and Great Britain looking to the adoption 
of uniform regulations for the govern- 
ment of the seal fisheries this season prom- 
ise to have an abrupt termination in the 
near future. 

The British government positively re- 
fuses to re-stact the regulations of last 
year, which prchibits the carrying of fire- 
arms by sealing vessels through the zone 
north of tke 385th parallel during the 
closed season. 

The Unit States officials look upon 
this as dis:strous to the seal fisheries, 
holding that the result will be to relieve 
the pelagic sealers of qe only restriction 
which has overated to preyent an un- 
limited slaughter of the herds. While kill- 
ing by firearms remains illegal, it is real- 
ized that it will be impossible to enforce 
this prohibition if arms can be freely 
carried, for the sealers would kill freely 
unless they should happen to be under the 


Very Eyes of a Revenue Cutter. 

Meanwhile, the United States cutters 
have gone out under the old instructions 
to seize all vessels carrying arms not under 
seal. These must be modified speedily by 
orders sent through the Alaska Commer- 
cial company’s steamer, which leaves San 
Francisco in a day or two, or else there 
may be another big claim for damages on 
account of illefal seizures filed by the Brit- 
ish governmext. 

The attitude of the latter is viewed with 
much dissatisfaction at the state depart- 
ment, where it is regarded as an evidence 
of unwarrantable concession to the Cana- 
dian pelagic sealers. It is also held that 
the effect of the British action is to prac- 
tically nullify all measures of protection 
for the seals that were conferred by the 
Paris arbitration, and it would not be sur- 
prising, if this course is persisted in, if it 
resulted in a declaration by the United 
States of the abrogation of the treaty.

Eteven Craft Wrecked. 


CuHIcAGO, May 15.—The storm which 
swept Lake Michigan Monday and Mon- 
day night, was the most disastrous since 
the gale of last May, in which so many 
lives were lost. The list of the missing 
vessels up to the present is as follows: 
Quickstep, wrecked off Racine; J. B. 
Kitchen, wrecked at Middle island; Vik- 
ing, driven aground with three consorts at 
Sand beach; unknown steam barge 
ashore six miles north of Sand beach;

three schooners wrecked off East Tawas, 


Mich.; Schooner Reindeer, reported 
stranded at Black River; unknown 
schooner, wrecked off Racine; three- 
masted schooner, wrecked near Mil- 
waukee, 


Japan Asserts Her Rights. 
LONDON, May -15.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says that, despite the pressure 
exerted by the powers, Japan persists in 
declining to fix the date for the evacuation 
of points held by her on the Liao-Tung 
peninsula and Corea. The Japanese gov- 
ernment maintains the right to hold Port 
Arthur until the first half of the indem- 
nity is paid by China, and to hold Wei- 
Hai-Wei until the whole is paid. The 
Japanese will not evacuate Corea until a 
settlement of affairs is secured and the 

independence of Corea is assured. 


A Heavy Burden, 

LONDON, May 15.—The Times says the 
government of Newfoundland has asked 
England to guarantee the savings bank 
deposits of the colony. ‘To accede to this 
would be merely be taking over, in an in- 
direct form, a good part of the colonial 
debt. Itis not probable that the govern 
ment will reverse its decision that a com- 
mission must be held before financial as- 
sistance is given. 


The Way Out. 


OTTAWA, May 15.—The Dominion and 
Manitoba governments have almost ar- 
rived at an understanding on the Mani- 
toba school question. Manitoba, it is 
stated, will not object to allowing Roman 
Catholics the privileges of establishing 
separate schools while paying for them 
out of the taxes of the Catholics,

St. JoHn’s, N. F., May 15.—The Daily 
News (independent) announces that the 
terms of confederation will be presented 
to the legislature only to be rejected. 
Canada has refused to assume any debt 
over $50 per capita, while our debt and 
contracted obligations reach $75 per capita.

OBVIOUS FALSEHOODS 


By Citizens of Hawaii Who Claim to 
Be British Subjects, 


Walker and Rickard Took the 
Oath of Allegiance. 


Great Britain Now Objects to Their Belng 
Punished For Treason. 


HONOLULU, May 8, via San Francisco, 
May 16.—This little republic has a new 
difficulty to overcome, one which is caus- 
ing no little amount of uneasiness among 
government officials. 

The decision of Lord Kimberley regard- 
ing Great Britain’s position on the ques- 
tion of citizenship and protection to those 
concerned in the recent uprising has just 
been received in the cases of Walker and 
Rickard, convicted of treason. According 
to this decision, Walker and Rickard are 
looked upon as citizens of Great Britain 
and subject to protection from that coun- 


try. 

The decision is particularly interesting 
on account of the letter recently received 
from Secretary Gresham, which indicates a 
policy directly opposed to that of Great 
Britain. Walker and Rickard are natural- 
ized citizens of Hawaii; took the oath of 
allegiance to support the constitution and 
the laws, and swore allegiance to the king. 

Walker and Rickard have made oath 
that when they took oath of allegiance to 
Hawaii the King told them that it would 
not affect their British citizenship, the 
British commissioner at that time coin- 
ciding with this statement. While in the 
dispatch Earl Kimberley simply states 
that Rickard and Walker must be pro 
tected as British subjects, it makes no in- 
dication of what steps will be taken. 

Hawaiians’ Firm Stand. 

It is understood that the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment will not admit for a moment 
these men are British subjects, and will 
accept the consequences. Hawaii is willing 
to leave the matter to ar®itration as a 
final resort, but will not yield in any other 
way. 

In the archives of the interior office have 
recently been found the written applica 
tions of Walker and Rickard requesting 
that they be allowed to become natural- 
ized. These documents convict them oa 
falsehood and may close up the discus 
sion. 

The Hawaiian oath of allegiance is as 
follows: 

Section 452—Every foreigner so naturalized 
shall be deemed to all intents and purposes s 
native of the Hawaiian Islands; be amenable 
only to the laws of this kingdom and to the su- 
thority and contro) thereof; be entitled to the 
protection of the said laws and be no longer 
amenable to his native sovereign while resid: 
ing in this kingdom, nor entitled to resort te 
his native country for protection or interven- 
tion. He shall be amenable for every sucp 
resort to the pains and penalties annexed to 
rebellion by the criminal code. 

Earl Kimberley’s decision, setting at 
naught this law, has been made without 
asking for the Hawaiian government's de 
cision. The remainder of the decision is a 
matter of much doubt. In view of the ao 
tion of Great Britain in the matter of 
Nicaragua, it is feared that the British 
may proceed to extreme measures without 
submitting the matter to argument orar 
bitration. 

Indemuity May Be Asked. 

If this course should be taken, the re 
public may be asked to release Rickard 
and Walker and pay a large indemnity at 
once, or it will be threatened with forcible 
occupation of the south. If there should 
be a forcible occupation it would unques 
tionably be followed by insurrection and 

loodshed, as the natives would believe it 
meant nothing but the forcible restoration 
of the ex-que 

While the dispatch of Earl Kimberley 
simply stated that Rickard and Walker 
must be protected as British subjects, it 
goes no further and makes no indication 
of the step which would be taken. It is 
understood that the government will not 
admit fora moment that these men arn 
British subjécts, and accept the conse 
quences. It would leave this matter to ar 
bitration as a final resort, but will not 
yield in any other way. 

The many rumors regarding the arrival 
ofa filibustering expedition have caused the 
government to charter an island steamel 
for the purpose of patroling Hawatian 
waters to prevent the landing of arms fo 
the revolutionists. 


Now For the Crisis. 

OTTAWA, May 16.—The Canadian gov 
ernment has received a cablegram from 
Lord Ripon « irming theannouncement 
from Wast that the imperial gov: 
ernment h cided not to renew the 
agreement with the United States govern 
ment as to the sealing of arms on sealing 
vessels for the coming season. During the 
coming season Great Britain will have 
only two gunboats

St. Lovis, May 16.— Monday night's 
frost has caused more damage than was at 
first anticipated.

Boston, May 17.—The senate adopted an 
order for an investigation of the methods 
of the Boston departments, a la Lexow. 
The order provides fora joint committee 
of the senate and house to sit jointly dur- 
ing the legislative recess. The house voted 
to reduce the state fire marshal’s salary to 
$3500; the treasury committee reported 
against the bill increasing the insurance 
commissioner’s salary to $5000, and a num- 
ber of minor salary bills were engrossed or 
rejected. The house restored the original 
appropriation of $10,000 to enable the state 
to be properly represented at the dedica- 
tion of the national military park on the 
battlefields of Chickamauga and Chatta- 


nooga. The senate refused to concur in 


the house amendment to the children’s 
aid bill. The bill authorizing the Brook- 


line Gas company to lay its pipes across 
Fort Point channel was enacted. The 
house substituted a bill providing for a 
commission to investigate the claim of 
Worcester that the state should reimburse 
that city fora portion of the expense of 
constructing its new sewer system. The 
bill authorizing Spiritualists to solemnize 
marriage was engrossed. The bill author- 
izing Boston to borrow $1,000,000 for the 
completion of the strandway was ordered 
to a third reading in the house, as was the 
bill for the further prevention of gamb- 
ling.

Hawaii's Return to the Monarchy Said 
to Be Only a Question of Time, 


Plan to Place Princess Kaiu- 
lani on the Throne. 


Ex-Minister Thurston Credited With Being at 
the Head of the Scheme. 


San Francisco, May 17.—Private let- 
ters received from Honolulu declare that 
achange of administration will soon oc- 
cur there, and that the change is advo- 
cated by no less an important personage 
than ex-Minister Thurston. At a recent 
conference bevween Mr. Thurston and 
President Dole and members of his cabinet, 
the former declared that the only hope of 
permanent peace on the islands will be 
in placing Princess Kaiulani in the posi- 
tion which the former monarchy proposed 
that she should some day have.

Mr. Thurston is reported to have advo- 
cated this step so strongly that President 
Dole and his cabinet became alarmed, and 
have since given the matter

CHRIS TIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning May 19. 
Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—The story of Pilate and its warn- 

ings.—Math. xxvii, 17-28. 

Pontius Pilate was the sixth Roman 
governor of Judea. He was appointed 
A. D. 25-76 in the twelfth year of Tibe- 
rius and reigned until A. D. 36. The 
principal event of his life was his rela- 
tion to the trial, condemnation and exe- 
cution of the Lord Jesus Christ, and it 
is from this standpoint that we are to 
study his life and its warnings. 

1. Pilate’s tife warns us against moral 
towardice. Pilate was not a physical 
coward. He was a brave soldier on the 
field of battle, but he was a moral cow- 
ard. He was afraid to do right in the 
face of the possibility of losing the polit- 
ical position that he occupied if he did 
it. He knew Christ was innocent. He 
acknowledged it, for he said, ‘‘I have 
found no fault in Him,’’ and yet when 
the Jews charged that he would not be 
Cwsar’s friend if he set Christ free he 
yielded to his fear of man and delivered 
Christ to be crucified. Yet this did not 
save him from political disaster. 
Through difficulty with the Samaritans 
he was sent to Rome to answer charges 
against him and lost his kingdom and 
is said afterward to have taken his own 
life. This is a terrible warning against 
moral cowardice. We should never fear 

| to say no to evil. We should never fear 
to do right. Our only fear should be to 
do what is wrong in the sight of God. 

2. Pilate’s life warns us against trying 
to shift our responsibilities upon others. 
When Pilate heard that Jesus was a 
Galileean, he sent Him to Herod of 
Galilee, thinking that He would place 
the responsibility upon Herod of con- 
demning or acquitting Him, but Herod 
returned Him. When at last Pilate con- 
sented to release Jesus, he took water 
and washed his hands, as if to cleanse 
himself of the guilt of Christ’s blood, 
and said to the Jews: ‘‘I am innocent 
of the blood of this just person. See ye 
toit.’’ But all the water in Christen- 

| dom would not have cleansed Pilate’s 
| hands. He was the ruler and not the 
people. He was the judge and not they. 
Although so willing to have His blood 
upon their heads, they could not take 
Pilate’s guilt upon them. Weare every 
one individually responsible to God for 
our actions. We cannot place this re- 
sponsibility upon any one else. Each 
one must answer for himself, and him- 
self alone, to God. What a solemn 
thought! Individually responsible to 
God! 

8. Pilate’s life warns us against re- 
jecting Christ. Christ stood before Pi- 
late, but the day is coming when Pilate 
will stand before Christ, and it were 
better for him if he had never been 
born. Christ now stands before us, but 
soon we will! stand before Christ. What 
are you doing with Jesus, the King of 
the Jews? Answer for eternity.

PACIFICATOR CAMPOS. 


The Spanish General’s Suggestions For 
Securing Peace In Cuba, 


Home Rule the Principal 
Basis of Settlement. 


Spain, However, Must Observe Pledges More 
Strictly Than In the Past. 


HAVANA, May 17.—General Campos has 
advised the Spanish government to allow 
him to institute a series of reforms in Cuba 
as a means of bringing the rebellion to an 
end. It was by such means that General 
Campos brought the former rebellion to 
an end. 

On Feb. 10, 1878, Campos issued a pro- 
posal of reforms, embracing eight articles, 
including amnesty to all who had borne 
arms, surrender of the rebel bands in pri- 
vate, where they would not be subject to 

humiliation, liberation of the slaves, a re- 
eee of the government, giving the same 
privileges already enjoyed by Porto Rico, 
and release of all prisoners. 

This was accepted by the rebels, and the 
uprising, which had lasted 10 years, was 
closed. General Campos was given the 
Iname of “The Pacificator,’? which has 
since been applied to him. Spain was 
slow, however, in carrying out the prom- 


ised plan of reform, and it is claimed that 


some of the 
Promises Were Never Kept. 

This has stimulated the present outbreak. 

It is said that an offer of settlement at 
the present time in order to be acceptable 
to the rebel leaders would have to include 
autonomy, or home rule for Cuba, expendi- 
ture of income from Cuban taxes on in- 
ternal improvements instead of for Span- 
ish war and naval expenses, amnesty to 
all engaged in the present uprising, and 
the full execution of reforms promised in 
1878.

| ARMENIAN ABUSES. 


Powers’ Suggestions May Not Have the De- 
sired Effect, After All. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 17.— The note 
presented to the sultan by the representa- 
tives of the powers, fespecting reforms in 
Armenia, comprises 25 closely written 
quarto pages. Among the measures pre- 
liminary to the reforms, the note demands 
the appointment of a high commissioner, 

sneral amnesty for and release of all po- 
Ficieal prisoners. the revision of certain 
judgments and the appointment of a com- 
mission to sit at Constantinople, charged 
with the surveillance and application of 
the reforms, and working in concert with 
the high commission previously referred to. 

The principal reforms demanded are that 
the governors and vice governors of Van, 
Erzeroun, Sivas, Bitlis, Kharput and Tre- 
bizonde be Christian or Mussulman, ac- 
cording to how the population of these 
places is divided. In any case, the gov- 
ernor or vice governor is to be a Christian. 

In regard to the finances, all the taxes 
are to be collected by the local and not by 
state officials, and enough is to be retained 
before the money is forwarded to Constan- 
tinople to defray the cost of local ad- 
ministration. Thisis the exact opposite 
to the present system, by which taxes are 
first sent to Constantinople, from which 
city but little money returns to Armenia. 

The judicial reforms proposed by the 
powers make radical changes in the pres- 
ent system, ensure proper trials, the sur- 
veillance of prisons and the total abolition 
of torture. The gendarmerie, or police, 
isto be composed equally of Turks and 
Christians, and the latter and Kurds are 
still to be retained in the notorious noma- 
dian cavalry, but they are not to be al- 
lowed to haye arms, except during drill. 

In many circles here it is cont@nded that 
the foregoing reforms are quite inadequate, 
and that the abuses complained of by the 
Armenians will soon recommence,

“In the Zuni mind,’’ said he, ‘‘the 
rainbow has ever been a deified animal, 
haying the attributes of a human being 
and also the body and eome of the func- 
tions of a measuring worm. Obviously 
the striped back and arched attitude of 
the measuring worm, its sndden appear- 
ance and disappearance among the leaves 
of the plants which it inhabits, are the 
analogies upon which this personifica- 
tion is based. As the measuring worm 
consumes the herbage of the plants and 
causes them to dry up, so the rainbow, 
which appears only after the rain, is 
supposed by the simple minded Indian 
to cause aeessation of rain, and conse- 
quently to be the originator of droughts, 
under the influence of which plants 
wither away, as they do under the rav- 
ages of the measuring worms.

Lives of a Man, Woman and_ Child 
Crushed Out at Coventry, R, L 


Several Others More or Less 
Seriously Injured. 


Building Was Being Raised but Occupants Were 
Assured of Safety. 


PROVIDENCE, May 18.—A 
house at the village of Jericho, in Coven- 
try, fell over into the street yesterday 
afternoon while workmen were placing a 
new foundation under it. Three persons 
were crushed to death and 11 were injured.

The following are the killed: Mrs. 
Guertin, 50 years old; Asa Aldrich, 55 
years old; 2'4-year-old child of Louis Le- 
moine. 


Fatally injured: Mrs. Joseph Lemoine, 
70 years old, crushed and bruised, inter- 
nally injured; Noah Richard, workman, 
scalp wounds, side crushed, internally in- 
jured. 

The injured: Mrs. Louis Le Moine, 85, 
seriously injured about the head; Fred 
Balliere, 10 years old, scalp wounds; Frank 
Le Moine, 18 years old, leg fractured; 
Joseph Le Moine, 85 years old, bruises; 
— Cosselin, 10 years old, scalp wounds, 
crushed shoulder. 

Two small children named Ganniere 
were injured. One, a boy, had a deep cut 
on the head, and the other, a girl, had her 
leg crushed. Two others were slightly in- 
jured. The physicians in the surrounding 
towns attended the injured, most of whom 
were sent to the Providence hospital. 

Workmen Said Building Was Safe. 

The building was a wooden one, 2}4- 
stories high and about 50 feet long, with 
a frontage of 20 feet. The lower portion 
of the building was formerly a store, and 
the owners recently decided to raise it 30 
feet and fit up-the lower”stores for tene- 
ments. Contractor Poole of Apponaug 
was given the contract, and about three 
weeks ago the structure was raised to the 
required height. 

The two families in the upper stories 
did not move out, as they were told the 
building was perfectly safe, resting, as it 
did, on stout piling. One end hung over 
the street, and several persons observed 
within the past few days that it had an in- 
cline outward. The workmen who were 
preparing the foundation, however, stated 
that there was no danger of it falling into 
the street. 

About 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
while the men were working at the under- 
pinning, the building slid off the piles and 
pitched headlong into the street, striking 
the ground with a terrific crash. The 
building was literally smashed to kindling 
wood. 

The cries of the dying and injured could 
be plainly heard by those who reached the 
scene first. 

The Centreville fire department was 
summoned and the mill bells were rung. 
The wires in the street were first cut to 
prevent the wreck from taking fire. The 
firemen and mill hands, after a short 
search, 

Found the Body of a Woman 

lying in the street under the second floor. 
The body was terribly crushed, but was 
recognized as that of Mrs. Mabel Guertin, 
a widow, who lived on the second floor. 
A short distance away the body of a child 
was found. The neck was broken and the 
lower parts were badly mangled. Half an 
hour later the body of Asa Aldrich was 
found. His back was broken and his 
head was terribly crushed. Aldrich was 
moving a heavy jack under the building 
when it started. 

Mrs. Joseph Lemoine, wife of the owner 
of the building, and Noah Richardson, a 
workman, were found in the ruins so 
badly injured that they will die. Halfa 
dozen others, including several children, 
were also injured. Joseph Lemoine, a 
man 65 years old, the owner, was in the 
building when it fell, but he was not seri- 
ously injured. 

The electric lighting and street car sys- 
tem of the Pawtuxet Valley was crippled 
last night owing to the grounding of the 
wires at the scene of the accident. The 
valley towns are all in darkness.

South Boston Strandway. 


The Strandway of Boston, now before 
the Legislature, is the name which has 
been popularly given to a pleasure road 
which it is proposed to build along Dor- 
chester Bay from the Crescent avenue 
station in Dorchester to the Marine Park 
at City Point... Joining the Dorchesterway 
at the first named place it is intended to 
be the last link which connects the entire 
park system of Boston. 

The Strandway and Dorchesterway were 
designed at one and the same time by F, 
L. Olmstead, the famous landscape archi- 
tect. The Dorchesterway, which is almost 
completed, extends from the Edward 
Everett equare in Dorchester, now com- 
monly known as Five Cornexs, to,the rail- 
road crossing at Crescent Avenue. On the 
marshy shores of the bay across the rail- 
road embankment the Strandway will be 
built. The whole thing is magnificently 
planned, and if carried out would give 
Boston a driveway along one of the fairest 
sheets of water in the harbor, and one that 
would be unique the world over. 


Electric Street Railways. 

There appears to be considerable change 
in the electrical world, and Randolph, 
Holbrook, Braintree, Weymouth and 
Quincy seem to bear prominent parts in 
the great scheme. It is now announced

A Beautiful Monument. 


The Hingham Journal of last week had 
the following notice of a fine monument 
recently erected in that town: 

Swithin Bros. of Quincy have recently 
designed and executed a beautiful sar- 
cophagus monument for Mr. Thomas W. 
Lincoln of Quificy, a former Hingham 
resident, which was placed in the Fort 
Hill cemetery on Wednesday. This fine 
piece of workmansbip is erected to the 
memory of Helen M., his wife. 

The monument is of the finest Quincy 
granite. The lower base is 3 ft. 10 in. by 
5 ft. 10 in.; the second base, 2 ft. 9 in. by 
4 ft. 9 in.; the die 2x4 feet, while the 
Gothic cap is 2 ft. 10 by 4 ft. 10; the 
whole is surmounted by an urn. The 
height of the whole affair is9 ft. 10 in., 
and it is very imposing and pretentious. 

The second base is highly polished with 
tbe name“ Lincoln” on front and back. 
There is a pediment front and back over 
the name which bears tracings of an oak 
branch, 

Surmounting the second base the die is 
also highly polished, while four polished 
columns are in the corners topped with 
carved capitals. Around the top of the 
die is traced a continuous vine of ivy. 
Above the die rests the Gothic cap bear- 
ing an old English letter ‘“‘L,’’ inter- 
twined with ivy. The urn is finely pro- 
portioned, ornamented with handles, and 
polished tracings of Grecian darts, 

Asa work of ait it certainly is a very 
fine affair. This does not stand alone as 
the only work in the cemetery at the hands 
of Swithin Bros, The beautiful Swedish 
granite monument of Mr. Andrew J. 
Gardner is by their hands, and was placed 
there ayear or more ago. Both are worth 
a visit to the cemetery to inspect.

Many Favorable Features, 


Improvement In Conditions 
Affecting Transportation. 


Sharp Inclination Upward Noted in the Prices 
of the Staples. 


New York, May 18.—Bradstreet’s says: 
General trade conditions throughout the 
country continue in the main quite favor- 
able. Activity in speculative and invest- 
ment circles has exceeded that in merchan- 
dise lines, but gains made in the latter 
have in nearly all instances been retained. 

Among the more favorable features of 
the situation are bank clearings, the ag- 
gregate forthe week being $1,161,000,000, 
or 3 percent more than last week, when 
the total was the heaviest since the second 
week of June, 1893.

Dun's Review.

No advance has been found practicable 
in the woolen mills, where conditions as 
to prices and foreign competition are very 
different, and about 10,000 workers are 
still idle at Olneyville, R. I., where the 
works should consume 600,000 pounds a 
week. In other departments of labor, 
troubles are not serious, and the demand 
for manufactured products increases. 

With material and steady enlargement 
in domestic trade, there is still great want 
of employment in the interior for money 
which comes hither, $3,500,000 during the 
past week, and with the millions distrib- 
uted by the syndicate on bond account, 

Stimulates Speculation. 

Accordingly, wheat has risen 5 cents, 
although the reports of injury by frost do 
not appear, upon sifting, to concern any 
considerable proportion of the growing 
grain, Western receipts for two weeks of 
May have been 2,917,305 bushels, against 
2,600,298 last year, and Atlantic exports 
8,059,484 bushels, against 4,555,101 last 
year. 

Corn has adyanced 44 cent, though ap- 
parently injured more than wheat, but 
the acreage gives promise of a yield of 
2.000,000.000 bushels. 

Cotton is 4 cent stronger, in spite of the 
fact that 9,461,081 bales had come into 
sight Friday week, which is over 400,00 
bales more than the largest crop ever re- 
corded, Northern spinners have taken a 
little less than three years ago to date, 
when the crop was over 9,000,000 bales, but 
at least 500,000 more than they have con- 
sumed as yet, and foreign spinners hold 
nearly 800,000 bales more than they have 
consumed, while commercial stock here 
and abroad are 246,000 bales more than 
three years ago. The manufacture is 
prospering, though no one can suppose its 
consumption is quite at the maximum, 
and for the year it certainly has not been. 
Goods sre in fair demand for the season, 
and recent advances in price 

Are Fully Maintained, 

Failures during the past week have been 
211, against 219 last year. 

Sales of wool continue remarkably 
heavy; for the past week at the three chief 
markets 5,536,759) pounds, and for two 
weeks of May 11,059,750 pounds, against 
11,767,750 in the same week of 1892, the 
last year of fulldemand. In that year the 
salesof domestic were 5,962,000, and this 
year 5,681,750 pounds. The markets are 
quiet, almost unprecedented apathy pre- 
vailing, because stocks of foreign wools 
held here are remarkably large and are of- 
fered at prices relatively lower than those 
demanded by western growers. 

The shoe manufacture is doing remark- 
ably well, as usual, though operations for 
the future are materially retarded by the 
advances in leather and in hides, which 
many begin to think have gone somewhat 
too far. Within the past two weeks the 
demand for shoes has somewhat dimin- 
ished.

General Ku Hung Kuk, a Hatta 
chief, has proclaimed himself king of the 
northern portion of the island, and several 
thousand well equipped soldiers have 
joined his standard, and his force increases 
daily.

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THE MODERN SAFE. 


AN UP TO DATE FIREPROOF AND 
BURGLAR PROOF DEPOSITORY. 


Skillfal Workmanship Displayed In Its 
Manufacture—Locks With Simple Mech- 
anism That Are Extremely Hard to Open 
if You Don’t Know How. 


The latest burglar proof safes and 
vaults are magnificent specimens of 
skillful workmanship. Althongh the 
doors often weigh tons, they swing as 
easily on their hinges as a window shut- 
ter. After the first great door is thrown 
back and displays its glittering array of 
bright’ locks, its glass incased clocks 
and its smooth steel bolts there is an- 
other door almost as strong, with bolts 
and locks of its own. When this is open 
it reveals three other doors. The upper 
two are of thin steel and have no locks. 
Only papers and books are to be kept in 
the little pockets or pigeonholes which 
they inclose. 

Under them and shutting in the cash 
drawer there is the third door with its 
own lock and bolts. In this safe the 
size of the cash repository bears about 
the same relation to the size of the 
whole safe as a pumpkin seed does to 
the pumpkin. And it isnot only burglar 
proof but fireproof—warranted, in fact, 
to stand for at least 75 hours the great- 
est amount of heat that any burning 
building could give it. 

The making of a safe of this kind is 
a complicated and expensive operation. 
All the steel used comes in the form of 
plates from the works. After having 
the necessary screw holes bored in them 
they are heated to a high temperature 
and then tempered by suddenly immers- 
ing them in water. When they come out 
they are often a little twisted and 
warped, and have to be rolled cold and 
sometimes polished clean by a swiftly 
moving emery wheel. The noise of this 
operation is ear splitting and so rasping 
that a man with ordinary nerves can 
hardly endure it. When the plate is per- 
fectly level it is transferred to another 
machine, where it is clamped tight, and 
an emery wheel shaves off the edges. 

The plates are now put together, first 
one of hard steel, then one of wrought 
iron or soft steel, and soon until the 
necessary thickness is obtained. From 
the iron the safe receives its tenacious 
qualities—it cannot be cracked or bro- 
ken as easily as steel, and the steel im- 
parts a hardness that defies the burglar’s 
drill The screws are also made of com- 
bined steel and iron. Each of them is 
gnly long enongh to reach through two 
plates, and the screws which join the 
third, fourth and fifth plates to the first 
are never directly under any other 
screws, so that there is no chance for a 
burglar to bore down throngh a row of 
screws. The plates are also drawn very 
close together, for if any space was left 
between them a safe blower might suc- 
ceed in getting his dynamite into it. 

Between the interior and exterior 
walls of the safe a large amount of hy- 
draulic cement, combined with other in- 
gredients, usually according to a secret 
recipe, is packed solidly. In case of fire 
the theory is that the water in the ce- 
ment—about 43 per cent—will, owing 
to the heat of the outside covering, be- 
come steam, partially, at least, and be 
driven close to the inner wall. Here it 
will remain and furnish a blanket im- 
pervious to heat. All the bolts are cylin- 
drical and from an inch up to two inches 
in diameter. 

Combination locks are now used ex- 
clusively. The mechanism of most of 
them is extremely simple. In one lock 
there are a number of round brass disks 
or ‘‘tumblers,’’ each pivoted at the cen- 
ter on a small shaft which runs through 
the safe door and connects with the lock 
knob. Each tumbler has a slit in it just 
the size of the steel arm which controls 
the bolts and reaching nearly back to 
the center. When all these slits are to- 
gether and pointing in exactly the same 
direction the arm slips into them and 
the bolts can be thrown. But if the slit 
in a single one of the tumblers is even 
a thousandth of an inch out of line the 
arm will not slip back. The disks are 
set a short distance apart and small 
screws with big heads are fastened at 
random over them. As these strike to- 
gether in turning the tumblers whirl, 
and aman might turn the. lock knoba 
thousand years without once getting the 
slits in all the tumblers together. But 
the man who knows just how far to 
turn one way and then how far back 
again according to the combination num- 
bers has no trouble at all. 

The combination and numbers are eas- 
ily changed by changing the screws in 
the disk. Many of the best safes and 
vaults are now being provided with 
time locks. Twoand sometimes three 
clocks are inclosed in glass cases just in- 
side of the safe door. When the door is 
locked, no one can open it again until 
the clock hands have traveled the set 
distance around the dial and touched a 
little trigger which releases the bolts. 
More than one clock is used, so that if 
one runs down the others will goon and 
perform their duty. In the big banks 
the vaults are closed about 5 o'clock in 
the evening and set to open a little be- 
fore 9°o’clock in the morning. Itisa 
general impression that an expert bur- 
glar can open a combination lock by lis- 
tening to the clicking sounds, but deal- 
ers say it is not possible for any one to 
do it. If asafe owner forgets his com- 
bination, the safe has to be bored into. 
There is no other way of opening it.— 
Chicago Record.

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LAMPS THAT ARE CLOCKS. 


They Were Commonly Used In the Sev- 
enteenth Century. 

Of the various examples that have 
been given of early specimens of the 
clockmaker’s art not the least interest- 
ing are the several types of lamp clocks. 
One of these was of a kind quite com- 
mon in the seventeenth century and con- 
sisted of a lamp burner placed at the 
base of a glass oil receptacle mounted 
vertically on a suitable standard. The 
oil reservoir had attached to it a scale, 
facing the burner and showing the 
hours, beginning at 4 o’clock im the aft- 
ernoon, at which time the lamp was to 
be lighted in winter, and ending at 7 
o’clock in the morning. The lamp be- 
ing lighted, the gradually descending 
level of the oil, as combustion proceed- 
ed, marked the hours. 

The other device, of later origin, dat- 
ing back to the beginning of the present 
century, utilized the same principle. It 
consisted of two communicating oil 
chambers, superposed by a clock dial 
In one of the chambers was placed a 
night lamp to illuminate this dial, and 
in the other was suspended a float from 
a cord which passed around a‘small pul- 
ley. The latter was mounted on a hori- 
zontal axis ending ip the center of the 
dial. The float of course descended as 
the oil was consum@d and carried the | 
index hand along with it, thus making 
the hours precisely as in the case already 
cited. At their best these timepieces 
could have had gnly an indifferent de- 
gree of accuracy, yet they probably 
served their purpose well and certainly 
are interesting at the present time as 
illustrating some of the expedients 
adopted by,mechanicians of an earlier 
period. —Cassier’s Magazine.

GOT REYOND CONTROL 


Qorflagration Proved foo Great For 
St, Albans Men to Handle, 


Over $500,000 Worth of Prop- 
erty Quickly Destroyed. 


Wooden Dwelling Houses and Stores Furnished 
Ample Food For Flames. 


St. ALBANS, Vt., May 20.—The most dis- 
astrous conflagration which has ever visited 
Vermont laid waste to a great portion ot 
the business section of thistown yesterday 
afternoon. In five minutes the fire was 
raging in a dozen different places and the 
fire companies were powerless. 

Fire broke out shortly after 8 o'clock in 
the lumber yard of W. B. Fonda, and ina 
short time several large piles of lumber 
and the business office had ignited. A 
high wind prevailed, and all efforts. to 
check the fire were unavailing. From the 
lumber yards it spread to adjoining build- 
ings, destroying the blacksmith shop of 
Louis St. Cyr, Chisholm Bros.’ store, and 
stenement honse and drug store owned 
and occupied by F. Eldred. 

The fire next spread to the big building 
occupied by the Crown Furniture com- 
company and Collins’ meat market. The 
bl@ks of Wood & Favro, J. H. Montifore 
and W. E. Dean, adjoining, were also de- 
stroyed. 

At this point the wind had increased to 
a miniature hurricane, and burningembers 
were carried in every direction. The local 
fire apparatus and a large force of towns- 
men endeavored to prevent the fire from 
extending to Main street, where the large 
business blocks were located, but their 

Efforts Had but Little @frect, 

Swanton and Burlington were called on 
for help, and at half-past four the first 
piece of apparatus arrived. A steamer 
from Burlingon arrived at half-past five, 
and all streams were directed to the build- 
ings on Main street, which had ignited. 

It was found impossible to prevent the 
Main street blocks from burning, and a 
dozen buildings were soon on fire at once. 
The first Main street structures that ignited 
were the stores of W.S. Bailey and F. B. 
Morton. The Wallace Printing Co.'s 
building, the stores of Lombard & Win- 
throp, Marceau & Vincent, and Fuller’s 
livery stable were laid in ashes soon after. 
The horses and most of the carriages, har- 
nesses, etc., in the latter were saved. 

The government building on Kingman 
street caught fire a few minutes after 5 
o'clock, and was gutted. Most of the 
papers, furniture, etc., were saved. The 
Hill block, occupied by J. E. Welch and 
W.N. Adams, was levelled to the ground. 

At 5:30 the Messenger building caught 
fire and burned fiercely, the fire extending 
tothe block occupied by W. H. Ellis and 
W. B. Woodward's stores. 

Most of the buildings were of wood, and 
burned like tinder before the strong gale, 
many occupants not haying time to save 
their effects. 

Moore's marble works on Foundry 
street, Ryan's grocery store and 12 tene- 
ment houses in the vicinity on the same 
street were destroyed. Shortly before six 
o'clock the entire Burlington fire depart- 
ment arrived and all companies joined 
forces in an attempt to check the fire on 
Main street. 

Flames Checked. 

The attempt was partially successful, 
and the fire was checked in time to save 
the best blocks on Main street. The stores 
of A. L. Weeks, A. J. Lang and G, H. 
Harvey, however, were burned, and at 
this point the progress of the fire was 
stayed. The fire was gotten under control 
on Foundry street, six blocks north of 
Moore's Marble works. The fire made al- 
most a clean sweep from Stebbins street to 
Hoyt. At 6:30 the fire was under control. 

The fire swept along the following course, 
after leaving Fonda's lumber yard: North- 
erly, along Catherine street, after igniting 
many wooden buildings nearby, then 
sweeping Kingman street. Centre and 
Hoyt streets were next visited by the 
hungry element. Main street, from Hoyt 
to Centre on one side and from Kingman 
to C. H. Harvey's on the other, was laid in 
ashes. 

Fully 80 families are homeless, the 
wooden tenements having been swept like 
tinder, giving the occupants hardly time 
to save their effects. The hotels used 
kerosene and candles last night, as the gas 
and electric services were cut off. The 
only light in the streets was from the 
smoldering embers. No serious accidents 
are reported. 

Chopped Her Own Head. 

WILLIMANTIC, May 20.—Mrs. Henry 
Dumas, aged 35 years, of Mansfield, made 
a desperate attempt to commit suicide by 
chopping the top of her head with a heavy 
ax. Forty blows were struck with the 
blade of the ax before she was discovered. 
Thirty-three stitches were taken and sey- 
eral pieces of skull were removed in dress- 
ing the wounds. She had showed symp- 
toms of insanity. 


A Savage Assault. 

LOWELL, May 20.—As Charles D. Roger, 
18 years of age, and three companions 
were standing on Central street, Saturday 
night, Eugene Stott, while in a drunken 
frenzy, rushel among them, pursued 
Roger up an alley and committed a savage 
assault upon him with a knife. Roger 
lost much blood, but will recover. Stott 
was arrested. 


Socialist-Labor Leader Dead. 
HOLyoKE, May 20.—Adam Ramage, aged 
63, a prominent socialist and labor Teadle r, 

of this town, died yesterday from heart 
failure. For years he was editor of a 
paper trade journal in New York, and 
was himself an experienced papermaker.

The Grand Secretary of Cutters’ 
Union Visits Quincy. 


THE BILL OF THE BLACKSMITHS 


Quirk Bill Will Probably Come Be- 
fore Next Legislature. 


The report throughout the country con- 
cerning the granite industry are becoming 
very promising. With the unmistakable 
indications of a steady revival in all 
branches of business the trend of business 
feeling is decidedly hopeful for the im- 
mediate future. Many of the local dealers 
however, do not regard the outlook in 
Quincy as very flattering, and gloomily pre- 
dict another dull season after Mem_rial 
day. 

The visit of Mr. James Dancan of 
Baltimore, the new general secretary of the 
Granite Cutters’ union, to Quincy on Satur- 
day, was of a flying nature. The impres- 
sions Mr. Duncan conveys are of a very 
favorable description. He seems animated 
with sincere convictions regarding the 
duties and responsibilities of his position, 
and it is safe to predict that he will be both 
an intelligent counsellor and cautious 
leader during his term of office. 

The blacksmiths’ question in Quincy is 
still an unsolved enigma. One of the dis- 
puted articles has been successfully dis- 
posed of, however, and it is expected that 
the remaining bone of contention will be 
happily buried within a few days. Extra 
men will be paid at the rate of 22 cents per 
man, the value to be placed upon piece 
work being the unsettled problem for con- 
sideration. 

The new turning machine for the Lyon 
Granite company has been received, and is 
being placed in position in their shed. 
Though not quite so big as the one already 
in operation, it is considered to be capable 
of a flaer grade of work. It is of American 
build and will enable the Lyons company 
to still more successfully meet the demand 
for circular work. 

Though the Quirk bill has failed to pass 
the legislature, those interested in the 
passage of such « measure have not by 
any means relinquished their efforts in 
tbat direction. Encouraged by the enact- 
ment of a similar law in New York, and by 
the active sympathy or passive apathy of 
stone workers throughout the large labor 
centres, they are more likely to redouble 
their energies to promote the passage of a 
restrictive bill. Numerous authorities who 
are personably opposed to such sectional 
measures, predict that in Massachusetts 
also, this law willin the near future go 
into effect. The pressure that will be 
brought to bear on the legislators will, in 
their opinions, be too strong to be with- 
stood. The mere character of the inter- 
ested opposition it encounters, will com- 
mend it to many unthinking waverers in 
the political field.

TIMBER PRESERVATION, 


Free Access of Air to Woodwork Neces- 
sary to Prevent Decay. 

Probably no better illustration can be 
had, even at the present time, of the 
great importance of free access of air to 
woodwork as a means of protection 
against premature decay than the results 
of an investigation, conducted a few 
years ago, into the causes of an accident 
in an expensive apartment house in one 
of the principal cities of the United 
States, in which a portion of one of the 
upper floors gave way, and, in falling, 
carried along corresponding sections of 
the several floors below, landing the 
whole mass of wreckage in the cellar. 
It was found that a fortunately unusual 
system of floor construction had been 
adopted in the building in question, the 
spaces between the wooden beams hay- 
ing been filled with ashes, presumably 
with the view of making a comparative- 
ly fireproof structure. 

Whatever its merits in this respect 
may haye been, there was no question 
whatever that the mixture of ashes 
formed a most efficient barrier against 
the access of air to the timbers, and 
any moisture that was inherently in 
them or afterward found its way to 
them throngh the tiling above had little 
opportunity of being carried away by 
any ventilating air currents. The beams 
simply had to rot, and that compara- 
tively quickly. In the subsequent work 
of reconstruction of the floors, however, 
good care was taken that they should 
not again suffer in the same way. 

Mill architects generally appreciate 
the preserving influence of free air cir- 
culation so thoroughly that they care- 
fully guard against even the painting of 
any floor beams which are open to the 
suspicion of imperfect seasoning. Where 
any moisture is still present in the wood 
a coat of paint or tar or anything else 
impervious to air, ordinarily looked 
upon as a protective agent, simply pre- 
vents this moisture from escaping, and 
thus, instead of guarding against rapid 
decay, really promotes it to a very ma- 
terial degree. Happily this circumstance 
is becoming properly recognized and is 
beginning to receive a due share of at- 
tention. —Cassier’s Magazine. 


Wyoming’s Senatorial Twins, 

The new senatorial pair from Wyo- 
ming have already been christened ‘‘The 
Heavenly Twins,’’ not that Messrs. War- 
ren and Clarke are expected to furnish 
explosive denouements on the Angelica- 
Diavolo order, but because of their good 
looks and other personal attributes. 

Warren, who isa returning senator 
after a brief rest, was one of the tallest 
and largest men in the upper house 
when here before, and always was point- 
ed out by strangers as a handsome man 
whom they wanted to know about at 
once. 

Clarke, who has already put in an ap- 
pearance, bids fair to prove a good in- 
vestment for the photographers. Already 
there is the usual demand for his picture 
that determines the handsomest men in 
congress. 

He is so good looking that in his own 
state he is often called the Apollo of 
Wyoming. This will be the handsom- 
est senatorial pair.—Kate Field’s Wash- 
ington. 

Dueling Pistols, 

The pistol used in the duel is not the 
military arm, nor the revolver, but a 
very carefully made and wonderfully 
accurate weapon known as the dueling 
pistoL For many years the length of 
this arm was a matter of grave discus- 
sion at all the clubs in England and on 
the continent. At first the dueling pis- 
tol had a 12 inch barrel and carried 20 
round bullets to the pound. Butin 1810 
the elder Devisure, with his confrere, 
Lepage, at Paris, and Manton and Egg 
of London, the most eminent pistol 
makers of their respective countries, 
fixed the actual length of the dueling 
pistol barrel at nine inches, and there it 
has remained for 85 years. A case of 
the best pistols costs from 500 to 750 
francs, or $100 to $150. 


Tea For the Chinese Emperor. 

The tea used in the immediate house- 
hold of the emperor of China is treated 
with the utmost care. It is raised in a 
garden surrounded by a wall so that 
neither man nor beast can get anywhere 
near the plants. At the time of the har- 
yest, those collecting these leaves must 
abstain from eating fish so that their 
breath may not spoil the aroma of the 
tea, They must bathe three times a day, 
and in addition to all these precautions, 
they must wear gloves while picking the 
tea for the Chinese court.—Philadelphia 
Record.

THE UNSEEN WORLD. 


Hadee as It Is Pictured In the Books of 
the Apocrypha, 

The book of Daniel, dating from the 
Maccabean age, is perhaps the earliest 
work in which any clear moral differen- 
tiation as regards the unseen world is 
manifest. ‘‘Many of them that sleep in 
the dust of the earth shall awake, some 
to everlasting life, and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt. And they 
that be wise shall shine as the bright- 
ness of the firmament, and they that 
turn many to righteousness as the stars 
forever and ever.’’ ‘To find a more de- 
tailed account of hades we must turn to 
the books of the Apocrypha, written in 
Greek, and pervaded by ideas not pre- 
cisely Hellenic, but Hellenistic. 

In particular the book of Enoch, 
which deals largely in eschatology and 
the secrets of the universe, speaks in 
some detail of the future of righteous 
and wicked: ‘‘All goodness and joy and 
glory are prepared for them and are 
written down for the spirits of those 
who have died in righteousness, and 
manifold good will be given to you in 
recompense for your labors, and your 
lot is abundantly beyond the lot of the 
living.’’ And in contrast: ‘‘Know ye 
that their souls (the sinners) will be 
made to descend into sheol, and they 
will become wretched, and great will 
be their tribulation, and into darkness 
and a net and a burning fire, where 
there is grievous condemnation, will 
your spirits enter, and there will be 
grievous condemnation for the genera- 
tions of the world.”’ 

In the fourth book of Esdras it is 
said of the enemies of God that ‘‘they 
shall decay in confusion, and be con- 
sumed with shame, and wither in fear,

But this filling in went on 
but slowly and was not far advanced

LETTER WRITING. 


The Art a Lost One to the Present Day | 
Scribblers of Hasty Notes, 

Every one knows, of course, that the | 
actual number of letters passing through 
the mails of every civilized country is 
greater, rather thgs less, year by year. 
But every one also feels that these let- 
ters are no longer letters, in the true 
sense, at all They are amplified tele- 
grams, bald and bare statements of fact, 
and they have the loose and disjointed 
and careless phraseology of the tele- 
graphic message. That sense of the fit 
expression, the graceful concept; that 
feeling for the lucid and connected ex- 
position of the ideas, for the balance of 
the parts, of a letter, for its composi- 
tion, in short—the very term is pre- 
Adamite to the end of the century ear 
—that used to preoccupy the best letter 
writers of another generation have gone 
from our present day scribblers of hasty 
notes, as though such musty things had 
never been. 

The only people who ‘‘compose”’ their 
letters now are cultivated old ladies. 
Their college bred granddaughters, in- 
tellectually armed and professionally 
equipped, exhibit productions in that | 
line, of which, for the most part, it 
might be said, as Henry James re- 
marked of the notes of invitation of the 
London society woman, that they have 
nothing in common with the epistolary 
art but the postage stamp. 

It may be held that such an accom- 
plishment is not, after all, of the great- 
est value. But behind it there is an in- 
stinct, deep seated in the race, thata 
widespread habit of careless writing af- 
fects very directly the thinking of a peo- 
ple. And this one cannot but believe to 
be the case. It takes no intellect to put 
plain facts into honest, self respecting 
phrases. But it takes self restraint and 
attentiveness, and these ee in time to 
a disciplined and coherent way of look- 
ing at life.—‘‘The Point of View” in 
Scribner’s.

IN A STATE OF PANIC. 


Florence and Other Italian Cities 
Shaken by Earthquakes, 


Thousands of Houses Were 
Badly Damaged. 


Later Reports May Show That Many Lives 
Have Been Lost. 


FLORENCE, May 20.—The population of 
this city was thrown intoa state of panic 
Saturday night by a series of earthquakes 
that did much damage here and in other 
places. People who were in their houses 
when the first shock came, ran terror- 
stricken iufto the streets, and their wild 
cries could be heard everywhere. The 
shocks were so violent that houses swayed 
like ships in asea way, and, in a number 
of cases, roofs fellin, injuring many per- 
sons who had not sought safety in flight. 

Similar events occurred at Bari. The 
casualties there include four deaths and 
many injured. Numbers of houses were 
also badly cracked. 

Other villages in the vicinity suffered 
still worse damage. At Grassano 40 houses 
were wrecked. At Lapaggi several build- 
ings fell and three persons were entombed. 

The church at San Martino was de- 
stroyed while full of worshipers, several 
persons being crushed to death, and many 
who were wounded are still in the ruins. 
The villages of Galluzzo and Gambino 
were badly damaged. 

The Prince of Naples and a corps of en- 
gineers have gone to the villages to aid in 
the work of rescue. 

There were two earthquake shocks at 
Siena. It was less severe at Pisa, Place.- 
tia, Bologna and Parma. The earthquake 
was recorded on instruments at Rome, 
Rocca di Paps and Ischia. 

All Tuscany Felt It, 

After the first severe shocks there were 
repeated lighter ones. The seismic dis- 
turbance was felt at Lucia, Pontedera and 
generally throughout Tuscany. The cen- 
ter of the movement was at Florence, 
where, for very many years, nothing sim- 
ilar has occurred. 

Around Florence a number of houses 
were destroyed, and four persons were 
killed. At the time of sending this dis- 
patch full details were wanting, but it is 
believed that later reports from the coun- 
try affected will show that there have been 
a considerable number of lives lost. 

Great damage was done in Florence. An 
investigation was made by the municipal 
authorities, who estimated that 3000 
houses were damaged. The cathedral (La 
Cattedrale di Santa Maria del Flore), an 
imposing example of Italian Gothic archi- 
tecture, and probably the most remarkable 
building of its kindin Europe, was some- 
what damaged. 

The seismic manifestation was the most 
violent that Florence has known since 
1445, the earthquake of 1730, which is his- 
toricalin the annals of the city, having 
been lighter. 

The population of the city are awed by 
the disaster. Crowds wander about 1 
streets, their only topic of conversation 
being the shocks. Everybody is anxiously 
awaiting the coming of the night, the fear 
being general that the quakes will then 
again occur. 

In a Cuban Dungeon. 

New York, May 20.—Manuel Fuente, 
who went to Cuba as a correspondent, * 1s 
returned to this city. He reports that he 
was most brutally used by the Spanish 
authorities, who arrested him on hisar- 
rival at the island and kept him in acell 
in irons for four days. The state depart- 
ment will be asked to investigate the case. 
Fuente declares that the Spaniards de- 
clared that the life of an American was of 
little value, and that he overheard instruc- 
tions to his guards which made him refuse 
food for 48 hours, fearing that he would be 
poisoned. 


Great Crowd Will Contest. 

Perry, O. T., May 20.—The news that 
the Kickapoo Indian country would be 
opened on May 23 caused great excitement 
in Oklahoma. The Kickapoo reservation 
is the finest land in Oklahoma, and con- 
sists of 206,000 acres, but the Indian allot- 
ments and schcol reservations take up all 
but about 600 quarter-sections of land. 
For two years hundreds of people have 
been camping around the new country, 
waiting for it to be opened to settlement. 
No less than 20,000 people will contest for 
the 600 claims. 

An Oklahoma Mystery. 

Perry, O. T., May 20.—Saturday night 
a well-dressed man engaged a room over a 
restaurant here. Yesterday the bed was 
found covered with blood, and great pools 
of blood were on the floor and much on 
the walls. The man could not be found. 
The theory is that the man was murdered 
and carried away. 

Found Dead In Bed. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 20. — Thomas 
Bolten, who portrayed Neroin “The Sign 
of the Cross’ and the boxing master 
in “The Manxman,” plays produced last 
week by Wilson Barrett’s company in this 
city, was found dead in his room in Green’s 
hotel last night. Apoplexy was the cause 
of death. 


Double Time and Higher Wages. 
NorRISTOWN, Pa., May 20.—The Norris- 
town Woolen company, employing nearly 
200 hands, has made an increase in wages of 
10 per cent, to go into effect at once. The 
mill is compelled to run on double time to 
fill orders. 


Back to Blackstone, 

TOPEKA, May 20.—Mrs. Mary F. Lease 
and Miss Mary Morrill will shortly form 2 
partnership and open offices in Topeka and 
Kansas City. Mrs. Lease practiced law 
before she went into politics in Wichita. 

So!dier and Politician. 

LONDON, May 20.—Lieutenant General 
R. J. Fielden, Conservative member of 
parliament for Chorley, is dead. He was 
opposed to the consideration of the ques- 
tion of home rule for Ireland. 

Unworthy the Name of Mother. 

CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., May 20.—Coro- 
her Barcus has caused the arrest of Mrs. 
Eva Nelson, who has acknowledged that 
she choked her infant to death to keep it 
from crying. 

Seven Stores Consumed. 

CotumBrA, S. C., May 20.—The oldest 
business block in Bennettsville was de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday. Seven stores 
were burned. Loss, $75,000. 

Glycerine Exploded. 

CusTER City, Pa., May 20.—The glycer- 
ine tank at the Rock Glycerine company’s 
plant exploded. Two men were horrib.y 
mangled, and will probably die. 


THE INCOME TAX. 


Belief That the Supreme Court Will Declare ft 
to Be Unconstitutional. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—The fact that 
one of the supreme court justices who had 
voted for the income tax law asked for 
further time to consider the ease as pre- 
sented at the second hearing has come te 
light, and this, with other circumstances 
of aconfirmatory character, has led to & 
general impression that when the opinion 
shall be announced it will be found that 
the majority of the nine justices are op- 
posed to it in allits details, and that the 
law will be declared unconstitutional in 
toto, 

Itis known that the members of the 
court who opposed ths law from the be- 
ginning are fairly confident of this result, 
but will not allow themselves_to feel cer- 
tain till the final vote shall be Yaken prior 
to going into court. The justices opposed 
to the law consider it possible that at the 
final conference, when it shall so appear 
that they are in the majority, they may 
secure other accessions. Such “deathbed” 
conversions,” as a member of the court 
calls them, are said not to be so rare as is 
supposed. 


The Color Line. 

CHICAGO, May 20.—The Chicago Wo- 
men’s club has obliterated the color line. 
Character, backed by intelligence, is now 
the only condition of membership in the 
organization. This wasaccomplished only 
after a prolonged and, at times, heated dis- 
cussion. Since Fanny Williams, a colored 
woman, failed to become a member of the 
club, early last winter, this question of 
color had been the one live issue in the 
club. But the victory is only half won 
for the Chicago women. They must carry 
their point in the Confederation of Wo- 
men’s clubs, a national organization with 
which the Chicago club is affiliated. 


Before the State Department. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Paul Bray, the 
nephew of ex-Consul Waller, who arrived 
in New York Saturday from Europe, is in 
Washington. He saw Assistant Secretary 
Uhl of the state department yesterday, to 
whom he told his story of the troubles ex- 
perienced by Mr. Waller and himself 
growing out of the concession granted to 
them by the Hovas government. Mr. Uhl 
declined to give to the press anything con- 
cerning the matter further than the fact 
that he had a conversation with Mr. Bray 
on the subject. 


New Style Lynching. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 20.—About a 
month ago, Jerido Shivers and two other 
negroes enticed three young daughters of a 
white farmer away from home in Coff 
county, and confined them in the woc 
fora week. The girls finally made their 
way home again. Saturday night it was 
learned that Shivers was in a house near 
Tabernacle, and a posse quietly organ- 
ized and secured him. He was taken to 
Pea river, a rope with a sinker tied around 
his neck and he was thrown into the river 
and drowned, 


Government Bears the Loss. 

HALIFAX, May 20.—Fire started on the 
Intercolonial railway’s long wharf in tite 
cattle shed yesterday. Both wharf and 
shed were soon consumed, as well as the 
freight and immigration sheds, Next to 
go were the immense coaling pier, trestle 
work and wharf, on which were a number 
of loaded coal cars. Quite a number of 
cars loaded with hay were burned. The 
property was owned by the Dominion gov- 
ernment, and conseqnently not insured. Its 
loss is estimated to reach nearly $300,000. 


Triple Crime Alleged. 

DULUTH, May 20.—Detective Benson has 
arrived here with Mrs. Smith, who is 
wanted to answer charges preferred 
against her byyMrs, Cameron. The latter 
has sworn out three warrants—one charg- 
ing her with forgery, one with obtainh ¢ 
money under false pretenses and the third 
with falsely impersonating another person 
with intent to defraud. Mrs. Smith pro- 
fesses entire innocence, 


Grandson of President Tyler. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—The only male 
person ever born in the White House, 
Robert Tyler Jones, a grandson of Prest- 
dent Tyler, is dead. He was the son of the 
oldest daughter of the president. He 
served in the Confederate army as a cap- 
tain. In later years he was employed in 
the treasury department. 


Died at Sea. 

Victoria, B. C., May 20. — Captain 
Trench of H. M. S. Royal Arthur, flagship 
of the Pacific station, who had charge of 
the British troops landed at Corinto, died 
on April 30, and was buried at sea the fol- 
lowing day. The captain wes sick but a 
few hours, suffering from gastric fever. He 
was a middle-aged man, 


Intruder Laid Out. 

BALTIMORE, May 20.— Frank Harris, 
colored, and some carousing companions 
attempted to force an entrance into the 
house of Robert Lear. Members of his 
family and friends resisted. A free fight 
followed, and Harris, the leader of his 
side, was shot dead. 


MacCorckle Their Favorite. 

PocAHONTAS, Va., May 20.—Miners held 
Meetings yesterday in West Virginia, at 
Simmons and near Pocahontas. The 
course of Governor O’Ferrell was con- 
demned, while Governor MacCorckle was 
applauded as being consistent and patri- 
otic. 

Not One Was Drowned. 

JEDDAH, May 20.—A Turkish pilgrim 
steamer, carrying Mohammedan pilgrims, 
going to Mecca, was wrecked on the Red 
sea yesterday. There were 700 people on 
board, all of whom were saved, 


Good News For Fishermen. 
HALIFAX, May 20.—The prospects for the 
fisheries are very favorable. Encouraging 
reports come from King’s Cove, and there 
is au abundance of fish from Cape An- 
quilla to Bonne bay. 


Moss Monroe Dead. 

St. Joun’s, N. F., May 20.—Moss Mon- 
roe, one of the most distinguished of New- 
foundland’s statesmen, died yesterday. He 
Was interested in almost every local con- 
cern. 


Killed on Open Car. 
BALTIMORE, May 20.—Frank L. Russell, 
conductor of an open car, while standing 
on the steps collecting fares, was hurled 
against a trolley wire post and killed.

THE STRANGE HOUSE. 


The detective had dropped the paper 
telling how Salvatore Cavaliere, the Long 
Branch Italian, made his dwelling a store- 
house of plunder. 

‘“‘Eyery house holds its mystery,’’ he be- 
gan tritely. 

Then he told the story of the house on 
West Tenth street, not far from Fifth ave- 
nue. .He could not specify more particu- 
larly, he declared. 

“T was detailed to watch it,’ he went 
on, ‘‘because there was something odd 
about its tenant. A most respectable house 
in a most respectable neighborhood, it had 
been sublet to one William Smith, a small 
dark man with a foreign accent.

Whence he came, what his trade, no one 
could say. The rent had been paid in Eng- 
lish gold.

POSING AT THE PIANO. 


Paderewski Thinks Performers Should 
Look Effective While Playing. 

When Padergwski was in New York, 
he was calling ok a prominent Wall street 
man’s home in Fifth avenue when the 
broker told him he would like to have 
his opinion of his daughter’s playing. 
The great pianist courteously replied 
that nothing would give him greater 
pleasure. 

After the young lady had dashed off 
several selections Paderewski said: 

‘“‘To get the greatest enjoyment from 
the piano the music must not only 
be heard, but the performer should be 
seen. The performer should therefore be 
careful of bis or her position at the in- 
strument. 

“T will be frank with you and say 
that I preferred to see rather than hear 
your daughter play. I might better say 
that I looked more than I listened. She 
held herself correctly. There is nothing 
I hate more than a listless, careless pos- 
ture of the body while playing. 

‘Then there was life in her touch. 
Her fingers fairly sparkled as they ran 
over the board and touched the keys, 
rebounding from them with a snap that 
was exhilarating to behold. Her manner 
of using her hands and her elbowing, if 
I may so call it, showed proper training 
also. 

“‘T will therefore add that my sense of 
hearing would have been equally de- 
lighted doubtless if my sense of sight 
had not been socompletely monopolized. 
I compliment the young lady on her ac- 
complishment.”’ 

‘‘There is wisdom in that,’’ said the 
broker in repeating the conversation. 
‘*Teachers of the piano should give far 
more attention to this matter than they 
now do.’’—New York Advertiser. 


Electric Light Test. 

The public is becoming quite know- 
ing in many branches of electric knowl- 
edge, and in none more than in the de- 
termination, with greater or less accu- 
racy, of the efficiency of the electric light. 
At one time a centrul station had no 
great difficulty in foisting upon its cus- 
tomers as a 16 candle power a light that 
the ordinary gas jet would be an im- 
provement upon. Now, however, people 
are more critical, and they have a very 
shrewd idea as to whether they are get- 
ting as much light as they are paying 
for. If they have any doubt on the sub- 
ject, it can be easily set at rest. 

The latest method of measuring illu- 
mination is based upon the principle 
that the illumination, falling, say, on a 
printed page, must have a definite value 
in order to render the printed characters 
just legible, and that the intensity of il- 
lumination so required will, for a nor- 
mal eye, depend upon the size and char- 
acter of the print. A small printed tab- 
let is placed in a darkened box and ex- 
posed to illumination from a translucent 
plate of glass or porcelain, which re- 
ceives directly on its surface the light 
whose intensity is to be measured. The 
area of the translucent plate is then 
varied until the amount of light received 
by the test characters just renders them 
visible. A scale is provided by reference 
to which the exact degree of candle pow- 
er of the illumination is determined.— 
New York Times.

WASHINGTON, May 21.— The supreme 
court has decided that the income tax is 
unconstitutional. Upon the question of 
the general unconstitutionality of the law 
the court was divided as follows: 

Against the law—Chief Justice Fuller, 
Justices Field, Gray, Brewer and Shiras. 
For the law—Justices Harlan, Brown, 
Jackson and White. 

Inasmuch as one of these dissenting 
opinions was handed down by Justice 
Jackson, and as he was absent at the first 
bearing, when the court divided evenly on 
the question of sustaining the law on al) 
points except those as tothe tax on rents 
and bonds, it follows that one of the mem- 
bers of the court who at first pronounced 
for the lew, except on those two points, 
changed his attitude after the second argu- 
ment. 

The opinion of the court and the po 
sition of each of the members had been sc 
accurately forecasted that no surprise was 
expre. ssed in at 1y quarter at the announce-

It should pre »bably be stated that while 
the cases in which these opinions were de- 
livered are uniformally characterized as 
the income tax cases, they are known on 
the court dockets as the cases of Charles 
Pollock vs. the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company, and Lewis H. Hyde vs. the Con- 
tinen tal Trust o ompany of New York, 
both appealed from the circuit court of 
the United States for the southern dis- 
trict of New York.

Growth of Crops Very Slow on Account of | 
the Unseasonable Weather. 


Bostos, May 21—The New England 
weather bureau issues the following bulle- 
tin for the week ending May 20: : 

The weather for the past week has been | 
unusually cold, with severe frosts in all} 
sections. Onthe mornings of the 14th and | 
17th the temperature fell from 2 to 6 de- 
grees below zero; ice formed and ground} 
froze in allexposed places, except along} 
the immediate coast. The mountains in| 
the north were-white with snow. The| 
rainfall was light in all central and west-| 
ern districts, but from three-fourths of an 
inch to one and one-half inches fell along 
the coast. 

Good Outlook For Grass. 

The weather in Maine has been cold and 
disagreeable, and in places farm work has 
been retarded, but the rain has accom- 
plished much good to grass and field 
cre The only report that we get of ex- 
pected injury from frosts to fruit comes | 
from the central part of the state and 
from one correspondent only. Others say 
that the buds were not generally ad- 
vanced enough to be seriously affected. | 
The cooland rainy weather has thickened | 
up grass, and itis now unusually promis- 
ing. Farmers are reporting the pastures 
never better. The planting and sowing is 
well along, exceptin the most backward 
sections. 

Early Garden Crops Killed. 

The week has been generally favorable 
for farm work, and it has been pushed 
along as fast as was consistent for good 
results. Much of the grain has been sown, | 
but the ground is too cold for seeds to | 
nate well, and in most places few of |

On warm hill- 
sides, where the buds were most advanced, 
on low lands, where the frost was 
most severe, probably considerable dam- 
age was done to all fruits, but generally it 
is not thought that material injury has re- 
sulted to apples, especially. Jabez Fisher 
of Fitchburg states that as far as he can 
judge the pears and apples generally are 
but little injured. He reports full apple 
blossoms on the 12th—three days later 
than in 1894, and 11 days ahead of the 
average for 39 years. The new growth on 
grapes and other small fruits was killed. 


Strawberries on early fields were con- 
siderably injured. All early truck crops 
that were exposed were injured. Aspara-

and more around, and turning his head to 
look he lost ground fora breath and was 
hauled over on his back. For an unin- 
cumbered swimmer to turn on to his chest 
from his back is very easy, but with that 
pull between the shoulders it is a very dif- 
ferent matter. As a finger under the chin 
will hold a swimmer up when learning, 
so that touch of a finger on the line towed 
the swimmer half way down the bath 
before he could get the line slack and turn 
again. By that time he was nearly out of 
breath and still the trifling strain held him 
just enough to impede him without stop- 
ping him. 

Slowly and steadily he moved ahead, 
combating the side strain this time by in- 


; creased exertion of the left arm. and seem- 


ed in a fair way of making the goal, when, 
zip, the point of the rod swung over, and 
aided by the strong sweep of the left arm 
the strain caught the fish as if the butt 
had been given, and round he came again 
on his chest. A mad plunge to break the 
line resulted only in aloss of ten feet of 
line, but the swimmer secured his turn, 
and again set his face for theend. Moving 
the point of the rod to the left, to the 
right, raising it, sinking it, catching the 


| man fish wherever he showed a weak spot, 
| the wily angler played him right across 


the open space, and within ten feet of the 
end, and then, gauging the moment, he 
gave him the butt, and snap went the line 
and the fish struck home.

Plunge after plunge was of no avail and 
only prevented further reeling in, until 
finally a lucky turn brought the fish over, 
and he was promptly reeled in before he 


could get on his chestagain. Time, 4 min- 
utes.

Another rest was taken, and now the 
fisherman wanted to back himself at 5 to 
1 for the last leg, but not even the fish 
seemed inclined totake him. This time 
the fish dressed himself and rested an 
hour, walking around, and before going 
in taking a strong, rough rub. This time 
a curious thing occurred. As he dived in 


| his foot slipped, and he struck the water 


sidewise. The anglers had him on his back 
under the water the next moment, and if 
he had persisted in reeling him up would 
possibly have drowned him, so helpless 
was the fish. Amid laughter he let up, 
and the fish was allowed to land and start 
again. This time a successful header was 
taken, and astrong fight made. Swim- 
ming solely with the side stroke, the fish 
could see all the movements of the angler 
and so forged ahead until the downward 
stroke of his right arm swept the bottom 
at the shallow end of the bath. Feeling 
the shallow, with victory within reach, 
the fish turned his head, and that moment 
the butt was given him, his feet were 
swung aside and under, and before he 
knew what had occurred he was in the 
center of the bath again. Once more he 
tried the side stroke, but he was fast tir- 
ing, and the varying strain of the line, 
now to the right, now to the left, soon put 
the issue beyond doubt, and he was towed 
within reach of the net in 744 minutes. 
The swimmer said he was more tired than 
if he had swam a couple of miles in open 
water and is inclined to believe any fish 
story told him during the present season.

THREE NEW YORK LANDMARKS, 
— 
Trinity, St Paul’s and Grace Church Defy 
the Advance of Basinese Interests. 

Three landmarks on Broadway occu- 
py sites so valuable that their retention 
confounds every calculation of real es- 
tatespeculators. They are the only three 
churches on Broadway below Forty-sec- 
ond street, and each has come to be part 
of the popular distinction of that thor- 
oughfare. They are Trinity, St. Paul’s 
and Grace. All three have high claims 
to architectural eminence, and all three 
are of one denomination—the Protestant 
Episcopal 

The site of Trinity church, on Broad- 
way at the head of Wall street, is ap- 
praised officially at $4,000,000; that of 
St. Paul’s church, at Broadway and 
Fulton street, at $1,750,000, and that of 
Grace church, Broadway opposite Elev- 
enth street, at $350,000. The frontage 
of Trinity church, including the church- 
yard, is 406 feet, of St. Paul’s church 
167 feet and of Grace church 150 feet. 
The gross valuation of these three 
churches is $6,100,000, and as the usual 
rate of assessment on real estate is about 
60 per cent the actual market value of 
these three Broadway plots is in excess 
of $10,000,000. In European cities it is 
no strange thing for public thorough- 
fares to be dotted with venerable edi- 
fices erected for ecclesiastical, military 
or governmental purposes, but in New 
York, where there is no material partner- 
ship between church and state, and 
where, perhaps, more utilitarian views 
prevail than abroad, the steady enhance- 
ment of real estate val@es has been 
such that few religious corporations 
have been strong enough or felt them- 
selves strong enough to withstand the 
temptation tosell. On the present site of 
Tiffany’s, for instance, Broadway and 
Fifteenth street, formerly a church 
stood. There was a chapel opposite the 
site of the old New York hotel. But 
with the advance of business interests 
the congregations reluctantly moved 
away. These three landmarks named 
have stood their ground, and it seems 
probable that they will continue to do 
SO. 
St. Paul’s church is the oldest reli- 
gious edifice in this city. It was built in 


present site, and was erected in 1846. 
Grace church was erected in 1845, one 
year before Trinity, and the site, at the 
head of Broadway where it turns an 
angle at Tenth street, was carefully cho- 
sen. All three buildings enjoy the ad- 
vantage of being kept in excellent re- 
pair, and are improved from time to 
time by the liberal contributions of bene- 
factors. This is especially true of Trin- 
ity and Grace church, which may al- 
most be said to improve year by year. 
It is a peculiarity of these three land- 
marks of New York that those who at- 
tend them come, in nearly every case, 
from sections of the city far up town, 
so that they are, if such an expression 
may be used, the three churches to be 
reached by carriage. Very few persons 
who attend either Trinity or St. Paul’s 
reside in their vicinity, and the number 
of such parishioners decrea#es each year. 
Grace church retains its high rank ar- 
chitecturally, notwithstanding the num- 
ber of new church buildings in New 
York, and it has the additional distinc- 
tion of being popular for fashionable 
weddings.—New York Sun. 


SURPRISED THE OLD MAN. 


Richard Thought He Owed the Bank $1, 
but It Owed Him $343.25. 

Richard Roe deposited $705 in the 
Bowery Savings bank between 1885 and 
1849. Between 1835 and 1855 $753.89 
Was Withdrawn. When the last draft 
was made the depositor’s book appeared 
to be overdrawn $1. There were due 
Roe at that time, however, dividends 
amounting to $100.01, which had not 
been entered in his passbook, and the 
bank really owed him a balance of 
$99.01. 

The balance went on accumulating 
dividends until 1875, when it became a 
dormant account and ceased to draw in- 
terest. The amount then due Roe was 
$343.25. Efforts were made without 
success to find him.

Roe always intended to repay the $1 
he thought he owed, but never did so. 
President Townsend of the Bowery Say- 
ings bank, in looking over the books the 
other day, came across Roe’s account. 
A new search was instituted, and Roe 
was found at Rutherford. He was told 
to call at the bank with his old account 
books. Shortly afterward he did SO, a0- 
companied by his granddaughter, 17 
years old. 

“I suppose it’s about the dollar I owe 
your bank that you want to see me,” 
said the old man, addressing Mr. Town- 
send. He was astonished when told the 
facts. 

“Guess these bank people know 
what's right,’’ he said to his grand- 
daughter. ‘I never was much on 'rith- 
metic. ’’ 

He pocketed the $848.25, shook hands 
with the bank officials and returned 
home.—New York World

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


THE CHAIRMAN of the Water Com- 
missioners was pleased to tell the City 
Council Tuesday evening that he never 
had favored the purchase of the present 
works, and he did not seem to have a very 
exalted opinion of the department in 
general: the supply or the quality. Does 
he know that no city can enter the 
metropolitan district until it shall first 
have acquired the works of any water 
company in said city? Thisis laid down 
in Section 23. Quincy would not be in a 
position to go into the metropolitan 
“scheme” had it not taken possession of 
the works of the Quincy water company. 
With Monday’s information, the voters 
would have hesitated to purchase had they 
known that by taking one, they would 
have another saddled upon them without 
their wishes being consulted. Suppose the 
cost of the Metropolitan supply is double 
what it is now figured and Quincy’s assess- 
ment was $50,000 per year. It might have 
been. 

The chairman quoted from the report of 
the State Board of Health that the cost of 
the Metropolitan system to Quincy would 
be but two-thirds of what the Blue Hill 
supply would cost Quincey. Since this re- 
port was made the estimate of the Metro- 
politan supply has jumped up from nine- 
teen million to twenty-seven million, so 
that at the board’s figures one will cost 
about the same as the other. But it is 
admitted that lawyers and experts stretch 
figures to gain a point, so it may safely be 
said that Blue Hill supply will cost much 
less and Metropolitan much more. 

Reservoirs can be constructed as needed 
for about $100,000 each, and the yearly 
instalments and interest on these would 
not approach $25,000. 


Extensions to be Rushed, 


The street railway means business. Al- 
though the order granting locations did 
not pass the Council until late Monday 
night the rails have arrived at West Quincy, 
having been telephoned for Monday night. 
Work will either be commenced on the 
Braintree extension this week or not later 
than next Monday, and President Graham 
says that extension will be completed in 
ten days. Work will then be pushed on 
the East. Milton extension, so that by June 
17 both extensions will be in operation. 


Waterhouse Award. 


The land taken from Mrs. Waterhouse 
at Quincy Point for the Ward Two play- 
ground included about 54,000 feet. It was 
assessed for about $1,500, and about $3,000 
was offered by the city. Mrs. Waterhouse 
sued for $6,200 and was willing to com- 
promise on $5,000. The jury awarded 
$4,100, nearly eight cents per foot.

Quincy is out! Out of the Metropolitan 
water bill which proposed to assess the city

modeling and free-hand both received first | 
awards, while monumental! drafting, being | 
unclassified, received honorable mention; 
as also did the printed matter advertising | 
the evening classes. 

The Quincy attracted much attention | 
from those interested in the educational | 
matter, because of its perfect adaptability | 
to the leading industry of the city. The 
general secretary of the Chicago association 
told Secretary Colton that, so far as kis! 
knowledge extended, the Quincy classes 
had a larger per cent. of mechanics enrolled | 
than any association in the country. The 
education exhibit of the Quincy association 
reflects great credit on Mr. H. W. Beattie, 
the instructor. 

The athletic contest between the different | 
states took place on the new Association | 
Training School ground. The sports in-| 
cluded basket ball, which was won by!

General Cogswell, a Valued Son of 
Massachusetts, Breathes His Last. 


Wife, Son and Daughter at. 
His Bedside. 


He Rendered Distinguished Services Both In 
Times of War and of Peace. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—General Cogs- 
well died at 1.15 o’clock this morning in 
his rooms at the corner of Fourteenth and 
L streets, with his wife and his daughter 
and his son by his side. 

He passed away peacefully and pain- 
lessly. Bright’s disease of the kidneys had 
gradually sapped the strength of his sys- 
tem, so that when the end came his life 
went gently out. 

He had been dying since early Tuesday 
morning, when the physicians said that 
they did not expect him to live throuzh 
the day. He surprised the doctors, as he 
has surprised them before, by showing 
even in his weakness more strength than 
they had sup™osed he had. 

The sympachy and interest of the gen- 
eral’s many friends and acquaintances 
brought constant inquiries at the door as 
to his condition, coupled with expressions 
of sorrow, and there was general regret 
throughout Washington when the news of 
his death was read this morning. 

A Brilliant Career. 

William Cogswell, son of George and 
Abigail (Parker) Cogswell, was born in 
Bradford, Essex county, Mass., Aug. 23, 
1838. 

He was educated in the schools of Brad- 
ford, Atkinson academy, New Hampshire; 
Kimball Union academy, Meriden, N. H.; 
Phillips academy,” Andover, Mass., and 
Dartmouth college. He did not finish his 
course at Dartmouth, but went to sea, be- 
fore the mast, sailing around the world. 
On his return, he entered the Dean law 
school, Harvard university, from which he 
was graduated in 1860, 

Mr. Cogswell was first married in 
Haverhill, June 20, 1855, to Emma Thorn- 
dike, by whom he had three children. Mrs. 
Cogswell died April 1, 1877. Mr. Cogs- 
well was married again in Salem, Dec. 12, 
1881, to Eva Maria, daughter of Horatio 
Gates and Lydia (Carter) Davis. 

His military record from April, 1861, to 
July 25, 1865, is one unbroken series of 
earned promotion. 

He rose from captain to brevet brigadier 
general, United States volunteers. He | 
had two years of service in the Army of 
the Potomac and two more in the western 
army under Generals Thomas and Sher- 
man. 

He was mayor of Salem 1867, ’68 and ’69 
and 1873, '74; member of the house of rep- 
resentatives, 1870, 71, '81, 82 and ’83, and 
of the state senate, 1885, 86; was depart- 
ment commander of Massachusetts Grand 
Army 1870. 

General Cogswell was elected in 1886 to 
the Fiftieth congress and re-elected to the 
Fifty-first congress in 1888 and to the 
Fifty-second congress in 1890, where he 
has performed conspicuous service to his 
state.

Not Be Rep ated. 

Lm, via Galveston, May 22.—The ar 
rival of the United States coast defense 
ship Monterey, at Callao, was welcomed 
here with great enthusiasm. This feeling 
is manifested in Lima at every evidence of 
friendship which the government at Wash- 
ington extends to Peru. 

The Monterey is to stay at Callao until 
after the presidential election in Peru. 

The citizens of Lima express the feeling 
that if the Monterey had been in Peru 
during the recent revolution, when the 
revolutionists took possession of the city 
and fought in the streets, plundered many 
dwellings and leaving dead unburied ir 
the streets for days, her presence would 
have prevented the appalling slaughter 
which paralyzed the government and 
palsied American interests. 

Already, since the time of the election 
has been fixed and indications are offered 
of a return to astable and permanent gov- 
ernment, American interests show sigus 
ofreviving. 

Killed Fourteen and Injured Many. 

PrnoteE, Cal., May 22.—The nitro-glycer- 
ine house of the California Powder works 
at Pinole blew up yesterday, killing five 
white men and nine Chinamen, badly 
wounding two white men and three China- 
men, and less seriously injuring many 
others. How the explosion occurred is a 
mystery. It is believed, however, that a 
Chinaman dropped a can of nitro-glycerine, 
and that the voncussion from the explosion 
of this caused the general blow-up. Huse 
trees were thrown half a mile into the bay, 
Nitro-glycerine tanks weighing a top 
apiece are 500 yards distant from the scene. 
Toes, hands and other parts of bodies were 
picked up a mile away. 


Lord Douglas Got a “Bunger.” 

LONDON, May 22.—The fashionable prom- 
enade in Piccadilly was well filled with 
aristocratic spectators yesterday when the 
Marquis of Queensberry met his son, Lord 
Douglas of Hawyk. A few words were 
passed between them and there was 4 
brief but determined conflict. The police 
arrested the combatants. Lord Alfred 
received a black eye. Neither the father 
nor the son preferred a charge against the 
other, so they were charged with dis- 
orderly conduct. 

“Sooners” on Hand. 

OKLAHOMA Clty, May 22.—The Kicka- 
poo country, which will be opened to white 
settlement tomorrow noon, is full of 
“sooners,”’ and more are going there every 
day. The proclamation has not penetra- 
ted much beyond the towns on the raii- 
roads. In inland towns and on farts 
there are many people who have been 
waiting for years for the opening of the 
Kickapoo lands, and they hardly received 
the news in time to get ready for Thurs- 
day. 


Bail of $5000 Forfeited. 

CHICAGO, May 22. — Mrs. Warren 
Springer, the wife of a Chicago millionaire, 
was indicted some time ago for an alleged 
attempt to bribe a juror in a property con- 
demnation suitin which her husband was 
interested. When the case was called for 
trial yesterday the defendant was not in 
court. A capias was. issued and a bond of 
$5000 signed by her husband was declared 
forfeited. 


The Chili-Bolivian Altiance. 

BUENOS AYRES, May 22.—The treaty of 
peace and friendship concluded between 
Chili and Bolivia, by which Chili cedes to 
Bolivia a small strip of territory and a 
port on the Pacific, has been signed. 
Chili receives commercial advantages, and 
Bolivia becomes once more a country hav- 
ing an outlet for her commerce from the 
interior to the Pacitic. 

Favorably Received at Washington. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—Paul Bray, son- 
in-law of Mr. Waller, who has had so 
much trouble with the French at Mada- 
gascar, called at the state department 
yesterday to resume the conference with 
Acting Secretary Uhl. It was plain that 
he had made a most favorable impression 
upon the officials of the state department. 


Four Miners Suffocated. 

WHEELING, May 22.—A Pole carelessly 
ignited acan of powder in mine No. 4 of 
the Monongahela Coal company, and a 
terrific explosion followed. Smoke was 
driven through the different parts of the 
mine, suffocating four miners. Quite a 
number of others were seriously, but not 
fatally, affected by the smoke. 

Won't Visit the Wildes. 

NEw York, May 22.—Mrs. Frank Leslie 
repudiates the story that she is about to 
leave for Europe to visit Lady Wilde to 
condole with her in her family troubles. 
Mrs. Leslie says she severed her connec- 
tions with the Wilde family more than 
two years ago. 

. Fifty Victims of Fire. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 22.—In the town 
of Kobueden 200 houses have been destroyed 
by fire, andin the village of Rushany 25 
houses have been burned. During these 
conflagrations a total of 50 persons were 
killed, and many more were injured. 


Once More. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The validity of 
the Maxwell land grant, covering a large 
tract of landin Colorado and New Mex- 
ico, has been again confirméd by the 
United States supreme court.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


Quincy MAY have madea mistake in 
withdrawing from the Metropolitan water 
system, but it should not go into it blindly, 
and with the information at hand the City 
Council acted wisely in protecting its con- 
stituents, the taxpayers of Quincy. Who 
is the father of this movement? Not 
Boston, we understand, for they are re- 
ported to be opposed to it. Certainly none 
of the suburban cities individually, nor 
collectively. Quincy has not been asked 
to co-operate but at the eleventh hour was 
almost forced to enter, without even con- 
sulting its wishes, 

If concerted action was desired all the 
towns in this so-called metropolitan dis- 
trict should have been notified at the start. 
The plan should have been explained at a 
public hearing in each, and all the light 
possible given. Failing to take any such 
course, it remained the duty of the execu- 
tive to be alert to the city’s interest; to 
have called the attention of the City Coun- 
cil to it at its inception; and thus have 
allowed Quincy to have taken a hand in 
shaping the bill, to have investigated all its 
provisions, and at the same time to have 
ascertained if it would not be more feasible 
to enlarge our present source of water 
supply. 

Boston is certainly interested in the bill 
and it is reported today that Mayor Curtis 
will forego a contemplated outing of ten 
days at Rangeley lakes to fight certain 
ainendments to the bill. He says, ‘Iv 
means millions of dollars to the city if 
these amendments are allowed to go 
through, We fought them when the Dill 
was first introduced into the Legislature 
and they were taken out.” 

If it means millions of dollars to 
Boston it means millions of dollars to the 
outside district, for if Boston escapes for 
less, the outside district, to use a homely 
expression, will get ‘‘soaked’’ just so 
much. Quincy should not rest upon its 
oars because dropped from the bill, because 
the Legislature might take a notion to 
reinstate the city, Why should Quincy be 
assessed on a population of 28,000? Why 
should the works of Boston be purchased 
and not those of suburban cities? As all 
taxes are assessed on valuation rather than 
population, why should favors be shown to 
the rich towns of Brookline and Milton, 
which are better able to pay? Many other 
queries doubtless present themselves to 
our citizens, 


SPEAKING OF “ Home Rule in Granite 
Cutting,’ the Granite Cutters’ Journal 
accuses the DaILy LepGer of ‘‘ assuming 
the same role as many congressmen did on 
the discussion of the Wilson bill during the 
last session in advocating free trade in 
every district but theirown. The LEDGER 
did say that ‘Quincy might benefit some 
in Massachusetts if no stone for state 
buildings could be dressed in Westerly, in 
Niantic, in Barre, in Concord, or down 
east, because it would stand in to get more 
of this work, even though not cut in 
Quincy granite,” but at the same time the 
LEDGER opposed the passage of any such 
bill. We not only have granite enough for 
the city and state, but would like to do 
work for other states and the Nation. Free 
trade among the states, but protection for 
the Nation. 


ACCORDING TO the last annual report 
there was an unexpended balance of 
$13,007 22 of the original appropriation of 
$50,000 for playgrounds. The verdict of 
$4,162.34 for Mrs. Waterhouse will leave a 
balance of over $8,000, which should be 
expended fora playground in Ward One. 
The Centre ward has neither park or pla 
ground within its limits, and yet itaréeds a 
breathing spot more than any ofthe other 
wards, Now children of the centre are 
driven from one field to another. We do 
not advocate a playground simply for a 
ball field. The Faxon feld on Canal 
Street would make a ‘‘ dandyi” play-ground.

My Dear Srr—I herewith send you a 
deed of conveyance from myself and Mrs. 
Adams to the inhabitants of Quincy of 
certain parcels of land lying in the im- 
mediate vicini y of the Merry Mount park, 
to be held in perpetnity as a portion 
thereof. 

Some years ago, when the Park was 
originally laid ont, it seemed to me highly 
desirable that a water drive should be ar- 
ranged for, skirting the borders of the 
Quincy, the Fenno and the Mount Wollas- 
ton farms, and passing from one to the 
other throngh the Park. With a view to 
providing for this I then purchased the 
land now conveyed to the city. 

As you are aware, circumstances have 
since led to a change of residence on my 
part, and I am no longer a citizen of 
Quincy. Nevertheless, I cannot but retain 
a deep personal, as well as a hereditary 
interest in the welfare of the community of 
which I and my family had so long been a 
part. It, therefore, gives me great pleas- 
ure now to convey this property to it in 
trust, to be held, like the Park, asa _reser- 
vation and to be kept open as a resort for 
pleasure and recreation forever. 

I will further add that it is my hope, 
and still is, that circumstances will so 
shape themselves that I may feel free here- 
after to develop and perfect the Merry 
Mount park system. 

Should this be in my power, the doing it 
will require time, as well as a large ex- 
penditure of money. 

While I can, therefore, in this regard 
now promise nothing, I may add that it 
will be a great disappointment to me 
sbould I not at some time during my life 
| find myself in a position to carry out de- 
signs which I have long cherished, and to 
a very considerable extent matured.

A MINISTER'S MISTAKE 


Has Placed Venezuela In a Most Em- 
barrassing Predicament, 


The Simple Omission of the 
Word “Confidential” 


Led to Giving out of Passports and Severing 
of Diplomatic Relations. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—Serious trouble 
arose between France and Venezuela 
about four months ago. 

A number of European ministers resid- 
ing at Caracas united in a confidential 
note to their respective governments, in 
which they told of the lax condition of the 
government and the tendency of Vene- 
zuelan officials to avoid the settlement of 
just claims. 

The note was signed by the ministers of 
France, Germany, Spain and Belgium. 
The Italian minister did not sign it, but 
sent it to his government “for informa- 
tion.” By mischance, the ‘“‘confidential” 
was omitted frém the note, and it was 
published, with she signatures of the min- 
isters, in the Italian green book. 

Venezuela thus was pilloried. She at 
once gave theif passports to the French, 
Spanish and Belgium ministers, but the 
German minister had left before this in- 
dignity could be offered tohim. By this 
step Venezuela was almost cut off with 
relations with leading nations. Great 
Britain withdrew her ministers some time 
ago, because of the boundary trouble. 

Uncle Sam's Aid Invoked, 

It is with a view of overcoming this 
jsolation that Venezuela now asks the 
kindly offices of the United States toward 
assuming relations with the rest of the 
world. 

The request for the mediation of the 
United States is made by the Venezuelan 
government through its minister at Wash- 
ington, Senor Andrade. He was instructed 
by the Venezuelan minister of foreign af- 
fairs a short while ago to request that the 
United States ambassador at Paris, Mr. 
Eustis, be asked to act as intermediary in 
restoring friendly relations between the 
two countries. 

The United States legation at Caracas 
was also notified of the desire of the Ven- 
ezuelan government, and sent a recom- 
mendation to the state department that 
the office of intermediary be accepted. 

Department officials will not discuss the 
subject, and it cannot be learned whether 
instructions have yet been sent to Ambas- 
sador Eustis. 

Fatal Premature Explosion. 

ELKTON, Md., May 23.—W. C. Pyle and 
others were removing stumps in a new- 
made field, using dynamite cartridges for 
the purpose. William Havlow had just 
placed a cartridge in position when a 
premature explosion occurred, hurling the 
men through the air. Havlow was fright- 
fully lacerated and partly dismembered, 
and expired shortly. Two others will die 
from the effects of their injuries. 


Bank Burglars Foiled. 

NEw HAVEN, May 23.—Early this morn- 
ing two burglars blew open the safe of the 
National bank in Clinton. The explosion 
was heard by the watchman of the town, 
who rushed to the bank. His arrival 
frightened the burglars, who fled. The 
watchman fired and the burglars returned 
the fire, but no one was injured. The 
burglars escaped without securing any- 
thing of value. 


Referee Will Decide. 

NEw YORK, May 23.—Justice Ingraham, 
upon application of attorneys forthe Na- 
tional Shoe and Tjather bank, decided to 
appoint a referee to try the issues involved 
in one of nine suits brought by the bank, 
to which Amelia F. Baker is a party de- 
fendant. The bank wants to recover, if 
possible, a portion of the money of which 
it was defrauded of by Seely and Baker. 


New Constitution Adopted. 

Boston, May 232.—The principal business 
transacted yesterday by the Knights of 
Pythias included the adoption of the new 
constitution, increasing the per capita tax 
from 25 cents to 20 cents; the adoption of 
a resolution to pay mileage to the members 
in the future, and several changes in com- 
mittee appointments. 


Naval Court-Martial Ordered. 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—The navy de- 
partment will court-martial Lieutenant 
Edward J. Dorn, ordnance officer, and 
Lieutenant Wilson W. Buchanan, of the 
cruiser Olympia, for neglect of duty, lead- 
ing to the death of a gunner on board that 
vessel while on she Pacific coast. 


Brickmakers All Out. 
CHICAGO, May 23.—The_ brickmakers’ 
strike has reached the point where a total 
paralysis of all building operations in 
Cook county is threatened. Every union 
brickmaker in Cook county has quit work. 
The fight promises to be long and obstin- 
ate. About 1500 men are out. 


Generous Subscriptions. 

WASHINGTON, May 23,—The trustees of 
the American university, the Methodist 
educational institution to be located in the 
suburbs of Washington, held a meeting 
here yesterday, at which over $150,000 was 
subscribed for building the historical hall 
and library.

BEHRING SEA AGAIN. 


Threatening Clouds Dispelled by Eng and’s 
Timely Explanation. 

WASHINGTON, May 23.— Ambassador 
Pauncefote yesterday communicated to 
the state department important advices 
just received as to the Behring sea, which 
will permit the American authorities to 
act intelligently. 

Sir Julian also took occasion to clear up 
some misapprehensions as to the British 
naval vessels which will patrol Behring 
sea. The admiralty office at London had 
issued positive instructions for the detail 
of part of the Pacific squadron for a patrol 
fleet in the sealing waters. In accordance 
with these instructions, word was sent to 
the Canadian officials to furnish the list of 
ships to the ambassador at Washington. 
The officials mistook this to mean a list of 
all the sealing vessels, instead of naval 
ships, and accordingly the long list of pri- 
vate craft about to start for the sealing 
grounds, or already on their way, Was pre- 


As soon as Sir Julian received the dis- 
patch yesterday, he telegraphed to Ottawa 
that the list of ships previously called for 
referred to the naval ships, and these were 
desired at the earliest moment. 

In view of the admiralty office’s in- 
structions, there is no further doubt that 
the patrol will be maintained, and all un- 
easiness of the department on this scare 
has been removed. The conference with 
Sir Julian was very satisfactory and put 
amore favorable aspect on the Behring 
sea question. 

Riot at Indianapolis. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 23.—A riot occurred 
last night among the strikers of the West 
Indianapolis Car works and several shots 
were fired between the striking union 
workmen and the non-union men at work. 
Frank Madsen, assistant foreman of the 
works, was returning home when he was 
surounded by a mob of strikers. With 
him was L. N. Hinkley, foreman of the 
works. The strikers attacked them, se- 
riously injuring Madsen. Nine deputy 
sheriffs, who have been guarding the 
works, came to the assistance of the men, 
and several shots were exchanged. Itis 
reported that one of the mob was shot and 
carried off by his companions. More trou- 
ble is expected. 


A Flurry In Grain. 

New York, May 23.—Intense excite- 
ment prevailed in grain circles yesterday, 
the transactions in wheat alone footing up 
to 34,000,000 bushels, making over 103,000,- 
000 bushels for three days. At noon trans- 
actions showed an advance of over 3 cents, 
with business upon an enormous scale, as 
the result of reports of damage which 
poured in from all sections, attended with 
heavy orders to buy. As the market 
neared the close, July wheat touched 80 
cents at New York. The market closed at 
top prices. motes 

Claims Will Be Bitterly Contested For. 

GuTHRIE, O. T., May 23.—The crowd of 
prospective settlers on the line of the 
Kickapoo reservation has more than 
doubled. The opening will be a scramble, 
and every claim will be bitterly contested 
for. Gamblers and town site schemers are 
robbing the people on every side. Deputy 
United States marshals brought out a 
score of “‘sooners’’ and placed them under 
arrest. It is reported that hundreds are in 
the thick woods. 

Piston Rod Broke. 

New YORK, May 23.—The French line 
steamer La Gascogne reached quarantine 
at 4:35 p. m. yesterday.

The disabled piston was discon- 
nected, and after a delay of eight hours the 
steamer proceeded at a slow rate of speed.

A MORMON LESSON. 


AN INDUSTRIAL SYSTEM THAT WAS 
FOUNDED BY A GENIUS. 


Brigham Young Chose For the Corner 
stone of State the Sound Principle of 
Industrialism—What He Did With the 
Problem of Irrigation. 


On July 14, 1847, President Young 
and his fellow pioneers passed throngh 
the picturesque outlet of Emigration 
canyon into the valley of the Great Salt 
lake. Utah was then Mexican soil, and 
the leader pelieved he could found what- 
ever character of institution should suit 
him and his people. In the bitter anti- 
Mormon cruses of the past it has been 
alleged that ‘‘ Brigham Young had chains 
on men’s souls.’’ There isno doubt that 
religious superstition, rendered effective 
by the marvelous machinery of the 
church, was partly the source of the 
leader’s irresistible power with his own 
people, but back of the religious super- 
stition and the church organization 
stood the brain of a great and masterful 
man. He knew that his power, to be 
enduring, must rest upon something 
material and tangible, and this some- 
thing he discerned to be the prosperity 
of the people themselves. 

Brigham Young was an organizer of 
prosperity. This was the real source of 
his strength. He did not aim at mere 
temporary prosperity. On the contrary, 
he fought everything that tended to that 
end, going to the length of actually for- 
bidding the opening Uf the rich mines in 
the mountains near at hand, because he 
abhorred the spirit of speculation. He 
chose for the cornerstone of his state the 
principle of industrialism, and that prin- 
ciple lies there yet, at the base of a no- 
ble edifice of economic fact, reared by 
human toil and held firmly in place by 
the average prosperity of all who had 
part in its building. If the great archi- 
tect and the superintendents and fore- 
man who surrounded him enjoyed a 
larger share of the profits than the work- 
men, it is also true that the humblest 
hewer of stone and carrier of mortar was 
paid in proportion to the importance of 
his labors. And what fair mind can ob- 
ject to an industrial system that yields 
these results? 

So far as can be learned, Brigham 
Young had no previous knowledge of ir- 
rigation when he entered Salt Lake val- 
ley. He quickly realized that he had 
come to az arid country, which would 
be hopeless for agriculture unless arti- 
ficially watered. With marvelous percep- 
tion, he saw that irrigation was nota 
drawback, but an advantage of the most 
important sort. He realized that it 
meant freedom alike from the dangers of 
the drought and of the flood. He discoy- 
ered that, having a rich soil and ample 
sunshine, and adding moisture by the 
construction of ditches, it was actually 
an improvement upon nature to be able 
to turn the ‘‘rain’”’ either on or off with 
equal facility. And therefore he rightly 
concluded that he had found in these 
conditions the basis of the most certain 
worldly prosperity and the most scien- 
tific agriculture. 

It remained for a later genius to re- 
mark: ‘‘Irrigation isnot asubstitute for 
rain. Rain isa substitute for irrigation, 
and a mighty poor one.’’ But if the 
Mormon leader did not say so he evi- 
dently felt it. He perceived, further- 
more, that irrigation was much more 
than an insurance policy upon the crops. 
It brought all the processes of agricul- 
ture within the realm of known facts, 
and that is science. 

‘It even rendered possible the control 
of the size of vegetables, and this be- 
came important many years afterward, 
when the Mormon people added a great 
sugar factory to their industrial system, 
for it is important to grow sugar beets 
of about a standard size to get the best 
results. Moisture is required to give the 
beet a vigorous growth at the beginning, 
but when it is well started weeks of un- 
interrupted sunshine are desirable in 
order to develop the saccharine qualities. 
Much sunshine at the wrong time dries 
up thecrop, while much moisture at the 
wrong time produces a beet pleasing to 
look upon, but unprofitable at the fac- 
tory. 

Brigham Young also realized, almost 
at the first, that the necessity of careful 
irrigation largely increased the labor 
upon an acre of land, but he found that 
this labor was generously rewarded by 
the increased yield both in quantity and 
quality. And from this fact he drew 
the most important principle of his 
commonwealth, which was the division 
of land into small holdings. Closely re- 
lated to this is the other twin factor in 
Mormon prosperity—the diversification 
of farm products to the last degree. 

Natural conditions, even where there 
is the most abugdant and well distribut- 
ed rainfall, are often favorable to the 
production of only a few crops. But the 
Mormons realized that the skillful ap- 
plication of water just where and when 
needed, and in just the right quantity, 
and by the very best method, rendered 
possible the widest variety of fruits, 
vegetables and cereals suited to the tem- 
perate zone. Thus Brigham Young 
taught the peop® that no man should 
own more land than he could cultivate 
to its highest point by his own and his 
family’s labor, and that no man should 
go toa store for any article of food or 
clothing that could be profitably pro- 
duced on his own small farm.—‘‘The 
Conquest of Arid America,’’ by William 
E. Smythe, in Century,

Once when he and a party of other men 


were making salt at a lick, they were 


surprised and carried off by the Indians. 


The old hunter was a prisoner with them 
for some months, but finally made his 


escape and came home through the track- 
less woods as straight as the wild pigeon 


flies. He was ever on the watch to ward 
off the Indian inroads and to follow the 


war parties and try to rescue the pris- 
oners.

Twice bands of In- 
dians, accompanied by French, Tory 
and British partisans from Detroit, bear- 
ing the flag of Great Britain, attacked 
Boonesboro. In each case Boone and his 
fellow settlers beat then, off with loss. 

At the fatal battle of the Blue Licks, 
in which 200 of the best riflemen of 
Kentucky were beaten with terrible 
slaughter by a great force of Indians 
from the lakes, Boone commanded the 
left wing. Leading his men, rifle in 
hand, he pushed back and overthrew 
the force against him. But meanwhile 
the Indians destroyed the right wing 
and center and got in the rear, so that 
there was nothing for Boone’s men ex- 
cept to flee with all speed.—Theodore 
Roosevelt-in St. Nicholas. 


WELLINGTON WAS WARNED. 


A Design Which Might Have Materially 
Affected the Destiny of Europe. 

The story goes that Wellington used 
to ride over daily, with one or two of 
his staff, from his headquarters at St. 
Jean de Luz, and take his stand on the 
top of a wooded sand hillock, called 
Blane Pignon, on the left bank of the 
Adour, which commands a view of both 
banks and the town itself two miles up 
stream. This had been noticed by the 
French, who had still command of the 
river and the opposite shore, and the 
zealous sailor aforesaid, Bourgeois by 
name, conceived the plan of entrapping 
the great English captain by lying in 
ambush for him, with a few men, 
among the undergrowth on the sand 
dune, which happened to be on neutral 
ground just outside the line of French 
pickets. 

General Thouvenot very honorably de- 
clined to sanction this tricky proceeding, 
but, seeing through his glasses from the 
clock tower of the cathedral in Bayonne 
that it was actually being carried out, 
notwithstanding his disapproval, he sent 
a mounted orderly, as fast as he could 
gallop, down the road on the left bank 
of the river (the present site of the Al- 
lees Marines) past the French pickets, 
to warn Wellington of hig danger. The 
message was just in time” When within 
a short distance of the ambush, awaiting 
him on the narrow little track winding 


up the sand dune, he turned his horse | 


and moved quietly off in another direc- 
tion. 

So says the story, which, entirely be- 
lieved by the French, is placed on record 
by Morel, declared in a footnote to be 
correct, and then (1846) within the 
memory of living witnesses. We can en- 
tirely agree with the author in his suc- 
ceeding remark, ‘‘Thus, by one of those 
strange chances beyond all human ex- 
planation, there fell through a design 
which might have materially changed 
the course of events.’’—Macmillan’s 
Magazine. 


Credulity of Russian Peasantry. 

A writer in a French review tells a 
curious story serving to show the misery 
and credulity of the peasantry in some 
districts of Russia, as well as the an- 
dacity of the unscrupulous swindlers by 
whom they are sometimes fleeced. An 
adventurer was recently tried at Saratof 
for having induced a number of peasants 
to abandon to his keeping all their world- 
ly possessions, with the view of emi- 
grating under his guidance to—Jupiter.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


ONE OF the proposed amendments of 
Representative Jones to the Metropolitan 
water bill fixes the terms on which cities 
and towns may come in later into the 
system, a matter which the bill now pro- 
vides shall be left to the mayors and select- 
men w-thin the district. These amend- 
ments were ordered printed but have not 
yet been issued, and are of vital interest to 
Quincy. It is these amendments that have 
riled Mayor Curtis of Boston, who is also 
reported to be dissatisfied with the appor- 
tionment of the cost. He fears too much 
will fall on Boston, and is also alarmed at 
the threatened damages which promise to 
be several million dollars. What alarms 
Boston should also cause Quincy to think, 
for we may not yet be out of the woods, 

A private conference was held at the 
office of Mayor Curtis Thursday when the 
Mayor and Corporation Counsel Bailey 
met a committee representing the town of 
West Boylsten and other towns affected by 
the bill. Just why West Boylston should 
appear before the Mayor of Boston, rather 
than the Legislature or its committee, is 
not apparent, unless this water bill is pure- 
ly a matter of providing Boston with 
water, and the cities of the district are 
simply to play the fiddle. hese cities 
should play softly that they may hear all 
that is going on, and be prepared to have 
only justice done to all cities. Repre- 
sentatives should be prepared for amend- 
ments which Boston will propose to the 
bill. 


THE GRIEVANCE of bank depositors 
seems to be a just one, but if Saturday 
afternoon is not already a holiday it 
promises to be one speedily, for yesterday 
the Massachusetts House passed to be 
engrossed the Senate bill, making it such, 
If a bank holiday, naturally no business 
can be done. As a correspondent says 
today, however, the business of Quincy 
and the business of Boston are entirely 
diffrent on Saturday, and to accommo- 
date Quincy merchants the local banks 
should close later rather than earlier on 
Saturdays.

MEMPHIS, May 24.— Under a ban >F 
with the inscription ‘Sound Currency 
and Better Banking Facilities,’ repre- 
sentative men of the southern states as- 
sembled at the Auditorium to express 
their opposition to the doctrine of the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver and to de- 
clare in favor of the continuance of pres- 
ent monetary conditions. 

The selection of Congressman Catchings 
for permanent chairman was made, and 
the congressman accepted the honorina 
graceful speech. After the selection of 
G. O. Matthews as secretary, a committee 
on resolutions was appointed, and a dele- 
gate from each of the states represented 
was appointed without debate. 

Secretary of the Treasury Carlisle was 
then introduced by Chairman Catchings, 
and as the Kentuckian stepped tothe front 
of the stage the audience arose to its feet 
and cheered enthusiastically for several 
minutes. After quiet had been restored, 
the secretary spoke substantially as fol- 
lows:

It cannot but be interesting and ia- 
structive to-atudy and compare Christ’s 
cross and our crosses. It is only in the 
light of His cross that we can under- 
stand our own, and nothing inspires us 
to bear our crosses so much as the 
thought of His. In the light of His 
cross, then, we may learn what it is to 
have a cross, how it is to be borne and in 
what it is to result. 

1. Christ’s cross required self denial. 
So will mine. Christ denied Himself of 
many things that were rightfully His, 
in order that He might take up His 
cross. He denied Himself of heaven, of 
his Heavenly Father’s association and 
fellowship. His life upon earth was a 
constant self denial, and at last He de- 
nied Himself ef life itself. To us He 
says, ‘‘Whosoever will come after Me, 
let him deny himself and take up his 
cross.’’ To take up our crosses we must 
deny ourselves. We must deny ourselves 
of all that is sinful, of all that would 
bring injury to ourselves or to our fel- 
low men, of all that is condemned of 
God. To give up all for Christ may 
sometimes seem a hardship, but by con- 
stant practice even self denial for Christ 
becomes a positive pleasure, and, as by 
comparison, we see how insignificant 
our cross of self denial is to His, how 
willingly we should deny ourselves for 
Him.

telligence, patriotism and commercial honor 
of every man to whom it is addressed. No 
matter what may be the real purpose and 
motives of those who make the proposition to 
legalize the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, these are 

The Consequences Involved 
in their scheme, and, in my opinion, they can- 
not be avoided if it shoulda be adopted. 

After reviewing the ratios of coinage and 
the amounts of gold and silver in use as 
circulating medium, the secretary said: 

I confess my inability to understand what is 
really meant by a double standard of money 
value; the idea is incomprehensible in my 
mind, because I cannot conceive how it is pos- 
sible to have two different legal and authori- 
tative measures of the same thing in use at the 
same time, as, for instance,a pound weighing 
16 ounces or a pound weighing 8 ounces, or 
only half as much, and both declared by law 
to be legal. 

Reviewing the fact that values will al- 
ways be measured by the kind of money 
in actual circulation, Mr. Carlisle stated 
the proposition before the people as being 
that without co-operation of other nations 
we should declare that all silver should be 
made into coin at the ratio of 16 pounds of 


certificates below the denomination of $10 
into higher denominations, so as to make our 
entire circulation below the denomination of 
$10, either silver or silver certificates, and to 
this end the secretary of the treasury should 
be authorized by law to coin from time to 
time, as the people may require them, silver 
dollars, until the demand for money below the 
denomination of $10 is at all times satisfied. 

6. We realize that our national banking sys- 
tem was adopted during a period of war and 
that itisnot adapted to existing conditions. 
We, therefore, favor such legislation as will 
secure to the people a system of banking sur- 
rounded by such safeguards as will at all times 
furnish them a safe, elastic and sufficient cur- 
rency for the transaction of their business. 

7. We cannot too highly commend the un- 
flagging courage and sturdy patriotism of 
President Cleveland in his efforts to protect 
the national honor and to maintain the public 
credit during aperiod of great financial dis- 
tress, and under conditions which threatened 
danger to both, and we congratulate him and 
the entire country on the evidences of return- 
ing prosperity. 

The reading of the resolutions were 
frequently interrupted by applause.

To assert that the people are in debt is to 
simply say that they have traded with each 
other on credit.

Petrators be properly punished, but let us not 
involve the whole country in disaster, and im- 
molate the innoewent and guilty alike in order 
to punish the real offenders. The laboring 
people as a rule owe very little at any one 
time, while their employers are always in- 
debted to them, because of wages not paid in 
advance; and besides they have many of them 
deposits in savings banks, trust companies, 
building associations, life insurance companies 
and banks. 

In all there are about 21,000,000 people, gen- 
erally poor, who have given credit to these 
great corporations, and in my opinion it would 
be a grievous wrong to adopt any policy which 
would deprive them of the legal right to de 
mand and receive just as good money a3 they 
parted with when they made the deposits in 
banks, or paid premiumson insurance policies. 

Agreat government should do nothing to 
discredit its obligations or to diminish the 
value of the money in the hands of its citizens, 
interrupt the course of their business or de- 
stroy the foundations upon which their com- 
mercial systems have been constructed. We 
are all Americans, citizens of the same great 
republic. There can be no antagonistic in- 
terest, no prosperity in one section at the ex- 
pense of another, but we must stand or fall to- 
gether.

Very Little Style About the Great Com- 


mander—Southerners Surprised at His | 
Plainness—Examining the Breastworks. 


Two Divisions Sacrificed. 


There is nobody who is t familiar 
with the portrait of General Grant or the 
picture of his life that hangs with it on 
the walls of thousands of homes and 
hearts, but there are few of the American 
people who knew him as did those officers 
and private soldiers with whom he came 
in close contact during the greater part of 
that stormy period in the history of this 
To many 
he was a great silent being, who inspired 
confidence and caused a supremely com- 
fortable feeling to pervade the minds of 


the people during his war administrations. | 


This is all good, but it is better to si 
down on the side of an old soldier’s resi- 
dence and hear about the great general 
from lips that often greeted him under 
circumstances extraordinary—those who 
saw him from a soldier's point of view, 
when he commanded the largest and 
grandest army ever mustered under the 
sun. The following reminiscences of Gen- 
eral Grant are quoted from a captain of 
ap Indiana regiment who was at Vicks- 
burg: 

“We had taken about 2,500 rebel pris- 
oners and were guarding them. General

THE CURRENCY FIGHT. 


Champions of Either Side Actively 
Preparing For the Fray. 


Bryan Argues For Silver ata 
, Memphis Meeting. 


Democratic Press of New York Hears Opinions | 
of Cleveland and Hill. 


| ‘MEMPHIS, May 25.—Close on the heels of | 
Thursday's sound money convention here, 

came a rousing meeting last night of an 

equally numerous class of citizens, whose 

slogan is “Honest Money.” Their guest 

of honor was W. J. Bryan of Nebraska. 

Shortly after the sound money convention 

was called, the silver people got to work 

upon s counter demonstration, with the 

result that Mr. Bryan consented to reply 

to the speech of Secretary Carlisle. i 

| Mr. Bryan received an enthusiastic re- 
ception. A considerable part of his speech 
was taken up with comparisons of Secre- 
tary Carlisle's speech with utterances said 
to have been made by him in 1878. The 
telling points in Mr. Bryan’s speech were 
loudly applauded, and when he had oon- 
cluded the audience rose to its feet and 
cheered for several seconds. 

Mr. Bryan saidin part: ‘What need 1a 
there for bimetallism if the gold standard 
will furnish a sufficient amount of money? 
The confession that bimetallism is desir- 
able destroys all arguments advanced in 
behalf of gold monometallism, and when 
one has admitted the desirability of bi- 
metallism he must either favor the restora- 
tion of it by the United States alone or 
submit the destinies of these people to 
foreign nations. It has been well said 
that itis more dangerous to put an Eng- | 
Mish banker at the head of our financial 
system than to putan English admiral at 
the head of our navy, or an English gen- 
era] at the head of our army.” 

Mr. Bryan discussed various phases of 
the money question, quoting frequently 
from Secretary Carlisle. He closed by 
saying that Secretary Carlisle had de- 
serted the ‘struggling masses” for whom 
he formerly spoke, but that even without 
his leadership they would be able to cast 
their ballots for the restoration of the 
gold and silver coinage of the constitu- 
tion, and that the present effort of Mr. 
Oarlisle, instead of retarding the move- 
ment, would make his former speech fa- 
miliar to the American people and show 
them the danger of entrusting our finan- 
cial policy to the “idle holders of idle 
capital,’’ or to their representatives. 


CLEVELAND AND HILL 
Give Democratic Editors of New York Their 
Opinions on Currency. 

New YORK, May 25.—The two days’ 
stay of the Democratic editors came to an 
end last night, when a banquet was ten- 
dered them at Delmonico’s. The banquet 
hall was taxed to its full capacity, covers 
being laid for 250. Colonel W. L. Brown 
acted as toastmaster. 

Scarcely had the diners taken their 
first puffs at their perfectos when Colonel 
Brown rapped for order and introduced 
John A. Mason, whothanked the Dem- 
ocrats of Gotham for their hospitality to 
the visitors. Mr. Mason then read a let- 
ter from President Cleveland which 
evoked tumultuous applause. After ex- 
pressing regret, the president in his letter 
said: 


“When a campaign is actively on foot 
to force the free, unlimited and inde- 
pendent coinage of silver by the govern- 
ment, at aratio which will add to our cir- 
culation unrestrained millions of so-salled 
dollars, intrinsically worth but half the! 
amount they purport to represent, with no! 
provision or resource to make good their 
deficiency in value, and when it is claimed | 
that such a proposition has any relation 
tothe principles of Democracy, it is time 
for all who may in the least degree 
influence Democratic thought to realize 
their responsibility. 

“Our party is the party of the people, 
not because it is wafted hither and thither 
by every sudden wave of popular excite- 
ment and misconception, but because, 
while it tests every proposition by the doc- 
trines which underlie its organization, it 
insists that all interests should be de- 
fended in the administration of the gov- 
ernment, without especial favor or dis- 
crimination. 

“Above all, our party is the party of the 
people, and it recognizes the fact that 
sound and absolutely safe money is the 
life-blood of our country’s strength and | 
prosperity, and it teaches that none of 
our fellow-citizens, rich or poor, great 
or humble, can escape the consequences of 
@ Gegeneration of our currency. 

“Democratic care and conservatism rec- 
ognize that i here exists inconvenience and 
hardship, resulting from the congestion or 
imperfect distribution of our circulating 
medium, a remedy should be applied 
which will avoid the disaster that must | 
follow in the train of silver monometal- 
lism.” 

Toastmaster Brown then introduced 
Senator Hill as ‘the Democrat who stands 
for all that there is pure and good in|! 
Democratic politics.’ The senator was 
accorded a perfect ovation as he rose to 
speak to the toast, ‘‘Democracy.”’ 

Senator Hill begun with a tribute to the 
press and a lengthy explanation of Democ- 
racy. Continuing, he spoke of the most! 
important recent event in our national! 
affairs, the decision of the supreme court | 
onthe income tax, saying that for that 
event we should congratulate ourselves 
and render hearty thanks. 

Referring to the silver question, the sena- 
tor said: ‘The question that is now creat- 
ing the most burning issue in our national 
politics is the silver question. If the reso- 
lutions adopted by the delegates to the! 
mstional conventions held by each of the! 
two great parties in 1893 and the resolu- | 
tions adopted by those same parties as 
presented in several state conventions of 
1894 are an indication, it is plain that the 
voters of the country generally prefer the 
bimetallic system of coinage that prevailed 
in the United States before 1873. 

“In 1892 there was not much difference | 
in that regard between the resolutions of 
the two greater parties. The Republicans | 
used the word ‘bimetallism,’ and hence 
the Republican state platforms of 1894 use 
that word more frequently than do the 
Democratic, but both refer to free bi- 
metallic coinage. Nearly all that refer to | 
8 ratio mention 16. Nearly every one, | 
Democratic and Republican, demands 
parity in purchasing and debt-paying 
power of the coined dollars.” |

FIRST PRACTICAL STEP 


Toward the Projected Formation of a 
Central American Republic, 


Nicaragua-Honduras Treaty 
Already In Effect. 


Guatemala, Salvador and Costa Rica Will Next 
Fall in Line. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The state de- 
partment is in receipt of advices that new 
treaties of far-reaching importance be- 
tween Nicaragua and Honduras were put 
into effect by proclamation on April 15. 

These treaties take a step toward the 
forming of a Central America nation out 
of the several small republics—Nicaragua, 
Honduras, Guatemala, Salvador and Costa 
Rica. The first treaty forms a defensive 
alliance in case of foreign war and an 
offensive alliance against common enemies. 
It obliterates commercial frontiers, so that 
foreign goods once admitted to one coun- 
try are free to enter the other. An express 
provision is made against the possibility 
of war between the countries by an articl. 
requiring differences to be adjusted by ar- 
bitration by some government on tke 
Ameriean continent. 

Alliance Assured. 

There has been more or less conjecture 
as to the formation of a Central American 
nation, but this treaty appears to be the 
first practical step toward its accom- 
plishment. Its proclamation at Teguci- 
galpa on April 15 was followed by a meet- 
ing at Managua of the ministers of Sal- 
vador, Honduras and the other republics, 
with a view to carrying out article 53 for 
the acceptance of the treaty by all of the 
countries. 

The text of another Nicaragua-Hon- 
duras treaty has also been received. It 
provides for the arbitration of their 
secondary question by a commission, to 
be chosen by the two countries, and if 
abagreement on the commission is not 
made then Spain is constituted final arbi- 
trator.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


THE NEW court house bill in the Legis- 
lature is the subject of a lengthy editorial 
in today’s Herald, and by request it is re- 
published in full in another column. The 
Herald is misleading and terms it a bad 
precedent. First as to the title of the bill. 
If it reads, an act to provide for the con- 
struction of acourt house for the city of 
Quincy, it isa misnomer. It is not for the 
city but for the district of East Norfolk, 
which includes the towns of Milton, 
Braintree, Randolph, Holbrook, Wey- 
mouth and Cohasset as well as Quincy. 
It is for all these towns. The court is 
long established and Quincy has always 
been the seat, since 1871 we believe. The 
district has nearly one-half the population 
of the county, and about one-third of the 
valuation. It already has a court room 
but the judges, lawyers and officers say 
they have outgrown it, and that it is ill 
adapted to the needs of the busy court. 


city. As suitable quarters cannot be 
obtained in any of the present building, 
why should not the county build rather 
rent, and by so doing obtain just what is 


wanted ? 


Ir Is reported that an effort will be made 
in the City Council this evening to rein- 
state Quincy in the Metropolitan water bill. 
Unless the terms by which Quincy may 
enter later are unusually severe, no such 
action should be taken. Even then it is 
of doubtful expediency as Quincy has 
about enough water to flood her. ‘The city 
is now paying annually maturing water 
bonds amounting to $25,000, and also 
interest on water debt amounting to over 


$28,000.

There wasa large attendance of mem- 
bers of the Paul Revere post, Sons of Vet- 
erans and Women’s Relief corps, and 
others, at the Wollaston Methodist Episco- 
pal church on Sunday evening to hear the 
Key. C. W. Wilder's Memoria! sermon. 

tev. Mr. Wilder took for his text: Ex- 
odus 13:26, ‘What mean ye by this ser- 
vice?’’ He said in part: The text takes 
us back to a great epoch in the history of 
the Hebrew nation; that of their deliver- 
ance from bondage in Egypt. This deliv- 
erance was to be celebrated, and the re- 
membrance of it preserved by an annual 
memorial service. When asked by their 
children in subsequent years, ‘‘ What mean 
ye by this service ?’’ they were to explain 
to them its significance, and enjoin them 
to continue it forever, 

It was a service instituted by Divine au- 
thority. Our Lord Jesus Christ instituted 
for his followers a similar service, as a 
memorial of Himself and of His death, 
and commanded His disciples to continue 
it til His coming again. 

The service referred to in our text was a 
national memorial, It has been the custom 
of nations in all ages to preserve and per- 
petuate the memory of important events in 
their history, 

Thus we celebrate the Declaration of In- 
dependence on the 4th of July. We cele- 
brate Washington’s birthday, Bunker Hill 
day, and other important anniversaries 
connected with our history. 

It is a part of God’s plan for men that 
nations should exist. Though He never 
chose but one nation as His special people, 
He nevertheless has a providential care for 
all. Providence in our history is more 
marked than in the history of almost any 
other people, 

It is fitting that we should remember in 
an appropriate way these great national 
events. The remembrance of the deeds, 
sacrifices and heroism of those who 
planted, and those who preserved our na- 
tion, cannot be other wise than beneficial. 

Monuments are often erected to celebrate 
important events; but rites to be per- 
formed and ceremonies to be enacted, are 
far more instructive and impressive than 
monuments. If these only were erected, 
the deeds and sacrifices of the past would 
not teach their most impressive lessons. 
Itis for this reason that the services of 
Memorial Day have been established. They 
honor the dead, it is true, but they have 


not been instituted so much for them as | 


for the living. The flowers and flags 
placed on the graves of departed heroes 
are nothing to them, They have their 
lessons of patriotism and sacrifice for all 
beneath our starry flag. Neither are they 
instituted for the survivors of the conflict. 
There is litle danger that they will forget 
the sacrifices of the past, as that their love 
for their country and flag will grow cold. 
Their scars and broken health, and pre- 
mature old age would be for them suffi-

day. 

In the First Presbyterian church the 
Rev. Robert Westly Peach chose as the 
text for the morning sermon, John 6:68— 
** Lord, to whom sha'! we go? thou hast 
the words of eternal life.’”, To whom shall 
we go is a question that comes to everyone 
in the course of a lifetime. Amid the pur- 
plexities of life one has the option to elect 
between divine wisdom and human folly. 
Ancient philosophers had many sage words 
to say but they were not words of eternal 
life. When philosophers and skeptics get 
confounded **Come unto me”’ as expressed 
in Christ are so simple that even children 
are guided to felicity. 


“It is expedient that I go away,’ was 
the subject of Key. Walter Russel] Breed’s 
sermon on Sunday morning.

Sixty-Five Were Ki led. 

Paris, May 27.—The governor of French 
Guiana cables to the French government 
that as a consequence of Brazilian free- 
booters capturing a French soldier named 
Trajane, and robbing other Frenchmen on 
the frontier territory between French 
Guiana and Brazil, the governor sent a 
dispatch boat, with marines, to restore or- 
der. M. Lunier, captain of the marines, 
with only two men, took a flag of truce 
to demand the surrender of Trajane. 
Cabral, the leader of the freebooters, 
treacherously fired upon M. Lunier. A 
fierce conflict ensued, the marines coming 
to the assistance of the Frenchmeg. In 
two hours’ fighting Cabral lost over 60 
killed, including himself, and the French 
five killed, including Lunier, and 20 
wounded. It is feared that this encounter 
will lead to trouble with Brazil, the scene 
of the conflict being in debatable territory 
between the two countries. 


The Formosa Uprising. 
HonG KonG, May 27.—The Chinese gen-

can movement in the island of Formosa 
with hisarmy. Money, arms and soldiers 
are being shipped from the mainland.

AN ARMENIAN UPRISING 


Likely to Be Delayed by Scarcity of 
Food In Disturbed Districts, 


"DEATH OF PHIL KEARNY. 


Shot While Leading a Column at the Bat- 
tle of Chantilly. 

Colonel W. L. Goldsmith of Mississippi 
gives the following account of the death 
of General Kearny, who was killed by 
soldiers of the Forty-ninth Georgia regi- 
ment in September, 1562: 

The battle of Chantilly was fought late 
in the afternoon amid a severe storm of 
wind and rain. It was a gloomy, dark, 
depressing afternoon, and night was fast 
approaching. Our brigade had not fired 
a gun, but was on the extreme left of our 
forces and behind a worm rail_ fence 
grown up thick with saplings and $ushes 
—an excellent place for ambushing. The 
fighting wasall toour right. I had charge 
of the skirmish line, some 200 yards in 
advance of our line of battle, and ina 
cornfield which gently sloped up toward 
the direction of the Federals. Presently 
Isaw aline of blue majestically moving 
toward us several hundred yards away, 
and I remember distinctly the powerful 
impression it made on my mind at the 
time. As it came forward, slowly and 
grandly, amid the thickening gloom of 
that dreary September evening, it re- 
minded me of an inrolling blue wave of 
the great ocean coming toward us. They 
had no skirmish line, and I withdrew our 
forces back to the main line, and as far 
asI couldI tried to get the men to hold 
their fire until the enemy came close up. 
Some of our men commenced firing be- 
fore the enemy came close enough, which 
spoiled the whole game. The Federals 
were checked and driven back s0 easily 
that we knew something was the matter 
and attributed their timidity to the de- 
moralizing influence of defeat at second 
Manassas only a few days before, but on 
re-establishment of our skirmish line we 
discovered that the gallant General Phil 
Kearny had been killed, and this was the 
cause of the Federals’ weak attempt. 

The grief of our entire army was mark- 
ed and sincere over this sad news, and Gen- 
eral Lee sent his body through the lines 
next day, to the great satisfaction and ap- 
proval of usall. General Kearny was killea 
by the Forty-ninth Georgia regiment, be- 
loved and mourned by both blue and gray.

‘Further Examples of Awful 


Outrages by Kurds. 
Armenian Baby Roasted and Parents Com- 


pelled to Eat Its Flesh. 


LoNpox, May 27.—A special correspond- 
ent at Kars, Russia, confirms the story of 
an impending uprising of Armenians. He 
Says: 

During the past three weeks I have had 
unusual opporutnity for obtaining addi- 
tional confirmation of the facts contained 
in my announcement of the impending 
uprising of the Armenians in Turkey next 
month. 

The exact date for the uprising has not 
yet been fixed, owing for the most part to 
the fact that the extreme eastern section 
of the revolutionary party is not ready for 
active operations. Whether or not the 
central section will wait for the eastern 
wing longer than the month of May, Ido 
not know, nor has the matter actually been 
decided. Iam led to believe that the east- 
ern wing cannot be ready for hostilities in 
May, and possibly not before July 1. 

The eastern wing has been and is hav- 
ingahard time of it, owing to twocir- 
cumstances over which the leaders have 
no control. In the first place, the moun- 
tain passes leading to Van have been 
blocked with snow for months, so that 
only special messengers, following the 
regular routes of travel, could get through, 
and, therefore, it was impossible to for- 
ward guns and ammunition from Russia 
and Persia to the districts about Lake 
Van. In the second place, the Armenians 
in the eastern end of Turkey are in a con- 
dition bordering on starvation. It is 
obvious that people in this condition can- 
not fight. On this point a leading execu- 
tive officer of the revolutionary party said 
to me three days ago: 

Can't Fight on Empty Stomachs, 

“Tf men have nothing in their stomachs, 
what can they do? We must first feed 
them before we can expect them to fight. 
When we can get food enough on hand to 
last two months then we shall show the 
world how Armenians can fight.” 

It is this question of food that the revo- 
lutionary leaders will find most difficult of 
solution; for the problem of smuggling 
guns into Armenia will be solved with the 
coming of spring, which is now just be- 
ginning to be felt in the lower valleys. It 
is plain that if no food is to be had, people 
cannot be fed, no matter how much money 
they may have, and it is a fact that in the 
eastern part of Armenia food is so scarce 
that the well-to-do and rich people have 
no more than they actually need. 

As for the poorer Armenians, their con- 
dition is distressing in the extreme, and, 
added to the robberies, outrages and mas- 
sacres Which Turks and Kurds have 
brought upon them, they are now har- 
assed by a famine so terrible that many 
of them are actually dying of starvation. 
Few crops were grown last summer, owing 
to the fact that many of the farmers and 
cultivators were thrown into prison by the 
Turks under charges of revolutionary con- 
spiracy. 

There will be no crops planted in eastern 
Armenia this spring, for the country 
everywhere is suffering from a reign of

Nothing Could Be Done, 

He was accompanied on this tour of in- 
vestigation by Dr. Wright, an American 
missionary, stationed at Salmas. These 
gentlemen took testimony from several 
witnesses to the effect that when the Tur- 
kish soldiers and Kurds appeared at a cer- 
tain village they killed some of the villagers 
who dared to protest against their out- 
rages, and that one of the dead men was 
cut up and boiled in a kettle like so much 
beef.

The wretched 
creatures were compelled to eat their dead 
friend to the last mouthful. 

In another yillage, a party of Kurds 
found a child asleep in a cradle. They 
overturned the cradle and smothered the 
child. Then they dissected the body and 
roasted pieces of it before the fire. “Asa 
climax they compelled the members of the 
family, including the child’s mother, to 
eat the roasted pieces.

A stirring war song that was famous in 
its day and generation, and which served 
its purpose at the time, was known by the 
above title. It was in answer tothe proc- 
lamation of President Lincoln in 1362, 
talling for 300,000 volunteers to swell the 
army, and it doubtless contributed to that 
result. 

At first the stanzas appeared anony-

mously in the New York Evening Post of 
July 16, 1862, and the authorship was at- 
tributed to William Cullen Bryant and 
then to Julia Ward Howe. Subsequently it 
became known that the author was Mr. 
James Sloane Gibbons, a native of Wil- 
mington, Del., but a resident of New York 
city. He was an ardent abolitionist, and 
for a time was one of the editors of The 
Antislavery Standard. The words are as 
follows:

VISIT TO THE ESCURIAL, 


The Great Structure Erected by Order of 
Philip II of Spain. 

The Esourial, built by Philip II be. 
tween 1563 and 1584, was called ‘‘the 
eighth wonder of the world,’’ says a 
special correspondent of the Boston Her- 
ald. It was at once a temple, a palace, 
a treasury, a tomb and a museum. That 
is to say, all these were included in the 
huge building which Philip erected on 
the slope of aspur of the Guadarama | 
range, 32 miles northwest of Madrid. 
The builder’s object was to carry out the 
will of his father, Charles V, by con- 
structing a royal burial place, and also 
to fulfill a vow he had made during the 
battle of St. Quentin, when he im- 
plored the aid of St. Lorenzo, on whose 
day (Aug. 10, 1557) the battle was 
fought. 

The edifice stands about 3,000 feet 
above the sea, facing the mountains, with | 
its back toward Madrid. Itisarectangn- | 


lar parallelogram, 740 feet from north to 
south, and 580 from east to west. On 
the east side is an advanced portico 
which breaks the facade. This gave rise 
to the vulgar impression that Philip’s 
idea was to make the bnilding in the 
shape of a gridiron, an allusion to the 
manner of St. Lorenzo’s martyrdom, he 
haying been broiled to death on a slow | 
fire in the reign of the Roman Emperor 
Valentianus, A. D. 261. There seems 
to be no other ground for the fanciful | 
invention. | 
The building covers 500,000 square }

| 


feet of land, or nearly 12 acres. It has | 
16 courtyards, 86 staircases, 15 clois- 

ters, 88 fountains and 3,000 feet of paint- | 
ed fresco. The church, which occupies | 
less than a sixth of the whole space, is 
820 feet long, 230 feet wide and 320 feet | 
high tothe top of the cupola. The re- | 
deeming qualities of the enormous struc- | 
ture are size, simplicity and situation. | 
It seems to be a part of the mountain on | 


the slope of which it rises. It still looks | cr 


grand even among mountain buttresses, | 
Otherwise, it disappoints. Its architec- 
ture has little in form or color to com- | 
mend it. It lacks the prestige of antiq- | 


uity, and it does not express any reli- | 


gious sentiment. It might bea vast man- | 
ufactory. Its cold granite walls, blue | 
slates, leaden roofs and small windows | 
give it a commonplace appearance, 
Of course it is now little more than 
a skeleton of what it was. The living | 
monks who swarmed in its courts are | 
here no longer. The reyenues on which | 
they lived have been taken away. The 
French soldiers stole and carried away | 
many of its golden ornaments in 1808. | 
Its best pictures have been removed to | 
Madrid. The building has suffered from 
neglect, exposed to hurricanes and win- 
ter snows. Better care has been taken | 
of it in later years. It is now used asa 
Seminary, where about 200 youths re- 
ceive a secular education.

He 
wanted to repudiate the whole arrange- 
ment by which the United States assumed 
a part of the tripartite protectorate over 
Samoa, and he worked hard to this end, 
and finally succeeded. 

Then, on the constructive side of diplo- 
macy, Mr. Gresham had much to his 
credit. He did all that a foreign officer 
could do properly to prevent the late 
Chinese-Japanese war. It was done, too, 
in a manner that made it clear to the 
world that the United States was acting 
absolutely without self-interest and from 
motives of humanity. Secretary Gresham 
also used his good offices to prevent a war 
between Mexico and Guatemala, and in 
this he aucceeded completely. 

During his career on the bench, Judge 
Gresham heard and decided many note- 
worthy cases, many of his decisions illus- 
trating, in a remarkable degree, his fear- 
lessness, impartiality and judicial firm- 
ness. 

In 1858 he married Miss Matilda Mc- 
Grain, the duughter of Thomas McGrain, 
of Scotch-Irish descent. He was devoted 
jo his wife and children. This side of his 
tife the public know little of, but it fur- 
nishes the best key to his nature and charac- 
ter.

WEATHER AND CROPS, 


Heavy Rain, Sunshine and Higher 
Temperature Much Needed. 


Feed Is Becoming Scant In 
Many Pastures. 


Cranberries and Grapes Have Suffered Se- 
verely From Frosts. 


Boston, May 28.—The following weather 
crop bulletin for the week ending May 27 
is issued by the New England weather 
service, in co-operation with the Massa- 
chusetts state board of agriculture: 

The weather for New England for the 
past week has been cold and windy, and 
very little rain has fallen, exceptin the ex- 
treme southwest sections. A warm, heavy 
rain, with sunshine and higher tempera- 
ture, is needed for the rapid advancement 
of field and garden crops. 

Vegetation Set Back. 

The week has been cold, dry and windy 
throughout Maine until the last day or 
two, when warmer weather has prevailed. 
Farm work has been pushed, and a great 
part of the planting is done, but in 
central counties it has been so dry that 
seeds have failed to sprout. Vegetation 
has grown very slow, also, but all crops 
that have started appear in a healthy con- 
dition, and as the season is still ahead of 
the average, there is plenty of time for 
improvement, with favorable weather. 
Early grain looks well. The early apples 
are nearly in full bloom, and. late ones are 
coming on. Baldwins indicate a light 
blossom in Kennebec county, and all ap- 
ples are giving small blossom in Lincoln 
county. Snow fell with the rain in 
Aroostook county on the 24th. 

Feed Is Scant. 

The dry weather is being felt in New 
Hampshire, and on dry land seed is start- 
ing slowly and grass is looking very thin. 
Feed in hill pastures is scant, and the cor- 
respondents report that unless considera- 
ble rain comes soon there must be a light 
hay crop. Most of the sowing is done, but 
planting is still in progress. There has 
been no real good corn weather, and much 
of that seed has not been put in yet. Pears 
are setting very well, and apples are not 
injured nearly so much in south central 
counties as was feared last week. In Hils- 
boro and Rockingham counties especially, 
some of the apples that did not promise 
well are now full of blossoms. One corre- 
spondent reports that strawberries and 
blueberries that were in full bloom at the 
time of the freeze are again blossoming. 

Fruit Doing Well. 

Apples are showing very wellin Vermont, 
and in some counties a second crop of 
blossoms have made their appearance. 
Late trees are coming into bloom very 
well. It is hoped that the yleld of fruit 
was not much interfered with by the frost 
of last week. A sharp frost was ex- 
perienced in north central sections on the 
morning of the 22d; at Morrisville, in 
Lamoile county, the temperature fell be- 
low the freezing point. With the severe 
frost of last week, and the continued dry, 
windy weather, it is feared grass has been 
seriously affected. Some correspondents 
say that there is sure to bea short crop, 
especially on old meadows. The feed is 
getting short and scant in pastures. 

Rhody Got Rain. 

The frost of last week seriously injured 
grapes in Massachusetts, and on bogs that 
were not flowed the cranberries were pretty 
much all killed, but there was very little 
damage indicated to large fruits, and 
apples now promise a good crop, except in 
Plymouth county. A heavy rain fell in 
the southeast on the 2Iist and 22d, and 
moderate rains on the 26th and 27th, so 
that nothing is suffering for water in 
southeastern counties, Grass is growing 
very well; potatoes are coming up un- 
usually even and strong, and other field 
and garden crops are coming on as well as 
possible with the continued cool weather. 
In central and western districts rain is 
badly needed, and the only thing that the 
weather is favorable for is farm work. 
One correspondent in Worcester county re 
ports less feed in the pastures than two 
weeks ago. Tobacco plants are growing 
stocky, and are generally looking well. 
Garden truck around Boston is flourishing 
and looks promising. Many blackberry 
and raspberry canes were injured by the 
cold last winter, but no injury is indicated 
by the frosts of the 14th and 17th. 

Grapes and Cranberries Hurt, 

Abundant rains have fallen in Rhode 
Island, and the top of the ground has been 
left moist. With the warm weather that 
has prevailed for the last few days, crops 
are pushing along very well, though still 
backward in most sections. Grass and 
wheat are well advanced. In some places, 
where the frost of last week did most dam- 
age, the ground is being replanted. Apple 
trees have blossomed very full. 

Garden Truck Doing Well. 

Grass needs more rain to produce a full 
crop in central and western Connecticut, 
but in southeastern sections it is growing 
very heavy and fast. The correspondent 
from New London states that pastures 
could not be in better condition. The 
temperature has been below the normal 
but the conditions have been better chan 
the previous Week, and crops are doing 
very well, except where want of rain is 
badly felt. Fruit seems to have been in- 
jured very little by the frosts of the 14th 
and 17th. The indications continue favor- 
able for a large peach crop. There was a 
light frost on the 22d, but not so much 
damage was done in any of the New Eng- 
land counties as in east cegtral New York. 
Reports from the Susquehanna yalley in 
New York claim that much damage was 
done in the hop district on the 22d. 
Garden truck is growing well in Con- 
necticut. The bulk of the crops have been 
planted in most sections, and some hoeing 
is being done. Tobacco setting has begun.

GRADUATION ARRANGEMENTS. 


High School Reception, New Term, 
Balances, Ete. 


The School Committee held its regular 
monthly meeting Tuesday evening, Messrs, 
Crane, Burns, Gurney, Hallowell, Harlow, 
Page and Sheahan being present. 

Councilman Shackley and Nickerson 
were present with plans for new school 
buildings which the committee approved. 

The classof 95 of the Quincy High 
school was granted the use of the High 
schoo! hall for Friday evening, June 28, 
to hold its class reception under the 
supervision of the principal. 

Voted that the new term commence 
Tuesday, September 3. 

The Superintendent was instructed to 
confer with the City Auditor to see why 
the bill of W. Tisdale was not approved. 

The Superintendent asked instructions 
as to paying teachers who were absent on 
account of regulations of the board of 
health, and the committee on Finance 
were instructed to formulate a rule govern- 
ing this matter to go in‘o effect in Septem- 
ber. 
The Superintendent gave notice that the 
exercises of the 225 grammar graduates 
would be held Thursday afternoon, June 
27. There would be no individual exer- 
cises but every class would take part.

COUNTY TAX HIGHER. 


Quiney’s Assessment Has Doubled In 
Four Years. 


The Norfolk county tax for 1895 was 
apportioned this week and Quincy’s assess- 
ment is $16,105.30, Because of the in- 
crease of $10,000 in the total tax, and the 
fact that it is this year based on the new 
valuation, the Quincy tax is nearly $2,000 
larger than last year. It is only once in 
three years that a new valuation is 
taken, the last time being in 1892. 

Because the total tax is one-fifteenth 
larger than last year it does not follow that 
the county tax of each town will be one- 
fifteenth larger. That of Quincy is about 
one-seventh larger, and that of Milton one- 
fifth larger, while in the case of Weymouth, 
Bellingham, Braintree, Canton, Cohasset, 
Dedham, Holbrook, Norfolk, Randolph 
and Wrentham the tax is less, although 
$10,000 more is raised. 

Unless the tax of a town is one-fifteentb 
larger than last year, it has not kept up 
with the other towns in wealth, or else 
assessors in such towns as Quincy, Milton, 
and Brookline have increased the valuation 
more rapidly than circumstances warrant.

PHILADELPHIA, May 29.—The opening 
gun of the campaign in the east against free 
silver was fired last evening at a meeting 
here in favor of “sound money.”’

Smith. There were several other speakers. 


Press Keeps Up the Agitation. 

CoLoN, May 29.—The Colombian press 
has very generally taken up the question 
of Colombia’s claim to the Mosquito terri- 
tory, and are clamorous in their demand 
that the government should urge the 
claim. Thisclaim is based upon a royal 
order of the King of Spain, dated 18038, 
under which the Mosquito coast was an- 
nexed to Santa Fe de Bogota. It is gen- 
ally claimed that when Colombia gained 
her independence in 1810 she became the 
rightful possessor of the Mosquito terri- 
tory, and exercised dominion over it until 
1824.

Apoplexy Carries Off the Distin- 
guished Lawyer-Statesman,

War Governor. 


Though but a Young Man He Had Achieved

Boston, May 31.—Ex-Congressman John 
F. Andrew was found dead in bed at his 
home on Hereford street, this city, yester- 
day. About 8:30a.m. his butler rapped 
at hisdoor, and receiving no answer en- 
tered the room and found him dead in bed. 
Mr. Andrew retired at his usual hour 
Wednesday night, after spending the day 
looking over his summer residence at 
Hingham. He complained several time: 
last week of severe headaches, but wa 
apparently in his usual good health when 
he retired Wednesday night. Apoplexy is 
assigned as the cause of death. 

Mr. Andrew was afflicted with attacks 
of headache when he was in congress, but 
had been free from them for a year or 
more. His general health was verx good, 
and death was a great shock to his friends. 
The house and his clubs received messages 
allday. His “fingham friends, who had 
seen him in e cellent spirits only afew 
hours-before his death, could hardly be- 
lieve the news.

BOMBARDMENT BEGUE. 


Formosa Seaport Under the Fire ot 
Japanese Warships, 


Dissension Among Leaders In 
New Republic. 


Foreign Representatives Closely Watching the 
Course of Events. 


LonpoN, May 81. Private advices re- 
ceived here are to the effect that the Jap- 
anese are bombarding Kee Lung, a town 
inthe extreme north of Fopmosa, It is 
believed here that the bombardment is be- 
ing carried on by the fleet of the Japanese 
now supposed to be at sea in the vicinity 
of Tamsui. 

Advices from Hong Kong regarding 
the trouble on the island of Formosa show 
that the action which resulted in the island 
declaring itself a republic was promoted 
by the Chang-Chin-Tong party, as opposed 
to the Li family. General Tcheng has 
been appointed foreign minister, and Kuh- 
Sing-Kuk, the originator of the move 
ment, has been superseded by Tang. 

Dissensions have already occurred, and 
the common people, it is stated, regard the 
declaration of a republic as an official 
dodge. H. B. Morse, the commis- 
sioner of customs at Tamsyi, island of 
Formosa, has refused to recognize the re- 
publican flag and the German consul at 
Tamsui, addressing Tang as governor of 
the island, protested against closing the 
port of Tamsui with torpedoes in time of 
peace. 

Warships Taking Soundings, 

Five Japanese warships arrived at_Tam- 
sui on May 26, and took soundings in the 
harbor without being molested by the gar- 
rison of the Chinese fort. Only a portion 
of the soldiers support the republic. 

Prior to the declaration of the republic, 
it is stated a French cruiser visited Tam- 
sui and two of her officers had a secret in- 
terview with Tang. No importance, how- 
ever, is attached to this fact. 

A petition has been forwarded to Pekin 
from South China praying the emperor to 
introdice constitutional reform, to remove 
incapable officials, to abolish the queue 
(pig tail) and foot binding, and to allow 
freedom of speech and of the press. 
Briefly, the petition advocates reform on 
Western lines. 

Morton Fainted. 

New York, May 31.—While Gevernor 
Morton was reviewing the parade at the 
Worth monument be was overcome by the 
heat and dropped down on the platform 
unconscious. The governor was stretched 
out on arough board and a surgeon ap- 
plied restoratives, while ex-President Har- 
rison and the governor’s private secretary 
chafed the hands of the unconscious man 
and fanned his face. The governor soon 
regained consciousness. In the afternoon 
Governor Morton proceeded up to River 
side park, to be present at the Grant's tomb 
ceremonies. The governor looked a little 
haggard, but not seriously sick. He was 
loudly cheered by the people, who thronged 
the streets. 


Where Eng’and Stands. 

Lonpoy, May 31.—In the house of com- 
mons Mr. Harcourt replied to the attack 
upon the government foreign policy by 
Mr. Bartlett, who has been an active 
champion and defender of the Turkish 
government against charges of atrocities 
in Armenia Harcourt admitted that the 
government was acting conjointly with 
France and Russia regarding Armenia, 
but denied that 
these powers as against Gerinany or other 
leading nations The government, he 
said, desired to act in amity with all the 
powers. 


Worthy of a Monument. 

ASHTABULA, O., May 31.—A monument 
to the unknown dead of the Ashtabula 
bridge disaster was dedicated here yester- 
day with i ing ceremonies. A Lake 
Shore west-bound passenger train ona 
bleak night in December went down with 
the bridge spanning Ashtabula river to 
the bed of the stream, 70 feet below, with 
its load of 155 human beings, 92 of whom 
were killed outright, drowned or burned 
to death. Only 64 escaped, all more or 
less maimed and injured. 


A Texas Deluge. 

ANGELO, Tex., May 31.—A disastrous 
cloudburst occurred yesterday along the 
Johnson and Devil rivers. Five bodies 
have been recovered from ‘“‘draws,”’ which 
were flooded by the cloudburst, and it is 
feared that a number of settlers in the val- 
leys of the two rivers have perished. 
Searchers have been unable to reach sev- 
eral large ranches in that section. The 
waters of Devil river rushed down ina 
series of waves six feet high. One ranch 
with 1700 sheep lost 1300.

HONOR OF HEROES 


The Observance of Memorial Day 
by Grand Army. 


INTEREST ON THE INCREASE. 


Patriotism the Greatest Lesson of 
the Day. 


A more perfect day than Thursday 
could not be desired for the annual work 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. This 
day of all the year is the most sacred to 
them, for then it is they put aside the cares 
of business life and devote their time to 
the decorating of the graves of those with 
whom they marched shoulder to shoulder 
during the years ‘61,-‘63, defending that 
flag which all loved so well and which is 
today honored and respected throughout 
the entire universe, 

Those were stirring times but the actors 
in that great drama are passing silently but 
rapidly away and in a few years the last 
battle scared veteran will have been mus- 
tered out of the earthly army into that 
above. 

Pau) Revere Post 88, in common with 
other posts throughout the country, ob- 
served the day in a befitting manner. 

Assembling at headquarters at 7 o'clock, 
details visited the grave of Col. Paul J. 
Revere at Mt. Auburn and the graves of 
those buried in cemeteries out of town. 

Details also visited the Mt. Wollaston, 
Hancock and English cemeteries and de- 
posited floral tributes. 

Senior Vice Commander William H. 
Warner, with a detail of comrades visited 
the cemetery at the National Sailors’ 
Home where appropriate exercises were 
held and the floral offering deposited. 

At West Quincy. 

At 930 the Post formed in front of 
headquarters on Hancock street, under 
command of Commander James H. Webb, 
and with Francis L. Souther camp, S. of 
V., as escort, marched to the music of the 
City band to the head of Franklin street 
where barges were taken for West Quincy. 

At the junction of Crescent and Cope- 
land streets the line was reformed and a 
short march taken to the Hall cemetery, 
where after decorating the graves the com- 
mand assembled at the Willard monument 
where brief exercises were held and prayer 
offered by Rev. Mr. Youtz, chaplain of 
the day. Rev. E. W. Virgin spoke briefly 
on the lessons of Memorial Day, and its 
inculcation of patriotism. 

At 10.30 the command entered the 
Catholic cemetery where Rev. F. A.

27, Sons of Veterans, 

The duty at West Quincy over the com- 
mand returned to headquarters for midday 
rations. 

The line of march was down Hancock 
street through City Square to Greenleaf 
street, to Valley, to Sea, to the Mount 
Wollaston cemetery. Crowds of people 
were congregated all along the line of 
march, particularly in City Square, but the 
largest crowd was gathered at the cemetery, 
an assemblage which seems to increase in 
numbers each year.

City Auditor Hall was introduced and 
spoke of the appropriateness of decorating 
the soldiers’ graves. Who can remember 
the days in the early 60s without vivid ex- 
periences, Memorial day will continue for 
all eternity, others taking up the work 
when the Grand Army have passed away. 
With what impetuosity they leaped to re- 
spond to the country’s call. The cause is 
not lost. Patriotism is not dead. It is 
purer and more powerfal than ever. The 
same principle prevails. Look at the 
young life in the militia of today, and in 
the Sons of Veterans. It was indeed a 
grand army that went to the front. 

The selection, ‘“‘Come, Ye Disconso- 
late,’’ by the band, closed the exercises at 
the monument. 


Sons of Veterans Service. 

Francis L. Souther camp then marched 
to the grave of Francis L. Souther, the first 
soldier to fall in the war, and held exer- 
cises. It was one of the most beautiful 
graves in the cemetery, being banked with 
white flowers. The floral flag thereon 
would have been more beautiful and ap- 
propriate if made of red and white stripes 
instead of red, white and blue. 

Remarks were offered by Capt. Bayard 
who was followed by Chaplain Virgin in 
prayer, and ‘‘ Nearer, my God, to Thee,” 
by a male quartette. 

Rev. Mr. Virgin then spoke of the points 
of true heroism exemplified. How the 
soldiers gave life in unselfishness for a 
great cause. Also the alert readiness with 
which they responded. 

A wreath was then deposited, and the 
chaplain pronounced the benediction.

The procession returned to G. A. R, 
headquarters via Sea, Coddington, Wasb- 
ington and Hancock streets. Ice cream 
and cake were served and the veterans dis- 
missed.

The Grand Army of the Republic and the 
Woman's Relief corps united in observing 
Memorial day by appropriate exercises. 

At half-past eight the veterans assembled 
at the G. A. R. hall and were detailed by 
Chaplain H. B, Whitman in the following 
order:—To decorate the graves of the 
departed heroes: nineteen to Plain Street 
cemetery, where Rev. Mr. Ross offered 
prayer; four to Lakeside, where Rey.

fopic For the Week Beginning June 2. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 

Topic.—A living Christ; Christlike living.— 
Gal. ii, 19, 20; v, 22-25. 

1. A living Christ (Gal. ii, 19, 20). 
Christ may be said to be aliving Christ 
in twosenses. He lives in Himself. 
Thougl having died, yet He still lives 
at the right hand of God, having risen 
from- the- grave and ascended into 
heaven, where He liveth evermore. But 
Christ also'lives in those who are His 
followers. Paul states this fact in the 
first topical reference: ‘‘I am crucified 
with Christ. Nevertheless I live, yet 
not I, but Christ liveth in me,”’ or, as 
the American revisers more correctly 
put ft, ‘‘and it is no longer I that live, 
but Christ liveth in me.’’ Christ living 
in us! Thisis true Christianity. We die 
that-we may live. Weare crucified to 
self, but rise to Ghrist. We give our- 
selves up entirely to Christ, so that the 
ruling power in us is no longerself, but 
Christ. We crucify the old self, and yet 
we do not die. New energies spring up 
from the grave of theold life, Thisnew 
life is Christ’s life. It derives its power 
and its support from Him, and it is 
fashicned and patterned after the model 
of His own life. 

‘This life Paul says is lived by faith. 
“The life that I now live in the flesh I 
live by the faith of the Son of God.”’ It 
was Paul’s faith in the Son of God that 
made him able to destroy his old self 
and to become the ruling principle in 
his life. If we want Christ to live in 
us, we must have faithin Him. It is 
by faith alone that we can be crucified 
with Him, can die to self and live no 
longer, but Christ live in us. 

2. Christlike living (Gal. v, 22-25). 
In these verses Paul sets forth some of 
the characteristics of true Christlike 
living, as it may be called. 1. Christ- 
like living should bear fruit. ‘‘The 
fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, 
long suffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, temperance.’’ If the 
Spirit of Christ dwells in us, it will 
produce results. Every branch that 
abideth in Him bringeth forth fruit. 
This may be madea test of Christ’s 
living in us—‘‘By their fruits ye shall 
know them.’’ Do our lives prove that 
Christ, by His Spirit, dwellsin us? This 
is an important question for us to con- 
sider. A living Christ in us will pro- 
duce a Christlike life. It could not be 
otherwise. 2. A Christlike life is devoid 
of self. We have crucified the flesh with 
its affections and lusts if Christ lives in 
us. This is another test of Christ’s liv- 
inginus. 8. A Christlike life requires 
obedience. ‘‘If we live in the Spirit, let 
us walk in the Spirit.’’ Christ in us 


. Will not only transform our dispositions, 


crucify our sinful desires, but lead us 
toobey the laws of God. We die to sin- 
ful ways and.live-to God's ways. ‘“‘If 


ye love Me, -keep My commandments.’” '

Lead the meeting, but be willing to 
let the meeting lead you. 

Be ready with a verse of Scripture to 
direct the servive should thoughts wan- 
der. 

Secure an organist who is a good mu- 
sician, but a better Christian. 

Do not exhaust the subject with your 
opening remarks. Better that a dozen 
members should discuss the subject 
poorly than that the leader should preach 
about it ably. 

Try something new. See what God 
can do with a consecrated ingenuity. 

Be humble. If you seek to makea 
reputation for yourself, you will make 
no reputation for Christ. 

Go in the spirit of prayer if you 
would stand in the spirit of Christ. 

- Be yourself. Let your true nature 
speak. Only arrows from the heart’s 
quiver ever reach the mark.—Golden 
Rule.

| TAPS SOUNDED, 


| Gresham Funeral Services at Chicago Were 
Simple but Impressive. 

CHICAGO, May 31.— Chicago yesterday 

| buried the nation’s dead with civic and 

military honors. The body of Walter Q. 
| Gresham was entombed in a vault atOak- 

wood cemetery, there to remain until a 
| final burial place is chosen, 

At Fordham, on the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, the special funeral train was 
switched to the tracks of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, arriving at Sixty-third street at 8 
o'clock yesterday. ‘The procession was 
formed by the escort of honor, consisting 
of the troop of all arms from Fort Sheri- 
dan. These were followed by the honor- 
ary pall-bearers, and next came the funeral 
car with the active bearers walking on 
either side. 

Next rode the members of the late sec- 
retary’s family and the presidential party, 
and the rear of the cortege was brought 
up by the members of the Loyal Legion, 
Grand Army veterans, judges of the 
courts, state and municipal officers, civic 
| societies and citizens. The entire line of 
march was crowded with people, who re- 
spectfully bared their heads as the cortege 
passed, 

Arriving at the cemetery chapel, the 
casket was removed from the funeral car 
and borne within by eight sergeants of 
marines. The services, conducted by 
Rey. J. McPherson of the Second Presby- 
terian church, were impressive, but simple, 
consisting merely of Scriptural readings, a 
hymn by the choir and prayer. At their 
conclusion the remains were temporarily 
deposited in the receiving vault of tho 
cemetery. Nosalute was fired, the cere- 
monies concluding with “taps.” 

The train had been held at Sixty-third 
street and the president and party returned 
toit and at once started on the return trip 
to Washington. 


BLUE AND THE GRAY 


Unite as Friends at the Chicago Confederate 
Monument Dedication. 

CHICAGO, May 31.—With the dedication 
ofa handsome monument to the memory 
of men who wore the gray and fought for 
the “lost cause” under the stars and bars, 
a Confederate “high-water mark’ was 
established far north of that set at Gettys- 
burg by force of arms; this, too, with the 
ungrudging consent of the staunch Union- 
ists among whom it is placed, and with 
the assistance of veterans in blue, foes in 
arms, but friends in peace, doing honor to 
an acknowledged valor which is now the 
common heritage of our common country. 
The dedication was accompanied by per- 
haps the most impressive and imposing 


ceremonies am ng the exercises set, down 
for Decoration day in any part of the 
union. 


At Cottage Grove avenue and Fifty- 
eighth street then, in the outskirts, but 
now in the htart of the city, a stockade was 
built during the civil war and named 
Camp Douglas and there many thousands 
of Confederate prisoners were confined be- 

» years 1862 and 1865. The men 
under the restraints which be- 
»s of war had spent their lives 
in that balmy climate of the sunny south, 
and therigors of a northern winter told 
upon them severely. 

As a consequence, 6000 of them were 
liberated by death and were buried in 


Oakwood cemete t Cottage Grove av- 
enu y-seventh street. It was to 
the memory of these 6000 who diedin a 
solitar on in an enemy’s country that 
the monument was dedicated by their 
comrat id opponents in arms on the 
spot where they were buried. It is the 
first monument to Confederate dead 
erected in the north.

A STRUGGLE FOR LIFE 


Resulted In Awful Scenes on Board 
the Ill-Fated Colima, 


Sunk Within Ten Minutes 
After Striking a Reef. 


But One Boat Load Succeeded in Safely 
Reaching Land. 


SAN FRANcIsco, May 31.—The Pacific 
Mail Steamship company last evening re- 
ceived the following dispatch from Man- 
zanillo, Mex.: 

Colima sank in 130 fathoms. Steamer 
we sent last night found nobody alive. 
Three cabin passengers and two sailors got 
ashore at Couhuayana alive. Until now 
26 persons saved. 

The company has wired to ascertain, if 
possible, the 1. ames of the three passengers 
and two sailors noted above. 

Seventy-five miles below San Blas, a 
hurricane was encountered and it was de- 
bated ds to w iether or not the ship should 
attempt to gain partial shelter in the shal- 
low and treacherous Banderas bay, which 
has rocks near its entrance, or whether it 
were better to push out to sea. 

One local Mexican passenger, Don Ma- 
tias Moreno, says the report, was about on 
the deck, and testifies that while cau- 
tiously steering for what, to all appear- 
ances, was the usual entrance, a slight 
tremble was felt to go through the ship. 
It was so faint that it was hardly appar- 
ent to the trained senses of the pilots and 
captain. The captain ordered a slight 
change in the course and gave other direc- 
tions, which were obeyed by the officers 
and crew. In a few seconds after, the keel 
ground on a rock lightly, and there was at 
once greatexcitement among the officers 
and crew and fear on the part of the few 
passengers on deck, Following the danger 
signal, in less than 10 seconds the great 
ship crunched on an unknown reef, and a 
shudder ran through the hull from stem 
to stern. 

A Scene of Terror. 

The passengers sprang from their berths 
in terror and ran out on the decks scream- 
ing and praying in a paroxysm of fear, for 
the awful truth seemed to burst upon 
them. The wind howled anda dense pall 
of fog hung over the ship as she was tossed 
by the surges and began to pound herself 
to pieces on the rocks. She rose and fell 
three times and then a crash was heard. 
This was followed by silence for the space 
of a quarterof a minute, during which 
time only loud sobbing was heard and 
muffled prayers. 

“Man the boats!"’ trumpeted the cap- 
tain, after a short interval, in which an- 
other crash was heard from beneath the 
water. The boats had previously been 
made ready, with all the lifesavers placed 
at convenient places, although covered 
from the view of nervous passengers. 
Within three minutes of the first crash in 
the hull the ship began to reel from its up- 
right balance, to settle and to sinkin its 
free hinderpart. The scenes about the life- 
boats were indescribable. According to 
all the testimony obtainable, the panic 
stricken passengers and the ship’s crew 
struggled for first place, although, to the 
crecit of the crew, few of the sailors or 
ship’s people lost their presence of mind, 
but gave their main attention to saving 
the passengers. 

f Frenzied Mother's Act. 

There were a number of children on the 
passenger list and one of these was 
pitched overboard into the frothing sea by 
a frenzied mother who aimed for one of the 
lifeboats still upon the davits. A woman 
of evident wealth and refinement among 
the passengers, whose name is thought o 
be Broslin or Crosslyn, displayed remark- 
able presence of mind, and in the must 
trying moments passed among the frenzied 
throng exhorting the people to keep quiet 
and take particular care of the women and 
children, 

Some of the passengers, not willing to 
await achance fora place inthe boats, 
seized the lifebelts and boldly cast them- 
selves into the sea, to their almost uni- 
versal fate, as they were tossed lifelessly 
upon the waves or dashed against the 
rocks, which were easily observed from 
the fast sinking ship. 

The first boat to be lowered with its 
heavy burden of humanity succeeded in 
clearing the ship's sides, but was swept 
away by the mighty force and swallowed 
by the night of fog. Of this load only one 
of the sailors is known to have escaped the 
engulfing flood which swept over the boat 
within five minutes after it was launched. 
A similar fate befell all the other boats, 
with one exception.

It prays for sep- 
arate receivers, as well as the foreclosure 
of the bonds, which amount to $2,713,000.

Latest From Cuba. 

HAVANA, May 31.—A detachment of 15 
Spanish soldiers near Sagua de Tanamo, 
province of Santiago de Cuba, was at- 
tacked by a band of 800 insurgents. The 
soldiers were compelled to seek refuge 
within a wooden building, where they 
made a gallant defense. One sergeant and 
five private soldiers were wounded. The 
insurgents lost one killed and 16 wounded. 
A number of insurgents, commanded by 
Campanione, recently attacked a fort at 
Campechuela, near Manzanillo, province 
of Santiago de Cuba. The insurgents fired 
upon the fort for two hours without any 
result. The troops returned the fire, but 
the loss of the insurgents is not known. 
Important documents were found upon 
the-persons of two prisoners who were 
captured on board the Mascotte. Their 
contents are understood to compromise 
several persons hitherto unsuspected of 
having been in communication with the 
insurgents. 


Saved Nephew’s Life. 


SEOUL, May 81.—At the conclusion of 
the trial of the Corean prince, Li Chung, 
the favorite grandson of Tai Won Kun, 
on charges of treason and murder, he was 
condemned to death, whereupon Tai Won 
Kun burst into the palace of his son, the 
king, who was to have been the principal 
victim of the plot, and besought mercy for 
the convicted assassin. The feeble-minded 
monarch gaye way, and sentence was 
commuted to banishment for life. Tai 
Won Kun at length extorted a promise 
that the term of expulsion should be re- 
duced to 10 years.
